In  Convention,  September  17,  1787.* 
Sir, 

We  have  now  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  consideration  of 
the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  that  Constitution 
which  has  appeared  to  us  the  most  adviseable. 

The  friends  of  our  country  have  long  seen  and  desired, 
that  the  power  of  making  war,  peace,  and  treaties,  that  of 
levying  money  and  regulating  commerce,  and  the  corre- 
spondent executive  and  judicial  authorities  should  be  fully 
and  effectually  vested  in  the  general  government  of  the 
Union:  But  the  impropriety  of  delegating  such  extensive 
trust  to  one  body  of  men  is  evident — Hence  results  the 
necessity  of  a  different  organization. 

It  is  obviously  impracticable  in  the  federal  government  of 
these  states,  to  secure  all  rights  of  independent  sovereignty 
to  each,  and  yet  provide  for  the  interest  and  safety  of  all: 
Individuals  entering  into  society,  must  give  up  a  share  of 
liberty  to  preserve  the  rest.  The  magnitude  of  the  sacrifice 
must  depend  as  well  on  situation  and  circumstance,  as  on 
the  object  to  be  obtained.     It  is  at  all  times  difficult  to  draw

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with  precision  the  line  between  those  rights  which  must  be 
surrendered,  and  those  which  may  be  reserved;  and  on  the 
present  occasion  this  difficulty  was  encreased  by  a  difference 
among  the  several  states  as  to  their  situation,  extent,  habits, 
and  particular  interests. 

In  all  our  deliberations  on  this  subject  we  kept  steadily  in 
our  view,  that  which  appears  to  us  the  greatest  interest  of 
everj-  true  American,  the  consolidation  of  our  Union,  in 
which  is  involved  our  prosperity,  felicity,  safety,  perhaps  our 
national  existence.  This  important  consideration,  seriously 
and  deeply  impressed  on  our  minds,  led  each  state  in  the 
Convention  to  be  less  rigid  on  points  of  inferior  magnitude, 
than  might  have  been  otherwise  expected ;  and  thus  the  Con- 
stitution, which  we  now  present,  is  the  result  of  a  spirit  of 
amity,  and  of  that  mutual  deference  and  concession  which 
the  peculiarity  of  our  political  situation  rendered  indispensible. 

That  it  will  meet  the  full  and  entire  approbation  of  every 
state  is  not  perhaps  to  be  expected;  biit  each  will  doubtless 
consider,  that  had  her  interest  been  alone  consulted,  the  con- 
sequences might  have  been  particularly  disagreeable  or  in- 
jurious to  others;  that  it  is  liable  to  as  few  exceptions  as 
could  reasonably  have  been  expected,  we  hope  and  believe; 
that  it  may  promote  the  lasting  welfare  of  that  country'  so 
dear  to  us  all,  and  secure  her  freedom  and  happiness,  is  our 
most  ardent  wish.

We  the  People  of  the  United  States,  in  Order  to  form  a  more 
perfect  Union,  establish  Justice,  insure  domestic  Tranquility, 
provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general  Wel- 
fare, and  secure  the  Blessings  of  Liberty'  to  ourselves  and 
our  Posterity-,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  for 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Article.  I. 

Section,  i.  All  legislative  Powers  herein  granted  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist 
of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 
Section.  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed 
of  ]\Iembers  chosen  every  second  Year  by  the  People  of 
the    several    States,   and    the    Electors    in    each   State   shall

have  ,  Qualifications  requisite  for  Electors  of  the  most  nu- 
merous Branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  Age  of  twenty  five  Years,  and  been  seven 
Years  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  wlio  sliall  not.  wlicn 
elected,  be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State  in  wliich  he  shall  be 
chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  States  which  may  be  included  within  this 
Union,  according  to  their  respective  Numbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  Number  of  free  Persons, 
including  those  bound  to  Service  for  a  Term  of  Years,  and 
excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  Persons. 
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The  actual  Enumeration  shall  be  made  -within  three  Years 
after  the  iirst  Meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
and  within  every  subsequent  Term  of  ten  Years,  in  such 
Manner  as  the}-  shall  by  Law  direct.  The  Number  of  Rep- 
resentatives shall  not  exceed  one  for  ever}-  thirty  Thousand, 
but  each  State  shall  have  at  Least  one  Representative;  and 
until  siich  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  cliuse  three,  Massachusetts 
eight,  Rhode-Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecti- 
cut five,  New  York  six,  New  Jersey  four,  Pennsylvania  eight, 
Delaware  one,  Maryland  six,  Virginia  ten.  North  Carolina 
five,  South  Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  Representation  from  any 
State,  the  Executive  Authority  thereof  shall  issue  Writs  of 
Election  to  fill  such  Vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker 
and  other  Officers ;  and  shall  have  the  sole  Power  of  Impeach- 
ment. 

Section.  3.  The  Senate  of  the  LTnited  States  shall  be  com- 
posed of  two  Senators  from  each  State,  chosen  b}-  the  Legis- 
lature thereof,  for  six  Years ;  and  each  Senator  shall  have 
one  Vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  Consequence 
of  the  first  Election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  ma}' 
be  into  three  Classes.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first 
Class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  Expiration  of  the  second  Year, 
of  the  second  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  fourth  Year, 
and  of  the  third  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  sixth  Year,  so 
that  one  third  may  be  chosen  ever\'  second  Year;  and  if  ^'a- 
cancies  happen  by  Resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  Re- 
cess of  the  Legislature  of  anj'  State,  the  Executive  thereof 
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may  make  temporary  Appointments  until  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Legislature,  which  shall  then  fill  sucli  X'acancies. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  Age  of  thirt}'  Years,  and  been  nine  Years  a  Citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an 
Inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  Vote,  unless  they  be 
equall}'  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  chuse  their  other  Officers,  and  al.so  a 
President  pro  tempore,  in  the  Absence  of  the  Vice  President, 
or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  OflBce  of  President  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  Power  to  trv  all  Impeach- 
ments.    When  sitting  for  that  Purpose,  tlie}^  shall  be  on  Oath 

is  Irietl. 

or  /Affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States  the 
Chief  Justice  shall  preside:  And  no  Person  shall  be  con- 
victed without  the  Concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  Members 
present. 

Judgment  in  Cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not  extend  fiir- 
ther  than  to  removal  from  Office,  and  disqualification  to  hold 
and  enjo}'  au}-  Office  of  honor,  Trust  or  Profit  under  the 
United  States:  but  the  Part}-  convicted  shall  nevertheless 
be  liable  and  subject  to  Indictment,  Trial,  Judgment  and 
Punishment,  according  to  Law. 

Section.  4.  The  Times,  Places  and  Manner  of  holding  Elec- 
tions for  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in 
each  State  b}'  the  Legislature  thereof ;  but  the  Congress  may 
at  au}-  time  b}-  Law  make  or  alter  such  Regulations,  except 
as  to  the  Places  of  chusing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  everj'  Year, 


aud  sucli  Meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
unless  the}'  shall  by  Law  appoint  a  dii?erent  Day. 
Section.  5.  Each  House  shall  be  the  Judge  of  the  Elections, 
Returns  and  Qualifications  of  its  own  Members,  and  a  Ma- 
jority of  each  shall  constitute  a  Quorum  to  do  Business;  but 
a  smaller  Number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be 
authorized  to  compel  the  Attendance  of  absent  Members,  in 
such  Manner,  and  under  such  Penalties  as  each  House  may 
provide. 

Each  House  may  determine  the  Rules  of  its  Proceedings, 
punish  its  Members  for  disorderly  Behaviour,  and,  with  the 
Concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  Member. 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  Proceedings,  and 
from  time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  Parts  as 
may  in  their  Judgment  require  Secrecy;  and  the  Yeas  and 
Nays  of  the  Members  of  either  House  on  any  question  shall, 
at  the  Desire  of  one  fifth  of  those  Present,  be  entered  on  the 
Journal. 

Neither  House,  during  the  Session  of  Congress,  shall, 
without  the  Consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  other  Place  than  that  in  which  the 
two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Section.  6.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a 
Compensation  for  their  Services,  to  be  ascertained  by  Law, 
and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  They 
shall  in  all  Cases,  except  Treason,  Felony  and  Breach  of  the 
Peace,  be  privileged  from  Arrest  during  their  Attendance  at 
the  Session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any  Speech  or  Debate  in 
either  House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  Place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  Time  for 
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which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  Office  under 
the  Authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  Emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  en- 
creased  during  such  time,  and  no  Person  holding  any  Office 
under  the  United  States,  shall  be  a  Member  of  either  House 
during  his  Continuance  in  Office. 

Section.  7.  All  Bills  for  raising  Revenue  shall  originate  in 
the  House  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose 
or  concur  with  Amendments  as  on  other  Bills. 

Every  Bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  Law,  be 
presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  If  he  approve 
he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  witli  his  Objec- 
tions to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall 
enter  the  Objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and   proceed 
to  reconsider  it.      If  after  such  Reconsideration  two  thirds  of 
that  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  Bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  to- 
gether with  the  Objections,  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it 
shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two  thirds 
of  that  House,  it  shall  become  a  Law.      But  in  all  such  Cases 
the  Votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and 
Nays,  and  the  Names  of  the  Persons  voting  for  and  against 
the  Bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each   House  re- 
spectively.    If  any  Bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President 
within  ten  Days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  ha\e  been 
presented  to  him,  the  Same  shall  be  a  Law,  in  like  Manner  as 
if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress  by  their  Adjourn- 
ment prevent  its  Return,  in  which  Case  it  shall  not  be  a  Law. 
Every  Order,  Resolution,  or  \'ote  to  which   the  Concur- 
rence of    the  Senate    and    House    of    Representatives    may 
be  necessary  (except  on  a  question   of   Adjournment)  shall 
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be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  and  be- 
fore the  Same  shall  take  Effect,  shall  be  approved  b}-  him,  or 
being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two  thirds  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the 
Rules  and  Limitations  prescribed  in  the  Case  of  a  Bill. 
Section.  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  Power  To  lay  and  col- 
lect Taxes,  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises,  to  pay  the  Debts 
and  provide  for  the  common  Defence  and  general  Welfare 
of  the  United  States;  but  all  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises 
shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States; 

To  borrow  Money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States ; 

To  regulate  Commerce  with  foreign  Nations,  and  among 
the  Several  States,  and  with  the  Indian  Tribes; 

To  establish  an  uniform  Rule  of  Naturalization,  and  uni- 
form Laws  on  the  subject  of  Bankruptcies  throughout  the 
United  States; 

To  coin  Money,  regulate  the  Value  thereof,  and  of  foreign 
Coin,  and  fix  the  Standard  of  Weights  and  Measures ; 

To  provide  for  the  Punishment  of  counterfeiting  the 
Securities  and  ciirrent  Coin  of  the  United  States; 

To  establish  Post  Offices  and  post  Roads; 

To  promote  the  Progress  of  Science  and  useful  Arts,  by 
securing  for  limited  Times  to  Authors  and  Inventors  the 
exclusive  Right  to  their  respective  Writings  and  Discoveries ; 

To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  Court; 

To  define  and  punish  Piracies  and  Felonies  committed  on 
the  high  Seas,  and  Offences  against  the  Law  of  Nations; 

To  declare  War,  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal, 
and  make  Rules  concerning  Captures  on  Land  and  Water; 

To  raise  and  support  Armies,  but  no  Appropriation  of 
Mone}'  to  that  Use  shall  be  for  a  longer  Term  than  two  Years; 
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To  provide  and  maintain  a  Navj^ ; 

To  make  Rules  for  the  Government  and  Regulation  of 
the  laud  and  uaval  Forces; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Militia  to  execute  the 
Laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  Insurrections  and  repel  Inva- 
sions ; 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining,  the 
Militia,  and  for  governing  such  Part  of  them  as  may  be  em- 
ployed in  the  Sen-ice  of  the  United  States,  resen-ing  to  the 
States  respectively,  the  Appointment  of  the  Officers,  and  the 
Authority  of  training  the  Militia  according  to  the  discipline 
prescribed  by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  Legislation  in  all  Cases  whatsoever, 
over  such  District  (not  exceeding  ten  Miles  square)  as  may, 
by  Cession  of  particular  States,  and  the  Acceptance  of  Con- 
gress, become  the  Seat  of  the  Goveniment  of  the  I'nited 
States,  and  to  exercise  like  Authority  over  all  Places  pur- 
chased by  the  Consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in 
which  the  Same  shall  be,  for  the  Erection  of  Forts,  Magazines, 
Arsenals,  dock-Yards,  and  other  needful  Buildings;— And 

To  make  all  Laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  carrying  into  Execution  the  foregoing  Powers,  and  all 
other  Powers  vested  b}-  this  Constitution  in  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  Department  or  Officer  thereof. 
Section.  9.  The  Migration  or  Importation  of  such  Persons  as 
any  of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit, 
shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  Year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  Tax  or  duty  may 
be  imposed  on  such  Importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars 
for  each  Person. 

The  Privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be 
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suspended,  unless  when  in  Cases  of  Rebellion  or  Invasion 
the  public  Safet}'  may  require  it. 

No  Bill  of  Attainder  or  ex  post  facto  Law  shall  be  passed. 

No  Capitation,  or  other  direct,  Tax  shall  be  laid,  unless 
in  Proportion  to  the  Census  or  Enumeration  herein  before 
directed  to  be  taken. 

No  Tax  or  Duty  shall  be  laid  on  Articles  exported  from 
any  State. 

No  Preference  shall  be  given  by  any  Regulation  of  Com- 
merce or  Revenue  to  the  Ports  of  one  State  over  those  of 
another:  nor  shall  Vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  State,  be 
obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  Duties  in  another. 

No  Money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasur}',  but  in  Con- 
sequence of  Appropriations  made  by  Law;  and  a  regular 
Statement  and  Account  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of 
all  public  Mone}'  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  Title  of  Nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States: 
And  no  Person  holding  any  Office  of  Profit  or  Trust  under 
them,  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of 
any  present,  Emolument,  Office,  or  Title,  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, from  SLuy  King,  Prince,  or  foreign  State. 
Section.  lo.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  Treatj^,  Alliance, 
or  Confederation ;  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal ; 
coin  Money;  emit  Bills  of  Credit;  make  any  Thing  but  gold 
and  silver  Coin  a  Tender  in  Payment  of  Debts;  pass  any 
Bill  of  Attainder,  ex  post  facto  Law,  or  Law  impairing  the 
Obligation  of  Contracts,  or  grant  any  Title  of  Nobilit}'.

No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  Congress,  lay  any 
Imposts  or  Duties  on  Imports  or  Exports,  except  what  may 
be  absolutely  necessary  for  executing  it's  inspection  Laws: 
and  the  net  Produce  of  all  Duties  and  Imposts,  laid  b}'  any 
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State  on   Imports  or  Exports,  shall   be  for  the  l"'se  of  the 

Treasury  of  the  United  States;  and  all  such  Laws  shall  be 

t  Ill- 
subject  to  the  Revision  and  Controul  of  Congress. 

No  State  shall,  without  the  Consent  of  Congress,  lay  any 

Dut}'  of  Tonnage,  keep  Troops,  or  Ships  of  War  in  time  of 

Peace,  enter  into  an}'  Agreement  or  Compact  with  another 

State,  or  with  a  foreign  Power,  or  engage  in  War,  unless 

actually  invaded,  or  in  such   imminent  Danger  as  will  not 

admit  of  delay. 

Article.  II. 

Section,  i.  The  executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his 
Office  during  the  Term  of  four  Years,  and,  together  with 
the  Vice  President,  chosen  for  the  same  Term,  be  elected,  as 
follows 

Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  Manner  as  the  Legis- 
lature thereof  nui}-  direct,  a  Number  of  Electors,  equal  to  the 
whole  Number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which 
the  State  ma}'  be  entitled  in  the  Congress:  but  no  Senator 
or  Representative,  or  Person  holding  an  Office  of  Trust  or 
Profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an  Elector. 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and 
vote  b}-  Ballot  for  two  Persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not 
be  an  Inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And 
they  shall  make  a  List  of  all  the  Persons  voted  for,  and  of 
the  Number  of  \'otes  for  each ;  which  List  they  shall  sign  and 
certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  Seat  of  the  Goveniment 
of  the  LTnited  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate. 
The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  Presence  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  Certifi- 
cates, and   the  Votes   shall   then   be  counted.     The   Person 
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having  the  greatest  Number  of  Votes  shall  be  the  President,  if 
such  Number  be  a  Majoritj'  of  tlie  whole  Number  of  Electors 
appointed;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such 
Majority,  and  have  an  equal  Number  of  Votes,  then  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately  chuse  b}'  Ballot 
one  of  them  for  President;  and  if  no  Person  have  a  Majority, 
then  from  the  five  highest  on  the  List  the  said  House  shall 
in  like  Manner  chuse  the  President.  But  in  chusing  the 
President,  the  Votes  shall  be  taken  b}-  States,  the  Repre- 
sentation from  each  State  having  one  Vote;  A  quorum  for 
this  Purpose  shall  consist  of  a  Member  or  Members  from  two 
thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  Majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be 
necessarj'  to  a  Choice.  In  every  Case,  after  the  Choice  of  the 
President,  the  Person  having  the  greatest  Number  of  Votes 
of  the  Electors  shall  be  the  Vice  President.  But  if  there 
should  remain  two  or  more  who  have  equal  Votes,  the  Senate 
shall  chuse  from  them  b}'  Ballot  the  Vice  President. 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  Time  of  chusing  the 
Electors,  and  the  Day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  Votes; 
which  Da}'  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  Person  except  a  natural  born  Citizen,  or  a  Citizen  of 
the  United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  Adoption  of  this  Consti- 
tution, shall  be  eligible  to  the  Office  of  President;  neither 
shall  any  Person  be  eligible  to  that  Office  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  Age  of  thirty  five  Years,  and  been  fourteen 
Years  a  Resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  Case  of  the  Removal  of  the  President  from  Office,  or 
of  his  Death,  Resignation,  or  Inability  to  discharge  the  Powers 
and  Duties  of  the  said  Office,  the  Same  shall  devolve  on  the 
Vice  President,  and  the  Congress  may  by  Law  provide  for 
the  Ca.se  of  Removal,  Death,  Resignation  or  Inability,  both 
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of  the  President  and  Vice  President,  declaring  what  Officer 
shall  then  act  as  President,  and  such  Officer  shall  act  accord- 
ingly, until  the  Disability  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall 

be  elected. 

The    President    shall,  at    stated   Times,  receive    for    his 
Services,  a  Compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  encreased 
nor  diminished  during  the  Period  for  whicli  he  shall  have 
been  elected,  and  he  shall  nc.t  receive  within  that  Period  any 
other  Emolument  from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 
Before  he  enter  on  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  he  shall 
take  the  following  Oath   or  Affirmation:-"!   do  solemnly 
swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  Office  of 
President  of  the  United  States,  and  will  to  the  best  of  my 
Ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the 

United  States." 

Section.  2.  The  President  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia 
of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  Service  of 
the  United  States;  he  may  require  the  Opinion,  in  writing, 
of  the  principal  Officer  in  each  of  the  executive  Departments, 
upon  any  Subject  relating  to  the  Duties  of  their  respective 
Offices,  and  he  shall  have  Power  to  grant  Reprieves  and  Par- 
dons for  Offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in  Cases 
of  Impeachment. 

He  shall  have  Power,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  make  Treaties,  provided  two  thirds  of  the 
Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint 
Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls,  Judges  of 
the  supreme  Court,  and  all  other  Officers  of  the  United 
States,  whose  Appointments  are  not  herein  other\vise  pro- 
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vided  for,  and  which  shall  be  established  bj'  Law:  but  the 
Congress  may  by  Law  vest  the  Appointment  of  such  inferior 
Officers,  as  they  think  proper,  in  the  President  alone,  in  the 
Coiirts  of  Law,  or  in  the  Heads  of  Departments. 

The  President  shall  have  Power  to  fill  up  all  Vacancies 
that  ma}'  happen  during  the  Recess  of  the  Senate,  by  grant- 
ing Commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  End  of  their  next 
Session. 

Section.  3.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress 
Information  of  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their 
Consideration  such  Measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and 
expedient;  -he  mav,  on  extraordinary  Occasions,  convene  both 
Houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  Case  of  Disagreement 
between  them,  with  Respect  to  the  Time  of  Adjournment,  he 
may  adjourn  them  to  such  Time  as  he  shall  think  proper; 
he  shall  receive  Ambassadors  and  other  public  Ministers; 
he  shall  take  Care  that  the  Laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and 
shall  Commission  all  the  Officers  of  the  United  States. 
Section.  4.  The  President,  Vice  President  and  all  civil  Officers 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  Office  on  Im- 
peachment for,  and  Conviction  of.  Treason,  Bribery,  or  other 
high  Crimes  and  Misdemeanors. 

Article  III. 

Section,  i.  The  judicial  Power  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
vested  in  one  supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  Courts  as 
the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish. 
The  Judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  Courts,  shall 
hold  their  Offices  during  good  Behaviour,  and  shall,  at  stated 
Times,  receive  for  their  Services,  a  Compensation,  which  shall 
not  be  diminished  during  their  Continuance  in  Office. 
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Section.  2.  The  judicial  Power  shall  extend  to  all  Cases,  in 
Law  and  Equit)',  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  Laws 
of  the  United  States,  and  Treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be 
made,  under  their  authorit}'; — to  all  Cases  affecting  Ambas- 
sadors, other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls; — to  all  Cases  of 
admiralty  and  maritime  Jurisdiction ; — to  Controversies  to 
which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  Part}'; — to  Controversies 
between  two  or  more  States ; — between  a  State  and  Citizens 
of  another  State; — between  Citizens  of  different  States, — 
between  Citizens  of  the  same  State  claiming  Lands  under 
Grants  of  different  States,  and  between  a  State,  or  the  Citizens 
thereof,  and  foreign  States,  Citizens  or  Subjects. 

In  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers 
and  Consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  Party,  the 
supreme  Court  shall  have  original  Jurisdiction.  In  all  the 
other  Cases  before  mentioned,  the  supreme  Court  shall  have 
appellate  Jurisdiction,  both  as  to  Law  and  Fact,  with  such 
Exceptions,  and  under  such  Regulations  as  the  Congress 
shall  make. 

The  Trial  of  all  Crimes,  except  in  Cases  of  Impeachment, 
shall  be  bj-  Jury;  and  such  Trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State 
where  the  said  Crimes  shall  have  been  committed ;  but  when 
not  committed  within  any  State,  the  Trial  shall  be  at  such 
Place  or  Places  as  the  Congress  may  b}'  Law  have  directed. 
Section.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist 
only  in  levying  War  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their 
Enemies,  giving  them  Aid  and  Comfort.  No  Person  shall 
be  convicted  of  Treason  unless  on  the  Testimony  of  two 
Witnesses  to  the  same  overt  Act,  or  on  Confession  in  open 
Court. 

The   Congress   shall   have  Power  to  declare  the  Punish- 
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ment  of  Treason,  but  no  Attainder  of  Treason  shall  work 
Corruption  of  Blood,  or  Forfeiture  except  during  the  Life  of 
the  Person  attainted. 

Article.  IV. 

Section,  i.  Full  Faith  and  Credit  shall  be  giveu  in  each  State 
to  the  public  Acts,  Records,  and  judicial  Proceedings  of  everj^ 
other  State.  And  the  Congress  may  by  general  Laws  pre- 
scribe the  Manner  in  which  such  Acts,  Records  and  Proceed- 
ings shall  be  proved,  and  the  Effect  thereof. 
Section.  2.  The  Citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
Privileges  and  Immunities  of  Citizens  in  the  several  States. 

A  Person  charged  in  any  State  v»'ith  Treason,  Felony,  or 
other  Crime,  who  shall  flee  from  Justice,  and  be  found  in 
another  State,  shall  on  Demand  of  the  executive  iluthority  of 
the  State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed 
to  the  State  having  Jurisdiction  of  the  Crime. 

No  Person  held  to  Ser\dce  or  Labour  in  one  State,  iinder 
the  Laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  Consequence 
of  any  Law  or  Regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such 
Sen-ice  or  Labour,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  Claim  of  the 
Party  to  whom  such  Ser\nce  or  Labour  may  be  due. 
Section.  3.  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress 
into  this  Union ;  but  no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected 
within  the  Jurisdiction  of  any  other  State;  nor  any  State  be 
formed  by  the  Junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  Parts  of 
States,  without  the  Consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States 
concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  Power  to  dispose  of  and  make 
all  needful  Rules  and  Regulations  respecting  the  Territory  or 
other  Propert}'  belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing 
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in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  Prejudice  any 
Claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State. 
Section.  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State 
in  this  Union  a  Republican  Form  of  Government,  and  shall 
protect  each  of  them  against  Invasion;  and  on  Application  of 
the  Legislature,  or  of  the  Executive  (when  the  Legislature 
cannot  be  convened)  against  domestic  Violence. 

Article.  V. 

The  Congress,  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  Houses  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  shall  propose  Amendments  to  this  Con- 
stitution, or,  on  the  Application  of  the  Legislatures  of  two 
thirds  of  the  several  States,  shall  call  a  Convention  for  pro- 
posing Amendments,  which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  \alid  to 
all  Intents  and  Purposes,  as  Part  of  this  Constitution,  when 
ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  three  fourths  of  the  several 
States,  or  by  Conventions  in  three  fourths  thereof,  as  the  one 
or  the  other  Alode  of  Ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the 
Congress ;  Provided  that  no  Amendment  which  ma}-  be  made 
prior  to  the  Year  One  thousand  eight  liundred  and  eight  shall 
in  an}'  Manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  Clauses  in  the  Ninth 
Section  of  the  first  Article;  and  that  no  State,  without  its 
Consent,  shall  be  deprived  of  it's  equal  Suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

Article.   VI. 

All  Debts  contracted  and  Engagements  entered  into, 
before  the  Adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid 
against  the  United  States  under  this  Ccmstitution,  as  under 
the  Confederation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  Laws  of  the  United  States 

which  shall  be  made  in  Pursuance  thereof;  and  all  Treaties 
2  .\p 2 
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made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the  Authority  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  the  supreme  Law  of  the  Land;  and 
the  Judges  in  ever^^  State  shall  be  bound  thereb}',  any  Thing 
ill  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  any  State  to  the  Contrary 
notwithstanding. 

The  Senators  and  ivepresentatives  before  mentioned,  and 
the  Members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  execu- 
tive and  judicial  Officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  several  States,  shall  be  bound  by  Oath  or  Affirmation,  to 
support  this  Constitution ;  but  no  religious  Test  shall  ever  be 
required  as  a  Qualification  to  any  Office  or  public  Trust 
under  the  L^nited  States. 

Article.  VIL

We  the  People  of  the  United  States  in  order  to  form  a 
more  perfect  union,  establish  justice  insure  domestic  tran- 
quility, provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  geiieral 
welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and 
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our  posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution  for  the 
United  States  of  America. 

Article  I. 

Sect.  I.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Sect.  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of 
members  chosen  every  second  year  by  the  people  of  the 
several  states,  and  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  haA-e  the 
qualifications    requisite    for  electors  of    the   most  numerous 

state 

branch  of  the  legislature. 

No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty  five  years,  and  been  seven  years 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  states  which  maj^  be  included  within  this 
Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons, 
including  those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and 
excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  persons. 
The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  years 
after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
and  within  ever}'  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such  man- 
ner as  they  shall  b}'  law  direct.  The  number  of  representa- 
tives shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each 
state  shall  have  at  least  one  representative;  and  until  such 
enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  shall 
be  entitled  to  chuse  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode  Island 
and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five.  New  York 
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Six,  New  Jersey  four,  Pennsylvania  eight,  Delaware  one, 
Maryland  Six,  Virginia  Ten,  North  Carolina  five,  South  Caro- 
lina five,  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any 
state,  the  Executive  authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

The  House  of  representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker 
and  other  officers;  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeach- 
ment. 

Sect.  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed 
of  two  Senators  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legislature 
thereof,  for  six  years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  \ote. 

Immediately  after  the}'  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence 
of  the  first  election,  the}'  shall  be  divided  as  equallv  as  may 
be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first 
class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  vear,  of 
the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  vear,  and 
of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  vear,  so  that 
one  third  may  be  chosen  ever}'  second  year;  and  if  vacan- 
cies happen  by  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess 
of  the  Legislature  of  any  state,  the  Executive  thereof  mav 
make  temporary  appointments  until  the  next  meeting  of  the 
Legislature,  which  shall  then  fill  such  vacancies; 

No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  be  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  in- 
habitant of  that  state  for  wliich  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  thev  be 
equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  chuse  their  other  officers,  and    aLso  a 
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President  pro  tempore,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice  President, 
or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  oiHce  of  President  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  trj-  all  impeach- 
ments. When  sitting  for  that  pnrpose,  they  shall  be  on  Oath 
or  Affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is 
tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside:  and  no  person  shall  be 
convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend 
further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  discjualification  to 
hold  and  enjo\'  an}^  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the 
United  States;  but  the  part\'  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be 
liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punish- 
ment, according  to  law. 

Sect.  4.  The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elections 
for  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each 
state  b^•  the  Legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may  at 
anj-  time  h\  law  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to 
the  places  of  chusing  Senators. 

in 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  ever}'  year, 
and  siich  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  ^londay  in  December, 
unless  they  shall  bj-  law  appoint  a  different  day. 
Sect.  5.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  re- 
turns and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority 
of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  daj-,  and  may  be 
authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in 
such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may 
provide. 

Each  hoiise  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
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punisli  its  members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  member. 

Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
from  time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as 
may  in  their  judgment  require  secrecj';  and  the  j'eas  and 
nays  of  the  members  of  either  house  on  any  question  shall, 
at  the  desire  of  one  fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the 
journal. 

Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two 
houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Sect.  6.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a 
compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and 
paid  out  of  the  Treasury-  of  the  Ihiited  States.  They  shall 
in  all  ca.ses,  except  treason,  felonv  and  breach  of  the  peace, 
be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  ses- 
sion of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  return- 
ing from  the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either 
house,  the}-  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for 
which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under 
the  authoritv  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  encreased 
during  such  time;  and  no  jK-rson  holding  any  office  under 
the  United  States,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  house  during 
his  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  7.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
house  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or 
concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Ever}'  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  house  of  Repre- 
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sentatives  and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  law  be 
presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  if  he  ap- 
prove he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his 
objections  to  that  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who 
shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  it.     If  after  such  reconsideration  two  thirds 

be 

of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  sent,  together 
with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall 
likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two  thirds  of 
that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the 
votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  3'eas  and  nays, 
and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill 
shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively. 
If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten 
days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented 
to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had 
signed  it,  unless  the  Congress  by  their  adjournment  prevent 
its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  resohxtion,  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  the  Senate  and  house  of  Representatives  may  be  neces- 
sary (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment)  shall  be  presented 
to  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  and  before  the  same 
shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or,  being  disap- 
proved by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two  thirds  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  rules  and 
limitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  bill. 
Sect.  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  power 

To  lay  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to 
pay  the  debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and  gen- 
eral welfare  of  the  United  States;  but  all  duties,  imposts  and 
excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States; 
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To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  I'nited  States; 
To  regulate  commerce  witli  f()rei.t,ni   nations,  and   amonjr  tlie 
several  states,  and  witli  the  Indian  tril)es; 
To  establish  an  uniform  rule  <if  naturalization,  and   uniform 
laws  on  the  subject  of   bankruptcies  throughout  the  United 
States ; 

To  coin   money,   regulate  the   value   thereof,  and   of   foreign 
coin,  and  fix  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures, 
To  provide  "for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securi- 
ties and  current  coin  of  the  United  States; 
To  establish  post  offices  and  post  roads; 

To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by 
securing  for  limited  times  to  authors  and  inventors  the 
exclusive  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discov- 
eries ; 

To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  court; 
To  define  and    punish  piracies   and    felonies    committed    on 
the  high  seas,  and  ofltences  against  the  law  of  nations; 
To  declare  war,  grant   letters   oi   marc|iie  and   reprisal,  and 
make  rules  concerning  captures  on  laud  and  water; 
To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  ut)  appropriation  of  numey 
for  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  vears ; 
To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy; 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the 
land  and  na\-al  forces ; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  llie  militia  to  execute  the  laws 
of  the  union,  suppress  instirrections  and  repel  invasions; 
To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  discipling  the  militia, 
and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  States  re- 
spectivel}^  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority 
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of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed 
by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever, 
over  snch  district  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may, 
by  cession  of  particular  States,  and  the  acceptance  of  Con- 
gress, become  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  exercise  like  authority  over  all  places  purchased 
by  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  in  which  the 
same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals, 
dock  yards,  and  other  needfiil  buildings; — And 
To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  carrying  into  execution  the  the  foregoing  powers,  and 
all  other  powers  vested  by  this  constitution  in  the  go^■ern- 
nient  of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer 
thereof. 

Sect.  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as 
au}-  of  the  states  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit, 
shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  Tax  or  duty 
may  be  imposed  on  such  importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  person. 

The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be 
svispended,  unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion 
the  public  safety-  ma\-  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  passed. 

No  capitation  or  other  direct,  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless  in 
proportion  to  the  census  or  enumeration  herein  before  di- 
rected to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any 
state.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of 
commerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  state  over  those  of 
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another:  nor  shall  vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  state,  be 
obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  con- 
sequence of  appropriations  made  by  law;  and  a  regular  state- 
ment and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all 
public   money  shall   be  published  from   time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States: — 
And  no  perscm  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of 
any  pre.sent,  emolument,  office,  or  Title,  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, from  any  king,  prince,  or  foreign  state. 
Sect.  lo.  No  state  .shall  enter  into  au}-  Treaty,  alliance,  or 
confederation;  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal;  coin 
mone}-;  emit  bills  of  credit,  nuike  anv  thing  but  gold  and 
silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts ;  pass  any  bill  of 
attainder,  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation 
of  contracts,  or  grant  any  title  of-  nobility. 

No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  laj^ 
any  imposts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may 
be  absolutel}'  necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws;  and 
the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  anj-  state 
on  imports  or  exports,  sluill  be  for  the  use  of  the  Treasury  of 
the  United  States;  and  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject,  to  the 
revision  and  coutroul  of  the  Congress.  No  state  shall,  with- 
out the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep 
Troops  or  ships  of  war  in  times  of  peace,  enter  into  anj- 
agreement  or  compact  with  another  state,  or  with  a  foreign 
power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such 
imminent  danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 
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11- 
Sect.  I.  The  executive  power  shall  he  vested  in  a  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his 
office  during  the  term  of  four  years,  and,  together  with  the 
Vice  President,  chosen  for  the  same  Term,  be  elected  as 
follows. 

Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  a  manner  as  the  legisla- 
ture thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  equal  to  the 
whole  number  of  senators  and  representati\'es  to  \\hich  the 
state  may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress:  but  no  senator  or 
representative,  or  person  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit 
under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an  elector. 
The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote 
by  ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be 
an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves.  And  they 
shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  num- 
ber of  votes  for  each,  which  list  they  shall  sign  and  certify, 
and  Transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  directed  to  the  president  of  the  Senate.  The 
president  of  the  senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  senate 
and  house  of  representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the 
votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The  person  ha\-ing  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  shall  be  the  president,  if  such  number  be 
a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed;  and 
if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such  majority,  and  have 
an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  house  of  representatives 
shall  immediately  chuse  by  ballot  one  of  them  for  president; 
and  if  no  person  have  a  majoritv,  then  from  the  five  highest 
on  the  list  the  said  hoiise  shall  in  like  manner  chuse  the  presi- 
dent. But  in  clausing  the  president,  the  votes  shall  be  taken 
by   states,    the   representation    from    each    state   having  one 
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vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member 
or  members  from  two  thirds  of  the  states,  and  a  majority  of 
all  the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  In  ever)'  case, 
after  the  choice  of  the  president,  the  person  havin.t^-  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  the  \-ice 
president.  But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more  who 
have  equal  votes,  the  senate  shall  cluise  from  them  In'  ballot 
the  vice  president. 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  chusing  the  elect- 
ors, and  the  dav  on  which  the\-  shall  give  their  votes;  which 
day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 
No  person  except  a  natural  born  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitu- 
tion, shall  be  eligible  to  the  ofifice  of  president;  neither  .shall 
any  person  be  eligible  to  that  office  who  shall  not  have 
attained   to  the  age  of  thirt}-  five  years,  and   been   fourteen 

within 

years  a  resident  The  United  States.  In  case  of  the  removal 
of  the  president  from  office,  or  of  his  death,  resignation,  or 
inabilit\-  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office, 
the  same  shall  devol\-e  on  the  \ice  president,  and  the  Con- 
gress may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death, 
resignation  or  inability,  both  of  the  president  and  vice  presi- 
dent, declaring  what  officer  shall  then  act  as  president,  and 
such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disability  be 
removed,  or  a  president  shall  be  elected. 

The  president  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  .services, 
a  compensation,  whicli  shall  neither  be  encreased  nor  dimin- 
ished during  the  period  fcjr  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  period  any  other  emolu- 
ment from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall 
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take  the  following  Oath  or  Affirmation:  "I  do  solemnly 
swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfiilly  execute  the  office  of 
president  of  the  United  States,  and  will  to  the  best  of  my 
ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  constitution  of  the 
United  States." 

Sect.  2.  The  president  shall  be  commander  in  chief  of  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  militia  of 
the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of  the 
United  States;  he  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of 
the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  executive  departments, 
upon  an}'  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  par- 
dons for  offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in  cases 
of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two  thirds  of  the 
senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  b_y  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint 
ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  judges  of 
the  supreme  court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  States, 
whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for, 
and  which  shall  be  established  by  law.  But  the  Congress 
may  by  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  officers,  as 
the}^  think  proper,  in  the  president  alone,  in  the  courts  of 
law  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

The  president  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that 
may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting 
commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next 
session. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress 
information  of  the  state  of  the  union,  and  recommend  to  their 
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consideration  sucli  nieasnres  as  he  shall  jndge  necessarj' 
and  expedient ;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene 
both  honses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  ease  of  disagreement 
between  ihem,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjonrnment, 
he  may  adjourn  them  to  snch  time  as  lie  shall  think  proper; 
he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  pnblic  ministers;  he 
shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall 
commission  all  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 
Sect.  4.  The  president,  vice  president  and  all  civil  officers  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeach- 
ment for,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery,  or  other  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors. 

III. 

Sect.  I.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
vested  in  one  supreme  court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as 
the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish. 
The  judges  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  beha\iour,  and  shall  at  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  services,  a  compensation,  which  shall 
not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 
Seet.  2.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  ca.ses,  in  law 
and  equitv,  arising  under  this  constitution,  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  Treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  autliority;  to  all  ca.ses  affecting  ambassadors, 
other  public  ministers  and  consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction;  to  controversies  to  which  the 
United  States  shall  be  a  partv;  to  controversies  between  two 
or  more  states,  between  a  state  and  citizens  of  another  state, 
between  citizens  of  different  states,  between  citizens  of  the 
same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  states, 
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and  between  a  state,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  states, 
citizens  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers 
and  consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  state  shall  be  party,  the  su- 
preme court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction.  In  all  the  other 
cases  before  mentioned,  the  supreme  court  shall  have  appel- 
late jurisdiction,  both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  siich  exceptions, 
and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Congress  shall  make. 

The  Trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment, 
shall  be  b\-  jurv;  and  such  Trial  shall  be  held  in  the  state 
where  the  said  crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but  when 
not  committed  within  any  state,  the  Trial  shall  be  at  such  place 
or  places  as  the  Congress  may  b}'  law  have  directed. 
Sect.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist  only 
in  levving  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies, 
giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted 
of  treason  unless  on  tlie  Testimony  of  t\vo  witnesses  to  the 
same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in  open  court. 
The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment 
of  treason  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption 
of  blood,  or  forfeitui-e  except  during  the  life  of  the  person 
attainted. 

nil. 

Sect.  I.  Full  faith  and  credit-  shall  be  given  in  each  state  to 
the  public  acts,  records,  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every 
other  state.  And  the  Congress  mav  b}'  general  laws  prescribe 
the  manner  in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall 
be  proved,  and  the  effect  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  citizens  of  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  sevei'al  states. 
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A  person  charged  in  any  state  with  treason,  felony  or 
other  crime,  wlio  shall  flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  an- 
other state,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority  of  the 
state  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to 
the  State  having  jurisdiction  of  the  crime. 

No  person  held  to  service  or  labour  in  one  state,  under 
the  laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another  shall,  in  consequence 
of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such 
service  or  labour,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the 
party  to  whom  such  service  or  labour  may  be  due. 
Sect.  3.  New  states  may  be  admitted  bv  the  Congress  into 
this  union  ;  but  no  new  state  shall  be  formed  or  erected  within 
the  juri.sdiction  of  any  other  state;  nor  any  state  be  formed 
b3'  the  junction  of  two  or  more  states,  or  parts  of  states, 
without  the  consent  of  the  legislatures  of  the  states  con- 
cerned as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make 
all  needful  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territorv  or 
other  property  belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing 
in  this  constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  anv 
claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  state. 
Sect.  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  state  in 
this  Union  a  Republican  form  of  government  and  shall  pro- 
tect each  of  them  against  invasion;  and  on  application  of  the 
legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot 
be  convened)  against  domestic  violence. 

V. 

The  Congress  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem 
it  necessar}',  shaM  propose  amendments  to  this  constitution, 
or,  on  the  application  of  the  legislatures  of  two  thirds  of  the 
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several  states,  shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing  amend- 
ments, which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  part  of  this  constitution,  when  ratified  by  the 
legislatures  of  three  fourths  of  the  several  states,  or  by  con- 
ventions in  Three  fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other 
mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  b}^  the  Congress;  Pro- 
vided, that  no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight  shall  in  any 
manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  section 
of  the  first  article;  and  that  no  state,  without  its  consent, 
shall  be  deprived  of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  senate. 

VI. 

All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into,  before 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  valid  against  the 
United  States  under  this  constitution,  as  under  the  confedera- 
tion. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
which  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties 
made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land ;  and  the 
judges  in  every  state  shall  be  bound  thereb}',  an}-  thing  in 
the  constitution  or  laws  of  any  state  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

The  Senators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and  the 
members  of  the  several  state  legislatures,  and  all  executive 
and  judicial  ofRcers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
several  States,  shall  be  bound  b}-  oath  or  affirmation,  to  sup- 
port this  constitution ;  but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be 
required  as  a  qualification  to  any  office  or  public  trust  under 
the  United  States. 
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VII. 

The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  States,  shall  be 
snfficient  for  the  establishment  of  this  constitution  between 
the  States  so  ratif3'ing  the  same.

In  Convention  of  the  State  of  New-Jerse}-. — Whereas  a 
convention  of  Delegates  from  the  following  States,  Viz'.  New 
Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New  York,  New 
Jerse}^  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Maryland,  \'irginia,  North 
Carolina,  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  met  at  Philadelphia 
for  the  purpose  of  deliberating  on,  and  forming  a  constitu- 
tion for  the  United  States  of  America,  finished  their  Session 
on  the  seventeenth  day  of  September  last  and  reported  to 
Congress  the  form  which  the}'  had  agreed  upon,  in  the  words 
following.  Viz' — 

We  the  People  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a 
more  perfect  union,  establish  justice,  ensure  domestick  tran- 
quility, provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general 
welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  Liberty  to  ourselves  and 
our  posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  for 
the  United  States  of  America. 

Article  I" 

Sect:  I.  All  Legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist 
of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Sect:  2''  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  com- 
posed of  members  chosen  ever}-  second  year  by  the  people 
of  the  several  states,  and  the  electors  in  each  State  shall  have 
the  qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous 

branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 
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No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  j-ears,  and  been  Seven 
years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when 
elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he  shall  be 
chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  States  which  may  be  inclnded  within  this 
Union,  according  to  their  respective  nnmbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons, 
including  those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  years,  and  ex- 
cluding Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other  persons. — 
The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  yeai's  after 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such  nuumer 
as  the}'  shall  by  law  direct. — The  number  of  Representatives 
shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each  State 
shall  have  at  least  one  Representative;  and  until  such  enu- 
meration shall  be  made,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  shall 
be  entitled  to  choose  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode-Island 
and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five.  New  York 
six,  New  Jerse}'  four,  Pennsjdvania  eight,  Delaware  one, 
Maryland  six,  \'irginia  ten,  North-Carolina  five.  South-Caro- 
lina five,  and  Georgia  three. 

W'hen  \acancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  an\- 
State,  the  Executive  authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  Speaker 
and  other  Officers;  and  shall  have  the  Sole  power  of  impeach- 
ment. 

Sect :  3*'  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  com- 
posed of  two  senators  from  each  state,  chosen  bj*  the  legis- 
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lature  thereof,  for  six  ^•ears;  and  each  Senator  shall  have 
one  vote. 

Immediately  after  the}'  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence  of 
the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may  be 
into  three  Classes. — The  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class 
shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the 
second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the 
third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  3'ear,  so  that  one  third 
may  be  chosen  everv  second  year;  and  if  vacancies  happen 
bv  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  Legis- 
lature of  any  State,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make  tenipo- 
rarv  appointments  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature, 
which  shall  then  fill  such  vacancies. — No  person  shall  be  a 
Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  years, 
and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who 
shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which 
he  shall  be  chosen. — The  \'ice  President  of  the  United  vStatea 
shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote,  un- 
less they  be  equally  divided. — The  Senate  shall  choose  their 
other  officers,  and  also  a  President  pro  tempore,  in  the  ab- 
sence of  the  \'ice  President,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the 
office  of  President  of  the  United  States. — The  Senate  shall 
have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments. — When  sitting 
for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation. — 
When  the  President  of  the  I'uited  States  is  tried,  the  Chief- 
Justice  shall  preside:  And -no  person  shall  be  convicted  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. — 
Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further 
than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and 
enjoy  an}-  office  of  honour,  trust  or  profit  under  the  Lhiited 
States;  but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable 
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and  subject  to  indictment,  trial  judgment  and  punishment, 
according  to  law. — 

Sect:  4"'  The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elections 
for  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each 
State  by  the  Legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  may  at 
any  time  bj-  law  make  or  alter  such  Regulations,  except  as 
to  the  places  of  choosing  Senators. — The  Congress  shall 
assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall 
be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December,  unless  thej'  shall  by 
•  law  appoint  a  different  day. — 

Sect:  5"'  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections,  re- 
turns and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority 
of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller 
number  may  adjourn  from  daj-  to  da}-,  and  may  be  authorised 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  maj-  provide. — Each 
house  may  determine  the  Rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  its 
members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and  with  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member. — Each  house  shall  keep  a 
journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from  time  to  time  publish  the 
same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may  in  their  judgment  require 
secrecy;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either 
house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one  fifth  of  those 
present,  be  entered  on  the  Journal. — Neither  house,  during 
the  session  of  Congress,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the 
other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor  to  any  other 
place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. — 
Sect:  6"'  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a 
compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  bv  Law, 
and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States. — They 
shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the 
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Peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at 
the  session  of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  re- 
turning from  the  same ;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either 
house,  thej'  shall  not  be  qiiestioned  in  an}-  other  place. — No 
Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he 
was  elected,  be  appointed  to  anj'  civil  ofKce  uuder  the  au- 
thorit}^  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been  created, 
or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  encreased  during 
such  time ;  and  no  person  holding  any  of&ce  under  the  United 
States,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  house  during  his  continu-. 
ance  in  oflSce. 

Sect:  7'**  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
house  of  representatives;  but  the  Senate  ma}-  propose  or 
concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. — Every  bill  which 
shall  have  passed  the  house  of  representatives  and  the  Senate, 
shall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  presented  to  the  President 
of  the  United  States;  if  he  approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if 
not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections  to  that  house  in 
which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections 
at  large  on  their  Journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it. — If 
after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree 
to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections, 
to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered, 
and  if  approved  b}-  two-thirds  of  that  house,  it  shall  become 
a  law. — But  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be 
determined  by  j-eas  and  naj'S,  and  the  names  of  the  persons 
voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal 
of  each  house  respectively. — If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned 
by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it 
.shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  in 
like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it  unless  the  Congress  by 
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their  adjourmnent  prevent  its  return,  in  whicli  case  it  shall 
not  be  a  law. — Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
maj^  be  necessary  (except  on  a  question  of  adjouniment) 
shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  and 
before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  b}'  him, 
or,  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to 
the  Rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  Case  of  a  bill. 
Sect:  8"'  The  Congress  shall  have  power,  to  la}-  and  collect 
taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to  pay  the  debts  and  pro- 
vide for  the  common  Defence  and  general  welfare  of  the 
United  States;  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be 
uniform  throughout  the  United  States. — To  borrow  money 
on  the  credit  of  the  United  States. — To  regulate  commerce 
with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  several  States,  and  with 
the  Indian  tribes. — To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturaliza- 
tion, and  uniform  laws  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcies  through- 
out the  United  States. — To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value 
thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin,  and  fix  the  standard  of  weights 
a'ld  measures. — To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counter- 
feiting the  securities  and  current  coin  of  the  United  States. — 
To  establish  post  offices  and  post  roads. — To  promote  the 
progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  securing  for  limited 
times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their 
respective  writings  and  discoveries. — To  constitute  tribunals 
inferior  to  the  supreme  Court. — To  define  and  punish  piracies 
and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  Seas,  and  offences  against 
the  law  of  nations. — To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque 
and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and 
water. — To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation 
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oi  money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two 
years. — To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy. — To  make  Rules 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  land  and  naval 
forces. — To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute 
the  laws  of  the  union,  suppress  insurrections,  and  repel  inva- 
sions.— To  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining, 
the  militia,  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be 
emplo3^ed  in  the  Ser^-ice  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to 
the  States  respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and 
the  atithority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipline 
prescribed  by  Congress. — To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in 
all  cases  whatsoever,  over  such  district   (not  exceeding  ten 

cession  of 

miles  square)  as  ma}-,  by,  particular  States,  and  the  accept- 
ance of  Congress,  become  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  and  to  exercise  like  authority  over  all  places 
purchased  b}-  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  in 
which  the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines, 
arsenals,  dock-yards,  and  other  needful  buildings;  And — To 
make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carry- 
ing into  execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers 
vested  by  this  constitution  in  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer  thereof. — 
Sect:  9""  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as 
any  of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit, 
shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  dut\-  may  be 
imposed  on  such  importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for 
each  person. — The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall 
not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in  cases  of  Rebellion  or  inva- 
sion the  publick  safety  ma}-  require  it. — No  bill  of  attainder  or 
ex  post  facto  law   shall  be  passed. — No  capitation,  or  other 
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or  enumeration  herein  before  directed  to  be  taken. — No  tax 
or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any  state. — 
No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce 
or  Revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  state  over  those  of  another: 
nor  shall  vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  State,  be  obliged  to 
enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in  another. — No  money  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  consequence  of  appropria- 
tions made  1\\-  law;  and  a  Regular  statement  and  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  publick  money  shall  be 
published  from  time  to  time. — No  title  of  nobility  shall  be 
granted  b}-  the  Ihiited  States: — And  no  person  holding  any 
office  of  Profit  or  trust  under  them,  shall,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Congress,  accept  of  any  present,  emolument,  office  or 
title,  of  anv  kind  whatever,  from  any  king,  prince,  or  for- 
eign State. 

Sect:  lo"'  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or 
confederation ;  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal ;  coin 
mone}-;  emit  bills  of  credit;  make  any  thing  but  gold  and 
Silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of 
attainder,  expost  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation 
of  contracts,  or  grant  any  title  of  nobility. — No  state  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  the  Congress  lay  any  imposts  or 
duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be  absolutely 
necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws;  and  the  net  prod- 
uce of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  any  State  on  imports  or 
exports,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United 
States;  and  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and 
controul  of  the  Congress. — No  state  shall,  without  the  con- 
sent of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep  troops,  or 
ships  of  war  in  time  of  Peace,  enter  into  any  agreement  or 
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compact  ^vitll  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign  power,  or  en- 
gage in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent 
danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

Article  II. 

Sect:  1°'  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President 

of  the  United  States  of  America. He  shall  hold  his  office 

during  the  term  of  four  3ears,  and,  together  with  the  \'ice 
President,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows: 
Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature 
thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  equal  to  the 
whole  number  of  Senators  and  representatives  to  which 
the  State  may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress,  but  no  Sen- 
ator or  Representative,  or  person  holding  an  office  of  trust 
or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an 
elector. — The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States, 
and  vote  by  ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall 
not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves — And 
the3-  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the 
number  of  votes  for  each ;  which  list  the}'  shall  sign  and  Cer- 
tify-, and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate. — The 
president  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate 
and  house  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and 
the  votes  shall  then  be  counted. — The  person  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  President,  if  such  num- 
ber be  a  majorit}-  of  the  whole  number  of  electors  appointed ; 
and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such  majority,  and 
have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  house  of  Representa- 
tives shall  immediately  choose  by  ballot  one  of  them  for  Presi- 
dent; and  if  no  person  ha\e  a  majority,  then  from  the  five 
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highest  on  the  list  the  said  house  shall  in  like  manner  choose 
the  President. — But  in  choosing  the  President,  the  votes  shall 
be  taken  by  States,  the  representation  from  each  State  hav- 
ing one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a 
member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a 
majorit}'  of  all  the  States  shall  be  Necessary  to  a  choice. — In 
every  case,  after  the  choice  of  the  President,  the  person  hav- 
ing the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the  electors  shall  be  the 
\'ice  President. — But  if  there  should  remain  tvvo  or  more  who 
have  equal  votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose  from  them  b}-  ballot 
the  \'ice  President. — The  Congress  may  determine  the  time 
of  choosing  the  electors,  and  the  da\-  on  which  they  shall  give 
their  votes:  which  day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the 
United  States. — No  person  except  a  natural-bom  citizen,  or  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  President; 
neither  shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  that  ofl&ce  who  shall 
not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  five  years,  and  been 
fourteen  years  a  resident  within  the  United  States. — In  case 
of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of  his  death, 
resignation,  or  inability'  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties 
of  the  said  oflEce  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  \'ice  Presi- 
dent, and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of 
removal,  death,  resignation  or  inability,  both  of  the  President 
and  \'ice  President  declaring  what  officer  shall  then  act  as 
President,  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  untill  the 
disability  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected. — The 
President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  ser\-ices,  a 
compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  encreased  nor  dimin- 
ished during  the  Period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  period  an\'  other  emolu- 
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iiient  from   the  United  States,  or  any  of  them.— Before  he 
enter  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation:   "  I  do  solemnly  Swear  (or  affirm)  that  I 
will  faithfully  execute  the  office  of  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  will  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  preserve,  protect 
and  defend,  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States." 
Sect:  2'"  The  President  shall  be  commander  in  chief  of  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia  of 
the  several  states,  when  called  into  the  actual  ser\-ice  of  the 
United  States;  he  may  require  the  opinion  in  writing,  of  the 
principal  officer  in  each  of  the  executive  departments,  upon 
any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for 
offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in  cases  of  impeach- 
ment.     He  shall   have   power,  by  and  with   the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds 
of  the  Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and 
b}-   and   with   the  advice   and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall 
appoint  ambassadors,  other  publick  ministers  and  consuls, 
judges  of  the  supreme   court,  and   all   other  officers  of   the 
United  States,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise 
provided  for,  and  which   shall  be  established  by  law. — But 
the  Congress  ma}-  by  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such  infe- 
rior officers,  as  thej'  think  proper,  in  the  President  alone,  in 
the   courts   of    law,   or   in   the   heads   of    departments. — The 
president  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  commis- 
sions which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session. 
Sect:  3''  He  shall   from   time   to  time  give  to  the  Congress 
information  of  the  state  of  the  union,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  snch  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and 
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expedient;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  both 
houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  be- 
tween thcni,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  lie  may 
adjourn  tliem  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall 
recei\e  ambassadors  and  other  publick  ministers;  he  shall 
take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfull}'  executed,  and  shall  com- 
mission all  the  officers  of  the  ITnited  States. — 
Sect:  4"'  The  President,  Vice  President,  and  all  civil  officers 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  im- 
peachment for,  and  conviction  of  treason,  bribery,  or  other 
high  crimes  and  misdemeanors. 

Article  III. 

Sect:  i'"  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
vested  in  one  Supreme  court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as 
the  Congress  ma}'  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish. — 
The  Judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behaviour,  and  shall,  at  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  services,  a  compensation,  which  shall 

not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sect:  2'^  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  in 
law  and  equit}',  arising  under  this  constitution,  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors 
other  publick  ministers  and  consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction;  to  controversies  to  which  the 
United  States  shall  be  a  party ;  to  controversies  between  two 
or  more  States,  between  a  State  and  citizens  of  another 
State,  between  citizens  of  different  States,  between  citizens 
of  the  same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different 
States,   and   between   a  State,   or    the    citizens    thereof,   and 
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foreign  States,  citizens  or  subjects. — In  all  cases  affecting- 
ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  and  those 
in  which  a  State  shall  be  party,  the  supreme  court  shall  have 
oris'inal  iurisdiction. — In  all  the  other  cases  before  mentioned, 
the  siiprenie  court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  as  to 
law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Congress  shall  make. — The  trial  of  all  crimes, 
except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  Jury ;  and  such 
trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said  crimes  shall 
have  been  committed;  but  when  not  committed  within  any 
State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  siich  place  or  places  as  the  Con- 
gress may  by  law  have  directed. 

Sect:  3''  Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist 
only  in  levying  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their 
enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort. — No  person  shall  be 
convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses 
to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in  open  court. — The 
Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of 
treason,  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption 
of  blood,  or  forfeiture  except,  during  the  life  of  the  person 

attainted. 

Article  lY. 

Sect:  i"'  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to 
the  public  acts,  records,  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every 
other  State. — And  the  Congress  may  by  general  laws  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceed- 
ings shall  be  proved,  and  the  effect  thereof. 
Sect:  2''  The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
pri\'ileges  and  immiinities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States. — 
A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  treason,  felony,  or  other 
crime,  who  shall  flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  another 
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State,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  State 
from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the 
State  having  jurisdiction  of  the  crime. — Xo  person  held  to 
service  or  labour  in  one  vState,  under  the  laws  thereof,  escap- 
ing into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  Regula- 
tion therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labour,  but 
shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such 
service  or  labour  may  be  due. 

Sect:  3''  New  States  may  be  admitted  bv  the  Congress  into 
this  union ;  but  no  new  state  shall  be  formed  or  erected 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  State;  nor  any  State  be 
formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  parts  of 
States,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislatures  of  the  States 
concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. — The  Congress  shall 
have  power  to  Dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  Rules  and 
Regulations  respecting  the  territory  or  other  property  belong- 
ing to  the  I'nited  States;  and  nothing  in  this  constitution 
shall    be    .so   construed   as   to   prejudice   any   Claims   of   the 

United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State. 

Sect:  4"'  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  everj-  State 
in  this  union  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  shall  pro- 
tect each  of  them  against  invasion;  and  on  application  of  the 
Legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot 
be  convened)  against  domestick  violence. 

Article  V. 

The  Congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  houses  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  shall  propose  amendments  to  this  consti- 
tution, or,  on  the  application  of  the  legislatures  of  two-thirds 
of  the  several  states,  shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing 
amendments,  which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents 
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and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  constitution,  when  ratified  by 
the  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States,  or  by 
conventions  in  three-fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  tlie  other 
mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  tlie  Congress;  Pro- 
vided, that  no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight  shall  in  any 
manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  clavises  in  the  nintli  section 
of  the  first  article;  and  that  no  State,  without  its  consent, 
shall   be  deprived  of   its  equal  Suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

Article  VI 

All  debts  contracted,  and  engagements  entered  into,  before 
the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against  the 
United  States  under  this  constitution,  as  under  the  confedera- 
tion.— This  constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
which  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof;  and  all  treaties 
made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  imder  the  authority  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land;  and  the 
Judges  in  every  State  shall  be  bound  thereb}-,  an}-  thing  in 
the  constitution  or  laws  of  au}'  State,  to  the  contrar}-  iiot- 
withstanding. — The  Senators  and  Representatives  before 
mentioned,  and  the  members  of  the  several  state  legislatures, 
and  all  executive  and  judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  several  States,  shall  be  bound  by  oath  or 
affirmation,  to  support  this  constitution;  but  no  religious 
test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  an}-  office  or 
publick   trust  under  the  United  States. 

Article  VII 

The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  States,  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  this  constitution  between 
the  States  so  ratifying  the  same. 
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And  Whereas  Congress  on  the  tsventy  eighth  day  of 
September  last  unanimouslj^  did  resolve  "that  the  said  report 
with  the  Resolutions  and  letter  accompanying  the  same,  be 
transmitted  to  the  several  Legislatures,  in  order  to  be  sub- 
mitted to  a  convention  of  Delegates,  chosen  in  each  State  by 
the  People  thereof,  in  conformity  to  the  Resolves  of  the  con- 
vention made  and  provided  in  that  case." 

And  Whereas  the  Legislature  of  this  State  did  on  the 
twenty  ninth  day  of  October  last  Resolve  in  the  words  follow- 
ing. Viz' — "  Resolved  unanimously,  That  it  be  recommended 
to  such  of  the  Inhabitants  of  this  State  as  are  entitled  to  vote 
for  Representatives  in  General  Assembly,  to  meet  in  their 
respective  counties  on  the  fourth  Tuesdaj'  in  November  next, 
at  the  several  places  fixed  by  law  for  holding  the  annual 
elections,  to  choose  three  suitable  persons  to  serve  as  Dele- 
gates from  each  County  in  a  State  Convention,  for  the  pur- 
poses herein  before-mentioned,  and  that  the  same  be  con- 
ducted agreeably  to  the  mode,  and  conformabl}-  with  the  Rules 
and  Regulations  prescribed  for  conducting  such  Elections." 

Resolved  unanimously,  That  the  Persons  .so  Elected  to 
sene  in  State  Convention,  do  assemble  and  meet  together 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  December  next,  at  Trenton,  in  the 
County  of  Hunterdon,  then  and  there  to  take  into  Considera- 
tion the  aforesaid  Constitution;  and  if  approved  of  by  them, 
finally  to  Ratify  the  same  in  behalf  and  on  the  part  of  this 
State;  and  make  Report  thereof  to  the  United  States  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  in  Conformity  with  the  Resolutions  thereto 
annexed." 

"  Resolved,  That  the  Sheriffs  of  the  respective  Counties  of 
this  State  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  required  to  give  as 
timely  Notice  as  ma}'  be,  by  Advertisements  to  the  People  of 
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their  Counties  of   the   time,   place   and    Purpose  of   holding 
Elections  as  aforesaid." 

And  Whereas  the  Legislature  of  this  State  did  also  on 
the  first  day  of  November  last  make  and  pass  the  following 
Act,  Viz' — "  An  Act  to  authorize  the  People  of  this  State  to 
meet  in  Convention,  deliberate  upon,  agree  to,  and  ratif_y  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  proposed  by  the  late  Gen- 
eral Convention.  Be  it  Enacted  b}'  the  Council  and  General 
Assembly  of  this  State,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  Au- 
thority of  the  same,  That  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the 
People  thereof,  by  their  Delegates,  to  meet  in  Convention,  to 
deliberate  upon,  and,  if  approved  of  by  them,  to  ratify  the 
Constitution  for  the  United  States,  proposed  b}-  the  General 
Convention,  held  at  Philadelphia,  and  every  Act,  matter  and 
clause  therein  contained,  conformablj-  to  the  Resolutions  of 
the  Legislature,  passed  the  twenty  ninth  day  of  October, 
Seventeen  hundred  and  eight}'  seven,  any  Law,  Usage  or 
Custom  to  the  contrar}'  in  au}'  wise  notwithstanding." 

Now  be  it  known  that  we  the  Delegates  of  the  State  of 
New-Jersey  chosen  by  the  People  thereof  for  the  purposes 
aforesaid  having  maturely  deliberated  on,  and  considered  the 
aforesaid  proposed  Constitiition,  do  hereby  for  and  on  the 
behalf  of  the  People  of  the  said  State  of  New-Jersey  agree  to, 
ratify  and  confirm  the  same  and  every  part  thereof. 

Done  in  Convention  by  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
members  present,  this  eighteenth  day  of  December  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty 
seven,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  of 
America  the  twelfth. — In  Witness  whereof  we  have  hereunto  - 
subscribed  our  names.

Whereas  the  form  of  a  Constitution  for  the  Government  of

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<j,  the  United  States  of  America,  was,  on  the  seventeenth  da}-  of 

<  September,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eightj'-seven, 
§  agreed  upon  and  reported   to  Congress  b}-  the  Deputies  of 

<  the  said  United  States  convened  in  Philadelphia;  which  said 
:^  Constitution  is  written  in  the  woi'ds  following,  to  wit; 

ii£,  "We  the  People  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a 
more  perfect  Union,  establish  Justice,  insure  domestic  Tran- 
quilit}-,  provide  for  the  common  Defence,  promote  the  gen- 
eral Welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  Liberty  to  ourselves 
and  our  Posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution 
for  the  United  States  of  America. 

Article  I. 

Sect.  I.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Sect.  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of 
members  chosen  every  second  year  b}'  the  people  of  the  sev- 
eral states,  and  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the  Cjuali- 
fications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch 
of  the  State  legislature. 

No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-five  3-ears,  and  been  seven  years 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  states  which  may  be  included  within  this 
Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons, 
including  those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  j-ears,  and  ex- 
cluding Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other  persons. 
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The  actual  cmnncration  shall  be  made  within  three  j'ears  after 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner 
as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of  representatives 
shall  not  exceed  one  for  exer}-  thirty  thousand,  but  each  state 
shall  have  at  least  one  representative;  and  until  such  enu- 
meration shall  be  made,  the  state  of  New-Hampshire  shall 
be  entitled  to  chuse  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode-Island 
and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five,  New-York 
six,  New-Jersey  four,  Pennsj-lvania  eight,  Delaware  one, 
Maryland  six,  Virginia  ten,  North-Carolina  five,  South- 
Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  three. 

\\nien  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any 
state,  the  Executive  authorit\-  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker 
and  other  oflBcers;  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeach- 
ment. 

Sect.  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  com- 
posed of  two  senators  from  each  state,  chosen  bj'  the  legisla- 
ture thereof,  for  six  years;  and  each  senator  shall  have  one 
vote. 

Immediatel}' after  the}'  shall  be  as.senibled  in  consequence 
of  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  maj' 
be  into  three  classes.  The  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first 
class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  j-ear,  of 
the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year,  and  of 
the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year,  so  that  one 
third  may  be  chosen  every  second  3'ear;  and  if  vacancies 
happen  by  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of 
the  legislature  of  any  state,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make 
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temporary  appointments  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  leg- 
islature, whicli  shall  then  fill  such  vacancies. 

No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhab- 
itant of  that  state  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President 
of  the  senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  they  be  equally 
divided. 

The  Senate  shall  chuse  their  other  officers,  and  also  a 
President  pro  tempore^  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-President, 
or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  President  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeach- 
ments. When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath 
or  affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is 
tried,  the  Chief-Justice  shall  preside:  And  no  person  shall 
be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  fur- 
ther than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold 
and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the  United 
States;  but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable 
and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punishment, 
according  to  law. 

Sect.  4.  The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elec- 
tions for  senators'and  representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in 
each  state  by  the  legislature  thereof :  but  the  Congress  may 
at  any  time  by  law  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as 
to  the  places  of  chusing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year. 
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and  such  nicetiii,y:  sliall  l)e  on  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
unless  tliej'  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  daj-. 

Sect.  5.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections, 
returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority 
of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  ma}-  adjourn  from  da}'  to  day,  and  ma\-  be 
authorised  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in 
such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may 
provide. 

Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
punish  its  members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  two-tliirds,  expel  a  member. 

Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
from  time  to  time  publish  the  .same,  excepting  such  parts  as 
may  in  their  judgment  require  secrecy;  and  the  yeas  and 
na}-s  of  the  members  of  either  house  on  any  question  shall, 
at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the 
journal. 

Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall  'vith- 
out  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two 
houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Sect.  6.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall  receive  a 
compensation  for  their  services,  to  be  ascertained  by  law,  and 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  United  States.  They  shall  in 
all  cases,  except  trea.son,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be 
privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  session 
of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house, 
they  sliall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for 
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which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under 
the  authoritv  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been  cre- 
ated, or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  encreased 
during  such  time;  and  no  person  holding  anj^  office  iinder 
the  United  States,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  house  during 
his  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  7.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
house  of  representatives ;  but  the  senate  may  propose  cr  con- 
cur with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  house  of  represent- 
atives and  the  senate  shall,  before  it  become  a  law,  be  pre- 
sented to  the  President  of  the  United  States  ;  if  he  approve 
lie  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections 
to  that  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter 
the  objections  at  large  on  their  journal,  and  proceed  to  recon- 
sider it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  of  that  house 
shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  together  with  the 
objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  likewise  be 
reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  house,  it 
shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both 
houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  naj-s,  and  the  names 
of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same 
sh^ll  be  a  law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  iinless 
the  Congress  bj-  their  adjournment  prevents  its  return,  in 
which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary 
(except  on   a  question  of  adjournment)   shall   be  presented 
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shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or,  being  disap- 
proved by  him,  shall  be  re-passed  by  twcvthirds  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  according  to  the  rules  and 
limitations  prescribed  in   ilie  case  of  a  bill. 

Sect.  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  To  lay  and 

collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to  pay  the  debts 
and  pro\idc  for  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare  of 
the  United  States;  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall 
be  uniform  throughout  the  I'uited  States: 

To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States: 

To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among 
the  several  states,  and  with   the  Indian   tribes: 

To  establish  au  unifonu  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uni- 
form laws  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcies  throughout  the 
United  States: 

To  coin  monev,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign 
coin,  and  fix  the  standard  of  weights  iS:  measures: 

To  provide  for  the  puuishnieut  of  counterfeiting  the  secu- 
rities and  current  coin  of  the  United  States: 

To  establish  post-offices  and  post-roads: 

To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by 
securing  for  limited  times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclu- 
sive right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries: 

To  constitute  tril)unals  inferior  to  the  supreme  court: 

To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on 
the  high  seas,  and  offences  against  the  law  of  nations: 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and 
make  rules  conceniing  captures  on   land  and  water: 

To  raise  and  support  armies,  Init  no  appropriation  of 
money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years: 
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To  provide  and  maintain  a  nav}': 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces: 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the 
laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections  and  repel  in\-asions: 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  ' 
militia,  and  for  go^•erning  such  part  of  them  as  may  be 
emploj-ed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  resen,'ing  to 
the  states  respectively,  the  appointment  of  tne  officers,  and 
and  the  authority  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the 
discipline  prescribed  by  Congress: 

To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever, 
over  such  district  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may, 
by  cession  of  particular  states,  and  the  acceptance  of  Con- 
gress, become  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  exercise  like  authoritj'  over  all  places  pur- 
chased bv  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  in  which 
the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines,  arsenals, 
dock-yards,  and  other  needful  buildings: — And 

To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  carrying  into  execution  the  forgoing  powers,  and  all 
other  powers  vested  b}-  this  Constitution  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer 
thereof. 

Sect.  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as 
anv  of  the  states  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit, 
shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  3'ear 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty  may 
be  imposed  on  such  importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars 
for  each  person. 
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The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  /tahras  corpus  shall  not  be 
suspended,  unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the 
public  safety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  r.v  post  facio  law  shall   be  passed. 

No  capitation,  or  other  direct,  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless 
in  proportion  to  the  irnsiis  or  enumeration  herein  before 
directed  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any 
state.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of 
commerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  state  over  those 
of  another ;  nor  .shall  vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  state, 
be  obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pa}-  duties  in  another. 

No  mone}-  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  in  con- 
sequence of  appropriations  made  b\-  law ;  and  a  regular 
statement  of  the  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
all  public  money  shall  be  published  from  tiiue  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States: 
And  no  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of 
any  present,  emolument,  office,  or  title,  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, from  any  king,  prince  or  foreign  state. 

Sect.  lo.  No  state  shall  enter  into  anj-  treaty,  alliance,  or 
confederation;  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal;  coin 
money;  emit  bills  of  credit;  make  any  thing  but  gold  and 
silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of 
attainder  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation  of 
contracts;  or  grant  any  title  of  nobilit}'. 

No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lay 
any  imposts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what 
may  be  absolutely  necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws; 
and  the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  au}' 
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state  on  imports  or  exports,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States ;  and  all  such  laws  shall  be 
subject  to  the  revision  and  controul  of  the  Congress.  No 
state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  of 
tonnage,  keep  troops,  or  ships  of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter 
into  any  agreement  or  compact  with  another  state,  or  with 
a  foreign  power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded, 
or  in  such  imminent  danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

Article  II. 

Sect.  I.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  office 
during  the  term  of  four  years,  and,  together  with  the  \"ice- 
President,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows: 

Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature 
thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  equal  to  the  whole 
number  of  senators  and  representatives  to  which  the  state 
may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress :  but  no  senator  or  repre- 
sentative, or  person  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under 
the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an  elector. 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote 
by  ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be 
an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves.  And  they 
shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the  num- 
ber of  votes  for  each ;  which  list  they  shall  sign  and  certify, 
and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate.  The 
president  of  the  senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates,  and  the 
votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of    votes   shall    be  the    President,  if    such    number 
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be  a  majority  of  tlie  wliole  number  of  electors  appointed; 
and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such  majority,  and 
have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall  immediately  chuse  by  ballot  one  of  them  for 
President;  and  if  no  person  have  a  majorit}-,  then  from  the 
five  highest  on  the  list  the  said  House  shall  in  like  manner 
chuse  the  President.  But  in  chusing  the  President,  the  votes 
shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  representation  from  each  state 
having  one  vote;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of 
a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the  states,  and  a 
majority  of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  In 
every  case,  after  the  choice  of  the  President,  the  person  hav- 
ing the  greatest  number  of  \()tes  of  the  electors  shall  be  the 
Vice-President.  But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more 
who  have  equal  votes,  the  Senate  shall  chuse  from  them  by 
ballot  the  Vice-President. 

The  Congress  may  dertermine  the  time  of  chusing  the 
electors,  and  the  dav  on  which  they  shall  give  their  votes; 
which  da}-  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  person  except  a  natural  born  citi/en,  or  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitu- 
tion, shall  be  eligible  to  the  ofifice  of  President;  neither  shall 
any  penson  be  eligible  to  that  office  who  shall  nt)t  have  at- 
tained to  the  age  of  thirty-five  3'ears,  and  been  fourteen  years 
a  resident  within  the  United  States. 

In  case  of  the  remo\al  of  the  President  from  office,  or  of 
his  death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  di.scharge  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the 
Vice-President,  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the 
case  of  removal,  death,  resignation,  or  inability,  both  of  the 
President   and    Vice-President,  declaring   what  officer   shall 
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then  act  as  President,  and  snch  officer  shall  act  accordingly, 
until  the  disability  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  sen.-- 
ices,  a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  encreased,  nor 
diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected,  and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  period  any  other 
emolument  from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall 
take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation : — 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully 
"execute  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
"  will  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend 
"the  Constitution  of  the  United  States." 

Sect.  2.  The  President  shall  be  commandei'  in  chief  of  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  militia  of 
the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  sei-\'ice  of  the 
United  States;  he  may  require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of 
the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  executive  departments, 
upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  par- 
dons for  offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in  cases 
of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  b}-  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the 
Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  am- 
bassadors, other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  judges  of  the 
supreme  court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  States, 
whose  appointments  are  not  herein  othenvise  provided  for, 
and  which  shall  be  established  by  law.  But  the  Congress 
ma}^  by  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  officers,  as 
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they  think  proper  in  the  President  alone,  in  the  conrts  of 
law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

The  president  shall  have  power  to  fill  np  all  vacancies 
that  may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  grant- 
ing commissions  which  shall  expire  at  tlie  end  of  their  next 
Session. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress 
information  of  tlie  state  of  the  union,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessarj'  and 
expedient;  he  mav,  on  extraordinarv  occasions,  convene 
both  houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  case  of  disagreement 
between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he 
mav  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper; 
he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers; 
he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and 
shall  commission  all  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 

Sect.  4.  The  president,  vice-president  and  all  civil  officers 
of  the  United  States  sliall  be  removed  from  office  on  im- 
peachment for,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery,  or  other 
high  crimes  and  misdemeanors. 

Article  III. 
Sect.  I.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 

in 

vested  in  one  supreme  court,  and  such  inferior  courts  as  the 
Congress  ma}-  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish.  The 
judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  court,  shall  hold 
their  offices  during  good  behaviour,  and  sliall,  at  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  services,  a  compensation,  which  shall 
not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  2.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  in 
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law  and  equity,  arising  under  this  constitution,  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  wliich  shall  be  made, 
under   their   authority-;    to  all    cases   affecting   ambassadors, 

to  all  cases  of  admiraltv  and  niaritinit-  jurisdiction; 

other  public  ministers  and  consuls  ;  to  controversies  to  which 
the  United  States  shall  be  a  party;  to  controversies  between 
two  or  more  states,  between  a  state  and  citizens  of  another 
state,  between  citizens  of  different  states,  between  citizens  of 
the  same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  states, 
and  between  a  state,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign  states, 
citizens  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  otlier  public  ministers 
and  consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  state  shall  be  ["a"  stricken 
out]  partv,  the  supreme  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction. 
In  all  the  other  cases  before  mentioned,  the  supreme  court 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with 
such  exceptions,  and  ui^cler  such  regulations  as  the  Congress 
shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment, 
shall  be  bj-  jury;  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  state 
where  the  said  crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but  wheri 
not  committed  wdthin  any  state,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such 
place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may  by  law  have  directed. 

Sect.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist 
only  in  levying  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their 
enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be 
convicted  of  treason  iinless  on  the  testimon^'  of  two  witnesses 
to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in  open  coixrt. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punishment 
of  treason,  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption 
of  blood,  or  forfeiture,  except  during  the  life  of  the  person 
attainted. 
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Article  lY. 

Sect.  I.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  state 
to  the  public  acts,  records,  and  judicial  proceedings,  of  every 
other  state.  And  the  Congress  may  by  general  laws  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  such  acts,  records,  and  proceed- 
ings, shall  be  proved,  and  the  cfTect  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  citizens  of  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  states. 

A  person  charged  in  any  state  with  treason,  felony,  or 
other  crime,  who  shall  flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in  another 
state,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  state 
from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the 
state  having  jurisdiction  of  the  crime. 

No  person  held  to  service  or  labour  in  one  state,  under 
the  laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  con.sequencc 
of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such 
service  or  labour,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the 
party  to  whom  such  service  or  labour  may  be  due. 

Sect.  3.  New  states  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress 
into  this  Union ;  but  no  new  state  shall  be  formed  or  erected 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  any  other  state;  nor  any  state  be 
formed  bv  the  junction  of  two  or  more  states,  or  ]xarts  of 
states,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislatures  of  the  states 
concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make 
all  needful  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territory  or 
other  property  belonging  to  the  United -States;  and  nothing 
in  this  constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any 
claims  of  the  I'nited  States,  or  of  any  particular  state. 

Sect.  4.  The  I'nited  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  state 
in  this  I'nion  a  republican  form  of  goveniment,  and  shall 
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protect  each  of  them  against  invasion;  and  on  application  of 
the  legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  can- 
not be  convened)  against  domestick  violence. 

Article  V. 

The  Congress,  when  ever  two-thirds  of  both  houses  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  shall  propose  amenduients  to  this  consti- 
tution, or,  on  the  application  of  the  legislatures  of  two-thirds 
of  the  several  states,  shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing 
amendments,  which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  constitution,  when  ratified  by  the 
legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states,  or  b}'  con- 
ventions in  three-foiirths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other  mode 
of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the  Congress:  Provided, 
that  no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the  j-ear  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  shall  in  an}'  manner  affect 
the  iirst  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  section  of  che  first 
article;  and  that  no  state,  without  its  consent,  shall  be  de- 
prived of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  senate. 

Article  VI. 

All  debts  contracted,  and  engagements  entered  into,  be- 
fore the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against 
the  United  States  under  this  constitution,  as  under  the  con- 
federation. 

This  constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  pui:suauce  thereof;  and  all  treaties  made,  or 
which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land;  and  the  judges  in  every 
state  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any  thing  in  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  any  state  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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The  senators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and 
the  members  of  tlie  several  state  lesi^islatures,  and  all  execu- 
tive and  judicial  officers,  both  of  the  I'nited  States  and  of  the 
several  States,  shall  l)e  bonnd  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  sup- 
port this  constitution ;  but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be  re- 
quired as  a  qualificaticm  to  any  office  or  jiublic  trust  under 
the  United  vStates. 

Article   \'II. 

The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  states,  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  tliis  constitution  between 
the  states  so  ratifying  the  same. 

Done  in  Convention,  bv  the  unanimous  consent  of  the 
States  present,  the  seventeenth  day  of  September,  in 
the  year  of  our  lord,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-seven,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  I'nited 
States  of  America  the  twelfth.

No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  Age  of  twenty-  five  Years,  and  been  seven 
Years  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not, 
when  elected,  be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  he 
shall  be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  States  which  may  be  included  within  this 
Union,  according  to  their  respective  Numbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  Persons, 
including  those  bound  to  service  for  a  Term  of  Years,  and 
excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  Persons. 
The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  Years 
after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
and  within  every  subsequent  Term  of  ten  Years,  in  such 
manner  as  the}-  shall  b}^  Law  direct.  The  number  of  Rep- 
resentatives shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  Thirty  Thousand 
but  each  State  shall  have  at  least  one  Representative,  and 
untill  such  Enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State  of  New- 
Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  choose  three,  Massachusetts 
eight,  Rhode-Island  and  Providence  Plantations  One,  Con- 
necticut five.  New- York  Six,  New-Jersey  Four,  Pennsylvania 
Eight,  Delaware  One,  Maryland  Six,  Virginia  Ten,  North 
Carolina  Five,  South-Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  Three. 
When  Vacancies  happen  in  the  Representation  from  any 
State,  the  executive  Authority  thereof,  shall  issue  Writs  of 
Election  to  fill  such  \^acancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  Speaker, 
and  other  Officers ;  and  shall  have  the  sole  Power  of  Impeach- 
ment. 


Sect.  3  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed 
of  two  Senators  from  each  State,  chosen  b)'  the  Legislatnre 
thereof,  for  six  Years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one 
Vote. 

Immediately  after  the}-  shall  be  assembled  in  Conseqnence 
of  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  eqnallj-  as  may 
be  into  three  Classes.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first 
Class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  Expiration  of  the  second  Year, 
of  the  second  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  fonrth  Year, 
and  of  the  third  Class  at  the  Expiration  of  the  sixth  Year, 
so  that  one  third  ma}'  be  chosen  ever}'  second  Year;  and 
if  Vacancies  happen  by  Resignation,  or  otherwise,  during 
the  recess  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  the  Executive 
thereof  may  make  Temporary  Appointments  nntill  the 
next  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  which  shall  then  fill  such 
Vacancies. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  Age  of  Thirty  Years,  and  been  nine  Years  a  Citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected, 
be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be 
chosen. 

The  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  president 
of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  Vote  unless  they  be  equally 
divided. 

The  Senate  shall  choose  their  other  Officers,  and  also  a 
President  Pro  tempore,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-President, 
or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  Office  of  President  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  Power  to  try  all  Impeach- 
ments. When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  Oath 
or  Affirmation.     When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is 
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tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside:  And  no  person  shall 
be  convicted  without  the  Concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the 
Members  present. 

Judgment  in  Cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not  extend  further 
than  to  removal  from  Office,  and  Disqualification  to  hold 
and  enjoy  anj'  Office  of  Honour,  Trust  or  Profit,  under  the 
United  States;  but  the  part}'  convicted  shall  nevertheless 
be  liable  and  subject  to  Indictment,  Trial,  Judgment,  and 
Punishment,  according  to  Law. 

Sect.  4,  The  Times,  Places  and  Manner,  of  holding  Elec- 
tions for  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in 
each  State,  b}-  the  Legislature  thereof ;  but  the  Congress  may 
at  any  Time  b}'  Law  make  or  alter  such  Regulations,  except 
as  to  the  places  of  choosing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  Year, 
and  such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Monda}-  in  December, 
unless  they  shall,  by  Law,  appoint  a  different  Day. 
Sect  5.  Each  House  shall  be  the  Judge  of  the  Elections, 
Returns  and  Qualifications,  of  its  own  Members,  and  a 
Majority  of  each  shall  constitute  a  Quorum  to  do  Biisiness; 
but  a  smaller  Number  ma}'  adjourn  from  Day  to  Da}-,  and 
may  be  authorised  to  compel  the  Attendance  of  absent 
Members,  in  such  Manner,  and  under  such  Penalties,  as  each 
House  may  provide. 

Each  House  may  determine  the  Rules  of  its  Proceedings, 
punish  its  Members  for  disorderly  Behaviour,  and,  with  the 
Concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  Member. 
Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  Proceedings,  and, 
from  Time  to  Time,  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as 
may  in  their  Judgment  require  Secrecy;  and  the  Yeas  and 
Nays  of  the  Members  of  either  House  on  any  Question  shall, 
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at  tlic  desire  of  one  fiftli  of  tliose  present,  Ik-  entered  on  the 
Journal. 

Neither  House,  during  the  Session  of  Congress,  shall,  with- 
out the  Consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
Da3's,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  wliich  the  two 
Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Sect.  6.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a 
Compensation  for  their  Ser\ices,  to  be  ascertained  by  Law, 
and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  They 
shall  in  all  Cases,  except  Treason,  Felony,  and  breach  of  the 
Peace,  be  privileged  from  Arrest  during  their  Attendance  at 
the  Session  of  their  Respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  Same ;  and  for  any  Speech  or  Debate  in 
either  House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other 
Place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  Time  for 
which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  Ci\'il  Office  under 
the  Authoritv  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  Emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  in- 
creased, during  such  Time ;  and  no  Person  holding  any 
Office  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  a  Member  of  either 
House  during  his  continuance  in  Office. 

Sect  7.  All  Bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
House  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or 
concur  with  Amendments  as  on  other  Bills. 
Ever}-  Bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  Law,  be  pre- 
sented to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  if  he  approve 
he  shall  sign  it,  l)ut  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  Objec- 
tions, to  that  Hou^e  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall 
enter  the  Objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and  proceed

to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  Reconsideration  two  thirds  of 
that  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  Bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  to- 
gether with  the  Objections,  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it 
shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two  thirds 
of  that  House,  it  shall  become  a  Law.  But  in  all  such  Cases 
the  Votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  Yeas  and 
Nays,  and  the  names  of  the  Persons  voting  for  and  against 
the  Bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House  re- 
spectivelv.  If  an}-  Bill  shall  not  be  returned  bj'  the  President 
within  ten  Days  (Sunda3^s  excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been 
presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  Law,  in  like  ]\Ianner  as 
if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress  b}^  their  Adjourn- 
ment prevent  its  retiirn,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a 
Law. 

Every  Order,  Resolution  or  Vote,  to  which  the  Concur- 
rence of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may 
be  necessary  (except  on  a  Question  of  Adjournment)  shall 
be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  and  be- 
fore the  same  shall  take  Effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him, 
or,  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  b}-  two  thirds 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to 
the  Rules  and  Limitations  prescribed  in  the  Case  of  a  Bill. 
Sect  S.   The  Congress  shall  have  Power. 

To  lay  and  Collect  Taxes,  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises,  to 
pay  the  Debts  and  provide  for  the  common  Defence  and 
General  Welfare  of  the  United  States;  but  all  Duties,  Im- 
posts and  Excises,  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United 
States ; 

To  borrow  Monc}'  on  the  Credit  of  the  United  States; 
To  regulate  Commerce  with  foreign  Nations,  and  among  the 
several  States,  and  with  the  Indian  Tribes; 
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To  establish  an  uniform  Rule  of  Xaturalization,  and  uniform 
Laws  on  the  Subject  of  Bankruptcies,  throughout  the  I'nited 
States ; 

To  Coin   Money,  regulate  the  \'alue  thereof,  and  of  foreign 
Coin,  and  fix  the  standard  of  Weights  and  Measures; 
To  provide  for  the  Punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  Securi- 
ties and  current  Coin  of  the  United  States; 
To  establish  Post-Offices  and  Post-Roads; 
To  promote  the    progress  of  Science    and   useful   Arts,  by 
securing  for  limited  Times  to  Authors  and  Inventors,  the 
exclusive  Right  to  their  Respective  Writings  and  Discoveries; 
To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court; 
To  define  and  punish  Piracies  and  Felonies  committed  on  the 
High  Seas  and  Offences  against  tiie  Law  of  Nations; 
To  declare  War,  grant  Letters  of  ]\Iarque  and  Reprisal,  and 
make  Rules  concerning  Captures  on  Land  and  A\'ater; 
To  raise  and  support  Armies,  but  no  Appropriation  of  Money 
to  that  Use  shall  be  for  a  longer  Term  than  two  Years; 
To  Provide  and  maintain  a  Navy; 

To  make  Rules  for  the  Government  and  Regulation  of  the 
Land  and  Naval   Forces; 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Militia  to  execute  the  Laws 
of  the  l^nion,  suppress  Insurrections  and  repel  Invasions; 
To  provide  for  organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining,  the 
Militia,  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be 
emplo)-ed  in  the  Service  of  the  United  States,  reserxing  to 
the  States  respectivel}-  the  Appointment  of  the  Officers, 
and  the  Authority  of  training  the  Militia  according  to  the 
discipline  prescribed  by  Congress; 

To  exercise  exclusive  Legislation,  rn  all  Cases  whatsoever, 
over  such  District  (not  exceeding  ten  Miles  square)  as  may, 
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by  cession  of  particular  States,  and  the  Acceptance  of  Con- 
gress, become  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States;  and  to  exercise  like  Authority  over  all  Places  pur- 
chased b}-  the  Consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in 
which  the  same  shall  be,  for  the  Erection  of  Forts,  ^Magazines, 
Arsenals,  Dock-Yards,  and  other  needful  Buildings; — And 
To  make  all  Laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  Powers,  and  all 
other  Powers  vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States  or  in  any  department  or  Officer 
thereof. 

Sect.  9.  The  Migration  or  Importation  of  such  Persons  as 
any  of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit, 
shall  not  be  prohibited  by  Congress,  prior  to  the  Year  one 
Thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  Tax  or  Dut}-  may 
be  imposed  on  such  Importation,  not  exceeding  ten  Dollars 
for  each  Person, 

The  Privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be 
suspended  unless  when  in  Cases  of  Rebellion  or  Invasion 
the  public  Safety  ma}-  Require  it. 

No  Bill  of  xA.ttainder  or  ex  post  facto  Law  shall  be  passed. 
No  Capitation,  or  other  direct  Tax,  shall  be  laid,  unless  in 
Proportion  to  the  census  or  Enumeration  herein  before 
directed  to  be  taken. 

No  Tax  or  Dut}'  shall  be  laid  on  Articles  exported  from  any 
State.  No  Preference  shall  be  given  by  any  Regulation  of 
Commerce  or  Revenue  to  the  Ports  of  one  State  over  those 
of  another;  nor  shall  Vessels  bound  to  or  from  one  State, 
be  obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  Duties  in  anotlier. 
No  Money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  biit  in  Con- 
sequence of  Appropriations  made  b}-  Law;    and  a  Regular 
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Statement  and  Account  of  the  Receipts  and  Expenditures  of 
all  public  Money  slmll  be  published  from  Time  to  Time. 
No  Title  of  Nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States : 
And  no  Person  holding  any  Of!icc  of  Profit  or  Trust  under 
them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of 
any  Present,  Rmolument,  Office,  or  Title,  of  anv  Kind  what- 
ever, from  any  King,  Prince  or  F'orcign  State. 
Sect.  lo.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  Treaty,  Alliance, 
or  Confederaticm ;  grant  Letters  of  Marque  and  Reprisal; 
coin  Money;  emit  Bills  of  Credit;  make  any  thing  but  Gold 
and  Sih'er  Coin  a  tender  in  Payment  of  Debts ;  pass  any 
bill  of  Attainder,  ex  post  facto  Law,  or  Law  impairing  the 
Obligation  of  Contracts,  or  grant  any  Title  of  Nobility. 
No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  lav  any 
Imposts  or  Duties  on  Imports  or  exports,  except  what  may 
be  absolutely  necessary  for  executing  its  Inspection  Laws, 
and  the  net  Produce  of  all  Duties  and  Imposts,  laid  by  any 
State  on  Imports  or  Exports,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the 
Treasury  of  the  United  States  ;  and  all  such  Laws  shall  be 
subject  to  the  Revision  and  Control  of  the  Congress. 
No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any 
Duty  of  Tonnage,  keep  Troops  or  Ships  of  War,  in  time  of 
Peace,  enter  into  an}-  Agreement  or  Compact  with  another 
State,  or  with  a  foreign  Power  or  engage  in  War,  unless 
actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  Danger  as  will  not 
admit  of  Delay. 
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Sect.  I.  The  executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America.      He  shall   hold  liis  Office 
during   the    Term    of    four    Years,    and,    together    with    the 
2   AV s 
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\*ice-President,    chosen    for    the    same  Term,  be    elected    as 
follows: 

Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  snch  Manner  as  the  Legislature 
thereof  maj-  direct,  a  number  of  Electors,  eqnal  to  the  whole 
number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State 
ma^■  be  entitled  in  the  Congress  ;  but  no  Senator  or  Repre- 
sentative, or  Person  holding  an  Office  of  Trust  or  Profit 
under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an  Elector. 
The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  Respective  States,  and  vote 
by  Ballot  for  two  Persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be 
an  Inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And  the}' 
shall  make  a  List  of  all  the  Persons  voted  for,  and  of  the 
Number  of  \^otes  for  each ;  which  List  they  shall  sign  and 
Certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  Seat  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate. 
The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Senate  and  the  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  Cer- 
tificates, and  the  Votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The  person 
having  the  greatest  Number  of  Votes  shall  be  the  President, 
if  snch  number  be  a  Majoritj'  of  the  whole  number  of  Electors 
appointed ;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such 
a  Majority,  and  have  an  ecpial  Number  of  Votes,  then  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately  choose  b}'  Ballot 
one  of  them  for  President;  and  if  no  Person  have  a  Majorit}', 
then  from  the  five  highest  on  the  List  the  said  House  shall, 
in  like  Manner,  choose  the  President.  But  in  choosing  the 
President,  the  \'otes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  Represen- 
tation from  each  State  having  one  Vote;  a  Quorum  for  this 
Purpose  shall  consist  of  a  Member  or  Members  from  two 
thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  ^Majorit}-  of  all  the  States  shall  be 
necessar}'  to  a  Choice.     Li  ever}-  Case,  after  the  choice  of 
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the  President,  the  Person  having  the  greatest  nnmber  of 
Votes  of  the  Electors  shall  be  the  \'ice-President.  Bnt  if 
there  slioukl  remain  two  or  more  who  have  equal  \'otes, 
the  Senate  shall  choose  from  them  by  ballot,  the  \'ice-Presi- 
dent. 

The  Congress  ma}'  determine  the  Time  of  choosing  the 
Electors,  and  the  Day  on  which  they  shall  give  their 
\'otes;  which  Day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United 
States. 

No  Person  except  a  natural  born  Citizen,  or  a  Citizen  of  the 
I'nited  vStates  at  the  Time  of  the  Adoption  of  this  Consti- 
tution, shall  be  eligible  to  the  Office  of  President;  neither 
shall  any  Person  be  eligible  to  that  Office  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  Age  of  thirty  fi\e  Years,  and  been  fourteen 
Years  a  resident  within  the  United  States. 
In  Case  of  the  Removal  of  the  President  from  Office,  or  of 
his  Death,  Resignation,  or  Inability  to  discharge  the  Powers 
and  Duties  of  the  said  Office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the 
\"ice-President,  and  the  Congress  may  by  Law  provide  for 
the  case  of  Removal,  Death,  Resignation  or  Inability,  both 
of  the  President  and  Vice-President,  declaring  what  Officer 
shall  then  act  as  President,  and  such  Officer  shall  act  accord- 
ingly, untill  the  Disability  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall 
be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  Times,  receive  for  his  Ser\nces, 
a  Compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  dimin- 
ished during  the  Period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  he  shall  not  receive  within  tluit  Period  any  other  Emolu- 
ment from  the  United  States,  or  anj-  of  them. 
Before  he  enter  on  the  Execution  of  his  Office,  he  shall  take 
the  following  Oath  or  Affirmation : 
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"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  Affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully 
execute  the  Office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  and 
will,  to  the  best  of  my  Ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend, 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States." 

Sect  2.  The  President  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia 
of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  Ser\ace  of 
the  United  States;  he  may  require  the  Opinion,  in  Writing, 
of  the  principal  Officer  in  each  of  the  executive  Departments, 
upon  any  Subject  relating  to  the  Duties  of  their  respective 
Offices,  and  he  shall  have  the  power  to  grant  Reprieves  and 
Pardons  for  Offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in 
Cases  of  Impeachment. 

He  shall  have  Power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  make  Treaties,  provided  two  thirds  of  the 
Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint 
Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls ;  Judges  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  and  all  other  Officers  of  the  United 
States,  whose  Appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  Law.  Biit  the 
Congress  may  by  Law  vest  the  Appointment  of  such  inferior 
Officers,  as  they  think  proper,  in  the  President  alone,  in  the 
Courts  of  Law,  or  in  the  heads  of  Departments. 
The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  Vacancies  that 
may  happen  during  the  Recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting 
Commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next 
Session. 

Sect  3  He  shall  from  Time  to  Time  give  to  the  Congress, 
Information  of  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their 
Consideration  such  Measures  as  he  shall  Judge  Necessary  and 
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Expedient;  he  may,  on  extraordinar}'  Occasions,  convene 
both  Houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  Case  of  Disagreement 
between  them,  with  respect  to  the  Time  of  Adjournment,  he 
may  adjourn  them  to  such  Time  as  he  shall  think  proper; 
he  shall  receive  Ambassadors  and  other  public  Ministers; 
he  shall  take  care  that  the  Laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and 
shall  commission  all  the  Officers  of  the  United  States. 
Sect.  4.  The  President,  \'ice-President,  and  all  civil  Officers 
of  the  Ignited  States,  shall  be  removed  from  Office  on  Im- 
peachment for,  and  Conviction  of.  Treason,  Bribery,  or  other 
high  Crimes  aud  Misdemeanors. 


Sect.  I.  The  Judicial  Power  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
vested  in  one  Supreme  Court,  aud  in  such  inferior  Courts  as 
the  Congress  may  from  Time  to  Time  ordain  aud  establish. 
The  Judges  both  of  the  supreme  aud  inferior  Courts,  shall 
hold  their  Offices  during  good  Behaviour,  and  shall,  at  stated 
Times,  receive  for  their  Services,  a  Compensation,  which  shall 
not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  Office. 
Sect.  2.  The  Judicial  Power  shall  extend  to  all  Cases,  in 
Law  and  Equity,  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  Laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  Treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  Authoritj';  to  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors, 
other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls;  to  all  Cases  of  Admiralty 
and  maritime  Jurisdiction;  to  Controversies  to  which  the 
United  States  shall  be  a  Party;  to  Controversies  between 
two  or  more  States  between  a  State  and  Citizens  of  another 
State,  between  Citizens  of  different  States,  between  Citizens 
of  the  same  State  claiming  Lands  under  Grants  of  different 
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States,  and  between  a  State,  or  tlie  Citizens  thereof,  and 
foreign  States,  Citizens  or  Subjects. 

In  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  Public  Ministers 
and  Consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  part}-,  the 
supreme  Court  shall  have  original  Jurisdiction.  In  all  the 
other  cases  before  mentioned,  the  supreme  Court  shall  have 
appellate  Jurisdiction,  both  as  to  Law  and  Fact,  with  such 
Exceptions,  and  under  such  regulations,  as  the  Congress 
shall  make. 

The  Trial  of  all  Crimes,  except  in  Cases  of  Impeachment, 
shall  be  by  Jury;  and  such  Trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State 
where  the  said  Crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but  when 
not  committed  within  any  State,  the  Trial  shall  be  at  such 
place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may  by  Law  have  directed. 
Sect.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States  shall  consist  onl}' 
in  levying  War  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  Enemies, 
giving  them  Aid  and  Comfort.  No  Person  shall  be  convicted 
of  Treason,  unless  on  the  Testimony  of  two  Witnesses  to 
the  same  overt  Act,  or  on  Confession  in  open  Court. 
The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  Punishment  of 
Treason,  but  no  attainder  of  Treason  shall  work  corruption 
of  Blood,  or  Forfeiture  except  during  the  Life  of  the  Person 
attainted. 
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Sect.  I.  Full  Faith  and  Credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State 
to  the  public  Acts,  Records  and  Judicial  Proceedings,  of  every 
other  State.  And  the  Congress  may  by  general  Laws  pre- 
scribe the  Manner  in  which  such  Acts,  Records  and  Proceed- 
ings, shall  be  proved,  and  the  Effect  thereof. 
Sect.  2.  The  Citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
Privileges  and  Immunities  of  Citizens  in  the  several  States. 
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A  Person  charired  in  any  State  with  Treason,  Felony,  or 
other  Crime,  who  shall  flee  from  Jnstice,  and  be  fonnd  in 
another  State,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  execntive  Anthority  of 
the  State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  np,  to  be  removed 
to  the  State  having  Jnrisdiction  of  the  Crime. 
No  Person  held  to  service  or  Labonr  in  one  State,  under 
the  Laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  Conseqnence 
of  any  Law  or  Regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such 
Service  or  Lalx)ur,  but  shall  be  delivered  np  on  claim  of  tlie 
Party  to  whom  such  Service  or  Labour  may  be  due. 
Sect.  3.  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  tlie  Congress  into 
this  ITnion ;  but  no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected 
within  the  Jurisdiction  of  any  otlier  State;  nor  any  vStatc  be 
formed  by  the  Junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  parts  of 
States,  without  the  Consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States 
concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  ali 
needful  Rules  and  Regulations  respecting  the  Territory  or 
other  Property  belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  notliing 
in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  Prejudice  any 
Claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State. 
Sect.  4.  The  Ignited  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  »State 
in  this  Union  a  Republican  form  of  Government,  and  shall 
protect  each  of  tliem  against  Invasion;  and  on  .\pplication  of 
the  Legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  Legislature 
cannot  be  co.ivened)  against  domestic  \'iolence.

The  Congress,  whenever  two  thirds  of  botli  Houses  shall 
deem  it  Necessary,  shall  propose  Amendments  to  this  Con- 
stitution, or,  on  the  Application  of  the  Legislatures  of  two 
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thirds  of  the  several  States,  shall  call  a  Convention  for  pro- 
posing Amendments,  which,  in  either  Case  shall  be  valid  to 
all  Intents  and  Purposes,  as  part  of  this  Constitution,  when 
ratified  bv  the  Legislatures  of  three  fourths  of  the  several 
States,  or  by  Conventions  in  three  fourths  thereof,  as  the  one 
or  the  other  modes  of  Ratification  maj-  be  proposed  by  the 
Congress :  Provided,  that  no  Amendment  which  ma}-  be  made 
prior  to  the  Year  one  Thousand  eight  Hundred  and  eight 
shall  in  any  Manner  effect  the  first  and  fourth  Clauses  in  the 
ninth  Section  of  the  first  Article;  and  that  no  State,  without 
its  Consent,  shall  be  deprived  of   its  equal   Suffrage  in  the 

Senate.

All  Debts  contracted  and  Engagements  entered  into,  before 
the  Adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against 
the  United  States  under  this  Constitution,  as  under  the 
Confederation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  Laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  Pursuance  thereof;  and  all  Treaties  made, 
or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the  Authority  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  the  supreme  Law  of  the  Land;  and  the 
Judges  in  every  State  shall  be  bound  thereby,  anj-  thing  in 
the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  any  State  to  the  contrary  Not- 
withstanding. 

The  Senators  and  Representatives  before  mentioned,  and 
the  Members  of  the  several  state  Legislatures,  and  all  execu- 
tive and  Judicial  Officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  several  States,  shall  be  bound,  by  Oath  or  AfiBrmation, 
to  support  this  Constitution ;  but  no  religious  Test  shall  ever 
be  required  as  a  Qualification  to  any  Office  or  public  Trust 
under  the  United  States 
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7 
The  Ratification  of  the  Conventions  of  nine  States,  shall  be 
sufficient  ior  tlie  establishment  of  this  Constitution  between 
the  States  so  ratifying  the  Same.

We  the  Delegates  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Maryland 
having  fnlh"  considered  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States 
of  America  reported  to  Congress  by  the  Convention  of  Dep- 
uties from  the  United  States  of  America  held  in  Philadelphia 
on  the  seventeenth  Day  of  September  in  the  Year  Seven- 
teen hundred  and  eight}-  seven  of  which  the  annexed  is  a 
Cop3'  and  submitted  to  us  by  a  Resolution  of  the  General 
Assembl}'  of  Marj-land  in  November  Session  Seventeen  hun- 
dred and  eighty  seven  do  for  ourselves  and  in  the  Name 
and  on  the  behalf  of  the  People  of  this  State  assent  to  and 
ratif}'  the  said  Constitution.

of  the 

United  States  of  America 

As  agreed   upon    by    the    Convention    of    Delegates    of    the 
United  States  held  at  Philadelphia. 


We  the  People  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to  form  a 
more  perfect  I'^nion,  establish  Justice,  insure  domestic  Tran- 
quillity, provide  for  the  Common  defence,  promote  the 
General  Welfare,  and  secure  the  Blessings  of  Liberty  to 
ourselves  and  our  Posterity  do  ordain  and  establish  this 
Constitution  for  the  ITnited  States  of  America 

« 

Article  i'"' 

Sect  i'"  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Congress  of  the  United  Stales,  which  shall  con- 
sist of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 
Sect  2'"  The  house  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of 
Members  chosen  every  second  Year  by  the  people  of  the 
several  states,  and  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the 
Qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  Numerous 
branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 

No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have 
Attained  to  the  age  of  twenty  five  Years,  and  been    seven 

■23 
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Years  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not, 
when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  in  which  he  shall 
be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among 
the  several  states  which  ma}'  be  included  within  this  Union, 
according  to  their  respective  Numbers  which  shall  be  de- 
termined by  adding  to  the  whole  Number  of  free  persons, 
including  those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  Years,  and 
excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  persons. 
The  Actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  years 
after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  Years,  in  such  man- 
ner as  the}'  shall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of  representa- 
tives shall  not  exceed  one  for  every  thirty  thousand,  but  each 
state  shall  have  at  least  one  representative  ;  and  until  such 
enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  state  of  Newhampshire  shall 
be  entitled  to  chuse  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode  Island 
and  Providence  plantations  one,  Connecticut  five.  New  York 
Six,  New  Jersey  four,  Pennsylvania  eight,  Delaware  one, 
Maryland  Six,  Virginia  ten.  North  Carolina  five.  South  Caro- 
lina fi\e,  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any  state, 
the  executive  authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to 
fill  such  Vacancies. 

The  house  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  speaker  and 
other  officers,  and  shall  have  the  Sole  power  of  impeachment. 
Sect.  3''  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed 
of  two  Senators  from  each  state,  chosen  by  the  legislature 
thereof,  for  Six  Years :  and  each  senator  shall  have  one  vote. 
Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence 
of  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may 
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be  into  three  Classes.  Tlic  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the 
first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  Expiration  of  the  sec- 
ond year,  of  the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fonrth 
Year,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth 
Year,  so  that  one  third  may  be  chosen  every  second  Year, 
and  if  Vacancies  happen  by  resignation,  or  otherwise,  dur- 
ing the  recess  of  the  Legislatnre  of  any  state,  the  exec- 
utive thereof  may  make  temporary  appointments  nntil  the 
next  meeting  of  the  legislatnre.  which  shall  then  fill  such 
vacancies. 

No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  age  of  thirty  Years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an 
inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 
The  vice-president  of  the  United  States  shall  be  president 
of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  Vote,  unless  they  be  equally 
divided. 

The  Senate  shall  chuse  their  other  ofl&cers,  and  also  a  presi- 
dent pro-tempore,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice  president,  or 
when  he  shall  exercise  the  office  of  president  of  the  United 
States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeach- 
ments, when  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath 
or  affirmation.  When  the  president  of  the  United  States 
is  tried  the  chief  Justice  shall  preside :  and  no  person  shall 
be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
Members  present. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  farther 
than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and 
enjoy  any  office  of  honour,  trust  or  profit  under  the  Ignited 
States,  but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable 
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and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  Judgment  and  punishment 
according  to  Law. 

Sect.  4"'  The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elections 
for  vSenators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each 
state  by  the  legislature  thereof;  but  the  Congress  maj'  at 
an}'  time  b^-  law  make  or  alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to 
the  places  of  chusing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  Year, 
and  such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Mondaj^  in  December, 
unless  the}-  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day. 
Sect  5"'  Each  house  shall  be  the  Judge  of  the  elections,  re- 
turns and  Qualifications  of  its  own  Members,  and  a  Majority 
of  each  shall  constitute  a  Quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  ma}-  adjourn  from  da}-  to  day,  and  may  be 
authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  Members,  in 
such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may 
provide. 

Each  house  may  determine  the  Rules  of  its  proceedings, 
punish  its  Members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  two  thirds  expel  a  Member. 
Each  house  shall  keep  a  Joitrnal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from 
time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may 
in  their  Judgment  require  Secrecy:  and  the  Yeas  and  Nays 
of  the  Members  of  either  house  on  any  Question  shall,  at 
the  desire  of  one  fifth  of  those  present  be  entered  on  the 
Journal. 

Neither  house  during  the  Session  of  Congress,  shall  without 
the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days, 
nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses 
shall  be  sitting. 
Sect  6"'  The   Senators   and  Representatives  shall   receive  a 


Compensation  for  tlu-ir  Services  to  be  ascertained  by  law, 
and  paid  out  of  the  Treasnry  of  the  I'nited  States,  They 
shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the 
peace  be  privileged  from  Arrest  during  their  attendance 
at  the  vSession  oi  their  respective  honses,  and  in  going  to 
and  returning  from  the  same;  and  for  an v  speech  or  debate 
in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other 
place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for 
which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  encreased 
during  such  time,  and  no  person  holding  any  office  under 
the  United  States,  shall  be  a  Member  of  either  house  during 
his  continuance  in  Office. 

Sect  7"'  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
house  of  representatives ;  but  the  senate  may  propose  or 
concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 
Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  house  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  the  Senate,  shall  before  it  becomes  a  Law,  be 
presented  to  the  president  of  the  United  States;  if  he  approve 
he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his 
objections  to  that  hou.se  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who 
shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  it,  If  after  such  reconsideration  two  thirds 
of  that  hou.se  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent 
together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it 
shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two  thirds 
of  that  house  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the 
Votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  bj-  Yeas  and  nays, 
and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill 
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shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  house  respectively, 
If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  president  within  ten 
da3-s  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall   have  been  presented 
to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  Law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had 
signed  it,  unless  the  Congress  b^-  their  adjournment  prevent 
its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 
Every  order,  resolution  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate  and  house  of  Representatives  niav  be  necessary 
(except  on   a  question  of  Adjournment)  shall   be  presented 
to  the  president  of  the  United  States,  and  before  the  same 
shall  take  effect  shall  be  approved  b}-  him,  or  being  disap- 
proved by  him,  shall  be  repassed  by  two  thirds  of  the  Senate 
and  house   of  Representatives,   according   to   the   rules   and 
limitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  bill. 
Sect  8"^     The  Congress  shall  have  power.     To  la}'  and  col- 
lect taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to  pa}'  the  debts  and 
provide  for  the  Common  Defence  and  general  welfare  of  the 
United  States,  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be 
uniform  throughout  the  United  States. 
To  borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States. 
To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  Nations,  and  among  the 
several  States,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes. 
To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  Naturalization,  and  uniform 
Laws  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcies  throughout  the  United 
States. 

To  coin  Money,  regulate   the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign 
Coin,  and  fix  the  standard  of  Weights  and  Measures. 
To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  Securi- 
ties and  current  coin  of  the  I'nited  States. 
To  establish   post  offices  and  post  roads. 
To    promote    the    progress    of     Science    and     useful     arts 
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by  securing  for  limited  times  to  authors  and  Inventors 
the  exclusive  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  Dis- 
coveries. 

To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  Court: 
To  define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the 
high  seas,  and  offences  against  the  law  of  Nations : 
To  declare  war,  grant   letters  of   marque  and  reprisal,  and 
make  rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and  water: 
To  raise  and  support  Armies,  but  no  appropriation  of  money 
to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  Years : 
To  provide  and  Maintain  a  Navy: 

To  make  rules  for  the  Government  and  regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces: 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Militia  to  execute  the  Laws 
of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections  and  repel  invasions: 
To  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  the  Mili- 
tia, and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed 
in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  States 
respectively  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority 
of  training  the  Militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed 
by  Congress: 

To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever, 
over  such  district  (not  exceeding  ten  Miles  Square)  as  may, 
by  cession  of  particular  States,  and  the  acceptance  of  Con- 
gress, become  the  scat  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  exercise  like  authority  over  all  places  purchased 
by  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  in  which  the 
same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  Forts,  magazines,  arsenals, 
dock  yards  and  other  needful  buildings:  And  to  make  all 
laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into 
execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and  all  other  powers  vested 
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b}'  this  Constitution  in  the  government  of  the  United  States, 
or  in  any  Department  or  officer  thereof. 

Sect  9"'  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as 
any  of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit, 
shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  Year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty 
may  be  imposed  on  siich  importation  not  exceeding  ten  dol- 
lars for  each  person. 

The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas-corpus  shall  not  be  sus- 
pended, unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  Invasion  the 
public  safety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  passed. 
No  capitation,  or  other  direct,  tax  shall  be  laid,   unless  in 
proportion    to    the    Census    or    enumeration    herein    before 
directed  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  dut}'  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  any 
state.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of 
Commerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  State  over  those 
of  another;  nor  shall  Vessels  bound  to,  or  from  one  State 
be  obliged  to  enter,  clear  or  pay  duties  in  another. 
No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  con- 
sequence of  appropriations  made  by  law;  and  a  regular  state- 
ment and  Account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all 
public  monej'  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 
No  title  of  Nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States, 
And  no  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
them,  shall  without  the  Consent  of  the  Congress  accept  of 
any  present,  emolument,  office  or  title  of  any  kind  what- 
ever from  au}'  king,  prince  or  foreign  State. 
Sect"  10"'  No  state  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or 
confederation;    grant    letters  of    marque    and    reprisal,  coin 
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money,  emit  bills  of  Credit,  make  any  thinj.^  i)nt  s^^old  and 
silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of 
attainder,  expost  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligatiou 
of  Contracts,  or  grant  an}-  title  of  Nobility. 
No  State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  laj'  any 
imposts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  nia\'  be 
absolutely  necessar}-  for  executing  its  inspection  Laws;  and 
the  net   produce  of  all  duties  and   imposts  laid  by  any   state 

or 

on  imports  ["and"  stricken  out]  exports,  shall  be  for  the  Use 

of  the  Treasurj'  of  the  United  States;  and  all  such  laws  shall 

be  subject  to  the  revision  and  controul  of  the  Congress.     Xo 

state  shall  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  of 

tonnage,    keep    troops,   or    ships    of    war    in    time    of    peace, 

enter  into  any  agreement  or  compact  with  another  State,  or 

with   a  foreign    power,   or   engage   in    War,   unless   actually 

invaded,  or  in  such  imminent  danger  as  will  not  admit  of 

delay. 

Article  2"' 

Sect  i"  The  Executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  of  America,  He  shall  hold  his 
office  during  the  term  of  four  years,  and,  together  with  the 
Vice-president,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as 
follows: — Each  .state  shall  appoint  in  such  manner  as  the 
Legislature  thereof  may  direct  a  number  of  electors,  equal 
to  the  whole  number  of  Senators  and  representatives  to 
which  the  state  may  be  entitled  in  the  congress;  but  no 
Senator  or  representative,  or  person  holding  an  Office  of 
trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed 
an  elector. 

The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  states,  and  vote 
bj'  ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be 
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an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves,  And  they 
shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for  and  of  the  num- 
ber of  votes  for  each,  which  list  they  shall  sign  and  certify, 
and  transmit  sealed  to  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States,  directed  to  the  president  of  the  Senate.  The 
President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Senate 
and  honse  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  Certificates,  and 
the  Votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The  person  having  the 
greatest  number  of  Votes  shall  be  the  President,  if  such  Num- 
ber be  a  Majority  of  the  whole  Number  of  electors  appointed ; 
and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such  majority,  and 
have  an  equal  number  of  Votes,  then  the  house  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall  immediately  choose  by  ballot  one  of  them  for 
President;  and  if  no  person  have  a  Majority,  then  from  the 
five  highest  on  the  list  the  said  house  shall  in  like  manner 
choose  the  President,  But  in  choosing  the  President,  the 
Votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  representation  from  each 
state  having  one  vote ;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  con- 
sist of  a  Member  or  Members  from  two-thirds  of  the  states, 
and  a  Majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a 
choice.  In  every  case,  after  the  choice  of  the  president,  the 
person  having  the  greatest  number  of  Votes  of  the  electors 
shall  be  the  Vice-president.  But  if  there  should  remain  two 
or  uiore  who  have  equal  votes,  the  Senate  shall  choose  from 
them  by  ballot  the  Vice-President. 

The  congress  may  determine  the  time  of  choosing  the  elect- 
ors, and  the  day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  \^otes,  which 
da}^  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 
No  person  except  a  natural  born  citizen  or  a  citizen  of 
the  united  States,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Consti- 
tution, shall   be  eligible   to   the  office  of   President;    neither 
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attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  five  years,  and  been  fourteen 
3'ears  a  resident  within  the  United  States. 
In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  president  from  office,  or  of  his 
Death,  resignation  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and 
Duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  \'ice 
president,  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case 
of  Removal,  death,  resignation  or  inabilitj',  both  of  the  Presi- 
dent and  \''ice-president,  declaring  what  officer  shall  then  act 
as  president,  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingl}-,  until  the 
disabilit}'  be  removed,  or  a  president  shall  be  elected. 
The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  Services, 
a  Compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  encreased  nor  dimin- 
ished during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  period  anj'  other  emolu- 
ment from  the  United  States  or  an}-  of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  Execution  of  his  office  he  shall 
take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation: — "I  do  solemnly 
"swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  willfaithfulh-  execute  the  office  of 
"President  of  the  United  States,  and  will  to  the  best  of  my 
"ability  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the 
"United  States." 

Sect  a*"  The  president  shall  be  commander  in  chief  of  the 
Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia  of 
the  several  states,  when  called  into  the  actual  Service  of  the 
United  States,  he  may  require  the  Opinion,  in  writing,  of 
the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  executive  Departments, 
upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
Offices,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant,  reprieves  and  par- 
dons for  offences  against  the  united  States  except  in  cases 
of   impeachment.      He  shall   have  TX)wer  by  and   witli   the 
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advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided 
two  thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall 
nominate  and  b}-  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors  other  public  Ministers 
and  Consnls,  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  all  other 
oflScers  of  the  United  States,  whose  appointments  are  not 
herein  otherwise  pro\-ided  for,  and  wliich  shall  be  established 
b}'  law,  But  the  Congress  may  by  law  vest  the  appoint- 
ment of  such  inferior  officers,  as  tliej'  think  proper  in  the 
President  alone,  in  the  courts  of  Law,  or  in  the  heads  of 
Departments.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all 
vacancies  that  may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate, 
by  granting  Commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of 
their"  next  Session. 

Sect  3''  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress 
information  of  the  State  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to 
their  Consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary 
and  expedient,  he  may  on  extraordinary  occasions  convene 
both  houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  case  of  disagreement 
between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  Adjournment, 
he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper, 
he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  Ministers ;  he 
shall  take  care  that  the  Laws  be  faithfully  executed,  and  shall 
commission  all  the  officers  of  the  United  States. 
Sect  4"'  The  president,  vice  president  and  all  civil  officers  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeach- 
ment for,  and  conviction  of  treason,  bribery  or  other  high 
Crimes  and  Misdemeanors. 

Article  3'' 

Sect  i^'  The  Judicial   power  of  the   united   states,  shall   be 
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vested  in  one  Supreme  court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as 
the  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish, 
The  Judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  court,  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behaviour,  and  shall  at  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  Services,  a  Compensation,  which  shall 
not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  Office. 
Sect  2''  The  Judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  Cases,  in  Law 
and  equity,  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  Laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made 
under  their  Authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  Ambassadors, 
other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls;  to  all  cases  of  Admiralty 
and  Maritime  Jurisdiction  to  controversies  to  which  the 
United  States  shall  be  a  party  to  controversies  between  two 
or  more  States,  between  a  State  and  citizens  of  another  State, 
between  citizens  of  different  States,  between  citizens  of  the 
same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  States, 
and  between  a  State,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign 
States,  citizens  or  Subjects. 

In  all  Cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and 
Consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  party,  the  su- 
preme Court  shall  have  original  Jurisdiction,  In  all  the  other 
cases  beforementioned  the  supreme  Court  sliall  ha\c  appel- 
late Jurisdiction,  both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions 
and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Congress  shall  make. 
The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment, 
shall  be  by  Jury,  and  such  trial  sluill  be  held  in  the  State 
where  the  said  crimes  shall  have  been  committed,  but  when 
not  committed  within  any  State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such 
place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may  by  law  have  directed. 
Sect  3''  Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist  only 
in  levying  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies. 
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giving  them  aid  and  comfort.     No  person  shall  be  convicted 

of  treason  unless  on  the  testimonj-  of  two  witnesses  to  the 

same  overt  Act,  or  on  confession  in  open  Conrt. 

The  congress  shall  have   power  to  declare  the  punishment 

of  treason,  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption 

of  blood,  or  forfeiture,  except  during  the  life  of  the  person 

attainted. 

Article  4"^ 

Sect  i"^  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to 
the  public  acts,  records  and  Judicial  proceedings  of  every 
other  state.  And  the  Congress  may  by  general  laws  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  such  Acts,  records  and  proceed- 
ings shall  be  proved,  and  the  effect  thereof. 
Sect  2''  The  Citizens  of  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States. 
A  person  charged  in  au}-  state  with  treason,  felon}'  or  other 
crime,  who  shall  flee  from  Justice,  and  be  found  in  another 
State,  shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  Authority  of  the  state 
from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the 
state,  having  Jurisdiction  of  the  Crime. 

No  person  held  to  service  or  labour  in  one  state,  under  the 
laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  consequence  of 
any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged  from  such 
Service  or  labour,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the 
part}'  to  whom  such  service  or  labour  maj'  be  due. 
Sect  3''  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress  into 
this  Union ;  but  no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or  erected 
within  the  Jurisdiction  of  au}-  other  State,  nor  any  state  be 
formed  b}'  the  Junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  parts  of 
states,  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  states 
concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 
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The  coiit^ress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make 
all  needful  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territor\-  or 
other  property  belonging  to  the  United  states,  and  nothing 
in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  an\- 
claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State. 
Sect  4"'  The  United  states  shall  guarantee  to  every  state  in 
this  Union  a  republican  form  of  Government,  and  shall  pro- 
tect each  of  them  against  Invasion;  and  on  application  of  the 
Legislature  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  Legislature  cannot 
be  convened)  against  domestic  violence. 

Article  5"" 

The  congress  whenever  two  thirds  of  l)olh  houses  shall  deem 
it  Necessary,  shall  propose  amendments  to  this  Constitution, 
or,  on  the  application  of  the  Legislatures  of  two  thirds  of  the 
several  States,  shall  call  a  Convention  for  proposing  Amend- 
ments, which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and 
purposes,  as  part  of  this  Constitution,  when  ratified  bv  the 
Legislatures  of  three  fourths  of  the  several  States,  or  by  con- 
ventions in  three  fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other 
mode  of  ratification  ma}'  be  proposed  by  tlie  Congress;  Pro- 
vided that  no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the 
Year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight  shall  in  any 
manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  Section 
of  the  first  Article;  and  tliat  no  state,  without  its  consent, 
shall  be  deprived  of  its  equal  Suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

Article  6'" 

All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into,  before 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  \'alid  against  the 
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United  States  under  this  constitution,  as  under  the  confeder- 
ation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties  made, 
or  which  shall  be  made;  under  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land;  and  the  Judges 
in  every  state  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any  thing  in  the 
Constitution  or  laws,  of  any  state  to  the  contrar}-  notwith- 
standing. 

The  Senators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and 
the  members  of  the  several  state  Legislatures,  and  all  execu- 
tive and  Judicial  officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of  the 
several  states,  shall  be  boitnd  by  oath  or  affirmation,  to  sup- 
port this  Constitution,  but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be 
required  as  a  qualification  to  any  office  or  public  trust  under 
the  United  States. 

Article  7'" 

The  Ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  states,  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  this  Constitution  between 
the  states  so  ratifying  the  same. 

In  Convention  of  the  people  of  the  state  of  South  Carolina 
by  their  Representatives  held  in  the  city  of  Charleston  on 
Alonday  the  twelfth  day  of  May  and  continued  by  divers 
Adjournments  to  friday  the  twenty  third  da\-  of  AIa^•  Anno 
Domini  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty  eight,  and 
in  the  twelfth  Year  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States 
of  America. 

The  Convention  having  maturely  considered  the  constitu- 
tion or  form  of  Government  reported  to  Congress  b\-  the 
Convention  of  Delegates  from  the  United  states  of  America 
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and  submitted  to  thcni  by  a  Resolution  of  tlie  Legislature  of 
this  State  passed  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  days  of 
Februar}'  last  in  order  to  form  a  more  perfect  Union,  estab- 
lish Justice,  ensure  Domestic  tranquillity,  provide  for  the 
common  defence,  promote  the  general  Welfare  and  secure 
the  blessings  of  Libert}-  to  the  people  of  the  said  United 
States  and  their  posteritj-  DO  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
people  of  this  State  hereb}'  assent  to  and  ratify  the  said 
Constitution. 

Done  in  Con\-ention  the  twenty  third  day  of  Maj-  in 
the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty  eight,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United 
States  of  America  the  twelfth. —

And  Whereas  it  is  essential  to  the  preservation  of  the 
rights  reserved  to  the  several  states,  and  the  freedom  of  the 
people  under  the  operations  of  a  General  government  that 
the  right  of  prescribing  the  manner  time  and  places  of  hold- 
ing the  Elections  to  the  Federal  Legislature,  should  be  for 
ever  inseperably  annexed  to  the  sovereignty  of  the  several 
states.  This  convention  doth  declare  that  the  same  ought 
to  remain  to  all  posteritj-  a  perpetual  and  fundamental  right 
in  the  local,  exclusive  of  the  interference  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment except  in  cases  where  the  Legislatures  of  the  States, 
shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  perform  and  fulfil  the  same  accord- 
ing to  the  tenor  of  the  said  Constitution. 

This  Convention    doth    al.so  declare    that    no  Section   or 
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paragraph  of  the  said  Constitution  warrants  a  Construction 
that  the  states  do  not  retain  ever}-  power  not  expressly 
relinquished  bj-  them  and  vested  in  the  General  Government 
of  the  Union. 

Resolved  that  the  general  Government  of  the  United 
States  ought  never  to  impose  direct  taxes,  hut  where  the 
monies  arising  from  the  duties,  imposts  and  excise  are  insuf- 
ficient for  the  public  exigencies  nor  tlicn  until  Congress  shall 
have  made  a  requisition  upon  the  states  to  Assess  lev}'  and 
pa}'  their  respective  proportions  of  such  requisitions  And  in 
case  any  state  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pa}-  its  proportion 
pursuant  to  such  requisition  then  Congress  may  assess  and 
levy  such  state's  proportion  together  with  Interest  thereon  at 
the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  time  of  pay- 
ment prescribed  by  such  requisition — - 

Resolved  that  the  third  section  of  the  Sixth  Article  ought 
to  be  amended  by  inserting  the  word  ''other''''  between  the 
words  ";/c;"  and  ''religions'" 

Resolved  that  it  be  a  standing  instruction  to  all  such  dele- 
gates as  may  hereafter  be  elected  to  represent  this  State  in 
the  general  Government  to  exert  their  utmost  abilities  and 
influence  to  effect  an  Alteration  of  the  Constitution  conform- 
ably to  the  foregoing  Resolutions.

In  Convention  of  the  Delegates  of  the  People 
[seal.]  of  the  State  of  New-Hampshire  June  the  Twenty 
fi-st  1788. 
The  Convention  haveing  Impartially  discussed  and  fully 
considered  the  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of  America, 
reported  to  Congress  by  tlie  Convention  of  Delegates  from 
the  United  States  of  America  &.  submitted  to  us  by  a  Reso- 
lution of  the  General  Court  of  said  State  passed  the  four- 
teenth Day  of  December  last  past  and  acknowledgeing  witli 
gratefull  Hearts  the  goodness  of  the  Supreme  ruler  of  the 
Universe  in  affording  the  People  of  the  United  States  in  the 
Course  of  his  Pro\'idence  an  Opportunity,  deliberate!}'  & 
peaceably  without  fraud  or  surprize  of  entering  into  an  Ex- 
plicit and  solemn  compact  with  each  other  b}'  assenting  to  & 
ratifying  a  new  Constitution,  in  Order  to  form  a  more  perfect 
Union,  establish  Justice,  Insure  domestick  Tranquility,  pro- 
vide for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general  welfare 
and  secure  the  Blessings  of  Liberty  to  themselves  &  their 
Posterity — Do  In  the  Name  &  behalf  of  the  People  of  the 
State  of  New-Hampshire  assent  to  &  ratif}-  the  said  Consti- 
tution for  the  I'uited  States  of  America.  And  as  it  is  the 
Opinion  of  this  Convention  that  certain  amendments  &  alter- 
ations in  the  said  Constitution  would  remove  the  fears  & 
quiet  the  apprehensions  of  manj-  of  the  good  People  of  this 
State  &.  more  Effectually  guard  against  an  undue  Administra- 
tion of  the  Federal  Government — The  Convention  do  there- 
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fore  recommend  that  the  following  alterations  &  provisions 
be  introduced  into  the  said  Constitution. — 
First  That  it  be  Explicitly  declared  that  all  Powers  not 
expressly  &  particularly  Delegated  by  the  aforesaid  Consti- 
tution are  reserved  to  the  several  States  to  be,  b}-  them 
Exercised. — 

Secondly,  That  there  shall  be  one  Representative  to  ever}- 
Thirty  thousand  Persons  according  to  the  Census  mentioned 
in  the  Constitution,  untill  the  whole  number  of  Representa- 
tives amount  to  Two  hundred. — 

Thirdly  That  Congress  do  not  Exercise  the  Powers  vested 
in  them,  b}-  the  fourth  Section  of  the  first  Article,  but  in  Cases 
when  a  State  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  the  Regulations 
therein  mentioned,  or  shall  make  regulations  Subversive  of 
the  rights  of  the  People  to  a  free  and  equal  Representation 
in  Congress.  Nor  shall  Congress  in  any  Case  make  regula- 
tions contrary  to  a  free  and  equal  Representation. — 
Fourthly  That  Congress  do  not  lav  direct  Taxes  but  when 
the  money  arising  from  Impost,  Excise  and  their  other  re- 
sources are  insuificient  for  the  Publick  Exigencies;  nor  then, 
untill  Congress  shall  have  first  made  a  Requisition  upon  the 
States,  to  iVssess,  Lev}',  &  pay  their  respective  proportions, 
of  such  requisition  agreeably  to  the  Census  fixed  in  the  said 
Constitution  in  such  way  &  manner  as  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  shall  think  best  and  in  such  Case  if  any  State  shall 
neglect,  then  Congress  may  Assess  &  Levy  such  States 
proportion  together  with  the  Interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of 
six  '^.  Cent  ^  Annum  from  the  Time  of  pa3'ment  prescribed 
in  such  requisition — 

Fifth  h-  That  Congress  shall  erect  no  Company  of  Merchants 
with  exclusive  advantages  of  Commerce. — 
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Sixthh'  That  no  Person  shall  Ijc  Trycd  for  any  Crime  Ijy 
which  he  may  incnr  an  Infamons  Punishment,  or  loss  of  Life, 
untill  he  first  be  indicted  by  a  Grand  Jury  except  in  such 
Cases  as  may  arise  in  the  Goveniment  and  regulation  of  the 
Land  &  Naval  Forces. — 

Seventhh-  All  Common  Law  Cases  between  Citizens  of  dif- 
ferent States  shall  be  commenced  in  the  Common  Law- 
Courts  of  the  respective  States  &  no  appeal  shall  Ik-  allowed 
to  the  F^edcral  Court  in  such  Cases  unless  the  sum  or  value 
of  the  thing  in  Controvers}'  amount  to  three  Thousand 
Dollars. — 

Eighthly  In  Civil  Actions  between  Citizens  of  diflferent  States 
ever}'  Issue  of  Fact  arising  in  Actions  at  Common  Law 
shall  be  Tryed  by  Jury,  if  the  Parties,  or  either  of  them 
request  it— 

Ninthl}^ — Congress  shall  at  no  Time  consent  that  any  Person 
holding  an  Office  of  Trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States 
shall  accept  any  Title  of  Nobility  or  any  other  Title  or  Office 
from  any   King,  Prince,  or  Foreign  State. — 
Tenth, 

That  no  standing  Army  shall  be  Kept  up  in  time  of 
Peace  unless  with  the  consent  of  three  fourths  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  each  branch  of  Congress,  nor  shall  Soldiers  in  Time 
of  Peace  be  quartered  upon  private  Houses  without  the 
consent  of  the  Owners. — 
Eleventh 

Congress  shall  make  no  Laws  touching  Religion,  or  to 
infringe  the  rights  of  Conscience — 
Twelfth 

Congress  shall  never  disarm  any  Citizen  unless  such  as 
are  or  have  been  in  Actual  Rebellion. — 
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And  the  Convention  Do.  In  the  Name  &  behalf  of  the  Peo- 
ple of  this  State  enjoin  it  npon  their  Representatives 
in  Congress,  at  all  Times  nntill  the  alterations  and 
provisions  aforesaid  have  been  Considered  agreeably 
to  the  fifth  Article  of  the  said  Constitntion  to  exert  all 
their  Inflnence  &  use  all  reasonable  &  Legal  methods 
to  obtain  a  ratification  of  the  said  alterations  &  Pro- 
visions, in  snch  manner  as  is  provided  in  the  said 
article — And  That  the  United  States  in  Congress 
Assembled  ma\-  have  dne  notice  of  the  assent  &  Rati- 
fication of  the  said  Constitntion  by  this  Convention. — 
It  is  resolved  that  the  Assent  &  Ratification  aforesaid

presents  assent  to  and  ratify  the  Constitution  recommended 
on  the  seventeenth  da}-  of  September  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  eighty  seven  b}-  the  Fcederal  Convention  for  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  hereby  announcing  to  all 
those  whom  it  may  concern  that  the  said  Constitution  is  bind- 
ing upon  the  said  People  according  to  an  authentic  Copy 
hereto  annexed  in  the  Words  following; 

We  the  People  of  the  United  States  in  order  to  form  a 
more  perfect  Union,  establish  Justice,  ensure  domestic  tran- 
quility, provide  for  the  common  defence,  promote  the  general 
welfare,  and  secure  the  blessings  of  libert}'  to  ourselves  and 
our  posterity  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution  for 
the  United  States  of  x\merica. 

Article,  i. 

Section  i"'.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall 
consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives.  Sec- 
tion 2'"'.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed 
of  Members  chosen  ever}'  second  year  by  the  people  of  the 
several  States,  and  the  electors  in  each  State  shall  have  the 
qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous 
branch  of  the  State-legislature.  No  person  shall  be  a  repre- 
sentative who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-five 
5'ears,  and  been  seven  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
and  who  shall  not  when  elected  be  an  inhabitant  of  that 
State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen.  Representatives  and  direct 
taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  States  which 
may  be  included  within  this  Union,  according  to  their  respec- 
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tive  numbers,  wliich  shall  be  determined  b\-  adding  to  the 
whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound  to 
service  for  a  term  of  j'ears,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed, 
three-fifths  of  all  other  persons.  The  actual  enumeration 
shall  be  made  within  three  years  after  the  firs"  meeting  of  the 
Congress  of  the  Ignited  States,  and  within  everv  subsequent 
term  of  ten  ^-ears,  in  such  manner  as  the}'  shall  b}-  law  direct. 
The  number  of  representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for  every 
thirt}'  thousand,  but  each  State  shall  have  at  least  one  repre- 
sentative; and  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the 
State  of  New-Hampshire  shall  be  entitled  to  chuse  three, 
Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode-Island  and  Providence  Plantations 
one,  Connecticut  five.  New  York  six,  New  Jersey  four,  Pen- 
sylvania  eiglit,  Delaware  one,  Maryland  six,  Mrginia  ten, 
North-Carolina  five,  South-Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  three. 
When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  anj- 
State,  the  executive  authority  thereof  shall  issue  writs  of 
election  to  fill  such  vacancies.  The  house  of  representatives 
shall  chuse  their  Speaker  and  other  officers;  and  shall  have 
the  sole  power  of  Impeachment.  Section,  3''.  The  Senate 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two  Senators 
from  each  State,  chosen  b}-  the  legislature  thereof,  for  six 
years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one  vote.  Immediatelj^ 
after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  consequence  of  the  first 
election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equallj-  as  may  be  into  three 
classes.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be 
vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  second 
class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  j'ear,  and  of  the  third 
class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year,  so  that  one-third  may 
be  chosen  every  second  j-ear;  and  if  vacancies  happen  bj- 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of  the  legisla- 
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tiire  of  any  State,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make  temporary 
appointments  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature,  which 
shall  then  fill  such  vacancies.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator 
who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and 
been  nine  3-ears  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall 
not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he 
shall  be  chosen.  The  \^ice-president  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  no  vote, 
unless  they  be  equalh*  divided.  The  Senate  shall  chuse 
their  other  ofi&cers,  and  also  a  President  pro  tempore,  in  the 
absence  of  the  Vice-president,  or  when  he  shall  exercise  the 
office  of  President  of  the  United  States.  The  Senate  shall 
have  the  sole  power  to  trv  all  impeachments.  When  sitting 
for  that  purpose,  thej-  shall  be  on  Oath  or  Affirmation. 
When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  tried  the  Chief 
Justice  shall  preside  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  [Members  present. 
Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend  further 
than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to  hold  and 
enjo}-  anv  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  the  United 
States;  but  the  part}-  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable 
and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punishment 
according  to  law.  Section  4"'  The  times,  places  and  man- 
ner of  holding  elections  for  Senators  and  Representatives  shall 
be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  legislature  thereof:  But 
the  Congress  ma}'  at  anv  time  b}-  Law  make  or  alter  such 
regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  chusing  Senators. 
The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  e\-ery  year,  and 
such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
iinless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different  day.  Section 
5"'.  Each  House  shall  be  the  Judge  of  the  elections,  returns 
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and  qualifications  of  it's  own  members,  and  a  majoritj'  of 
each  shall  constitute  a  Quorum  to  do  business;  but  a  smaller 
number  nia^-  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  ma}-  be  authorized 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner 
and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  may  provide.  Each 
house  may  determine  the  rules  of  it's  proceedings,  punish  it's 
members  for  disorderly-  behavior,  and  witli  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member.  Each  house  shall  keep  a 
Journal  of  it's  proceedings  and  from  time  to  time  publish  the 
same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may  in  their  judgment  require 
secrec}-;  and  Uie  ^-eas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either 
Hou.se  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those 
present  be  entered  on  the  Journal.  Neither  hou.se,  during 
the  session  of  Congress,  shall  without  the  consent  of  the 
other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  daj's,  nor  to  an\-  other 
place  than  that  in  which  the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 
Section  6"'.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive 
a  Compensation  for  their  Services,  to  be  ascertained  by  Law, 
and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States.  They 
shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the 
peace,  be  privileged  from  Arrest  during  their  attendance  at 
the  session  of  their  respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  re- 
turning from  the  same,  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either 
house  the\-  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place.  No 
senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he 
was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  United  States,  which  shall  ha\-e  been  created, 
or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  ha\e  been  encreased  during 
such  time ;  and  no  person  holding  any  Office  under  the  United 
States  shall  be  a  member  of  either  House  during  his  continu- 
ance in  office.         Section,  7'''.     All  bills  for  raising  revenue 
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shall  originate  in  the  honse  of  representatives;  but  the  Sen- 
ate may  propose  or  concur  with  Amendments,  as  on  other 
bills.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives and  the  Senate  shall,  before  it  become  a  law  be 
presented  to  the  president  of  the  United  States;  if  he  ap- 
prove he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it  with  his 
objections  to  that  honse  in  which  it  shall  have  originated,  who 
shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two  thirds 
of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent  to- 
gether with  the  objections  to  the  other  house,  b}'  \\-hich  it 
shall  likewdse  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds 
of  that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases 
the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and 
nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against 
the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  house  re- 
spectively. If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Presi- 
dent within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  la^-,  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress  by  their 
adjournment  prevent  it's  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not 
be  a  law.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the 
concurrence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
ma}'  be  necessary,  (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment) 
shall  be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States; 
and  before  the  same  shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  by 
him,  or,  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  repassed  bj-  two- 
thirds  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according 
to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  Bill. 
vSection  S"'.  The  Congress  shall  have  power.  To  lay  and  col- 
lect taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to  pay  the  debts  and 


provide  for  the  common  defence  and  general  welfare  of  the 
United  States;  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  excises  shall  be 
uniform  throughout  the  United  States:  To  borrow  nu)ney 
on  the  credit  of  the  United  States:  To  regulate  commerce 
with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  several  States,  and  with 
the  Indian  tribes :  To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturaliza- 
tion, and  uniform  laws  on  the  subject  of  Bankruptcies  through- 
ont  the  United  States:  To  coin  monev,  regulate  the  value 
thereof,  and  of  foreign  Coin,  and  fix  the  standard  of  weights 
and  measures:  To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counter- 
feiting the  securities  and  current  coin  of  the  United  States: 
To  establish  post-offices  and  post-roads:  To  promote  the 
progress  of  science  and  useful  arts,  by  securing  for  limited 
times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their 
respective  writings  and  discoveries:  To  constitute  tribunals 
inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court :  To  define  and  punish  piracies 
and  felonies  committed  on  the  high  seas,  and  offences  against 
the  law  of  nations :  To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque 
and  reprisal,  and  make  rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and 
water:  To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of 
of  money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two 
years:  To  provide  and  maintain  a  navy:  To  make  rules 
for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the  land  and  naval 
forces:  To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Militia  to  execute 
the  laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  insurrections  and  repel  inva- 
sions: To  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining 
the  militia  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  may  lie 
emplo3'ed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reser\'ing  to 
the  States  respectively  the  appointment  of  the  officers,  and 
the  aiithoritv  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the  discipline 
prescribed  b^-  Congress:     To  exercise  exclusive  legislation 
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in  all  cases  whatsoever,  over  such  district  (not  exceeding  ten 
miles  square)  as  ma}-,  b}-  cession  of  particular  states,  and 
the  acceptance  of  Congress,  become  the  Seat  of  the  Govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  and  to  exercise  like  authorit}'  over 
all  places  purchased  b}-  the  consent  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  in  which  the  same  shall  be  for  the  erection  of  forts, 
magazines,  arsenals,  dock  j-ards,  and  other  needful  build- 
ings : — And,  To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessarj-  and 
proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and 
all  other  powers  vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  government 
of  the  United  States,  or  in  an}-  department  or  officer  thereof. 
Section  9'".  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as 
any  of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit 
shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty  may  be 
imposed  on  such  importation,  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  for 
each  person.  The  privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Habeas  corpus 
shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or 
invasion  the  public  safet}'  may  require  it.  No  bill  of  Attainder 
or  Ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  passed.  No  capitation  or  other 
direct  tax  shall  be  laid  unless  in  proportion  to  the  census 
or  enumeration  herein  before  directed  to  be  taken.  No  tax 
or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from  an}-  State. 
No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation  of  commerce 
or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  State  over  those  of  another; 
nor  shall  vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  State,  be  obliged  to 
enter,  clear  or  pay  duties  in  another.  No  money  shall  be 
drawn  from  the  Treasury,  but  in  consequence  of  appropria- 
tions made  by  law;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of 
the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall  be 
published  from  time.     No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted 
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b}'  the  United  States:  and  no  person  holding  any  office 
of  profit  or  trnst  nnder  them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of 
the  Congress,  accept  of  any  present,  eniohnnent,  office,  or 
title  of  any  kind  whatever,  from  anj-  king,  prince  or  foreign 
State.  Section  lo"'.  No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty, 
alliance,  or  confederation;  grant  letters  of  Marque  and  re- 
prisal; coin  money;  emit  bills  of  credit;  make  any  thing 
but  gold  and  silver  coin  a  tender  in  pavment  of  debts;  pass 
any  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  impairing 
the  obligation  of  contracts,  or  grant  any  title  of  nobilitv.  Xo 
State  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress  lay  anv 
imposts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  what  may  be 
absolutely  necessary  for  executing  it's  inspection-laws;  and 
the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts  laid  b}^  anj'  State 
on  imports  or  exports  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  Treasurj' 
of  the  United  States;  and  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to 
the  revision  and  control  of  tlie  Congress.  No  State  shall, 
without  the  consent  of  Congress  lay  au}'  of  Tonnage,  keep 
troops  or  Ships  of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any  agree- 
ment or  compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign 
power,  or  engage  in  war  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such 
imminent  danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delaj'. 

Article  2. 

Section  i"'.  The  Executive  Power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Presi- 
dent of  the  U:iited  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his 
office  during  the  term  of  four  years,  and  together  with  the 
\'ice-president  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  fol- 
lows: Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legisla- 
ture thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  Electors  equal  to  the 
whole  number   of   Senators  and    Representatives    to  which 
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the  State  ma}'  be  entitled  in  Congress:  but  no  Senator  or 
Representative,  or  person  holding  an  office  of  trust  or  profit 
under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an  Elector. 
The  Electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States  and  vote 
bv  ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not 
be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And 
they  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for  and 
the  number  of  Votes  for  each ;  which  list  they  shall  sign 
and  certif}'  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the 
Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  in  the  presence 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the 
Certificates  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The  per- 
son having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  presi- 
dent, if  such  number  be  a  majoritj-  of  the  whole  number  of 
Electors  appointed;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have 
such  majority  and  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately  chiise  by  ballot 
one  of  them  for  President;  and  if  no  person  have  a  majorit}', 
then  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list  the  said  House  shall  in 
like  manner  chuse  the  President.  But  in  chusing  the  Presi- 
dent, the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States,  the  representation 
from  each  State  having  one  vote;  a  Quorum  for  this  purpose 
shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two-thirds  of  the 
States,  and  a  majorit}-  of  all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to 
a  choice.  In  ever}'  case,  after  the  choice  of  the  President,  the 
person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the  Electors 
shall  be  the  \'ice-president.  But  if  there  should  remain  two 
or  more  who  have  equal  votes,  the  Senate  shall  chuse  from 
them  by  ballot  the  Vice-president.  The  Congress  may  de- 
termine the  time  of  chusing  the  Electors,  and  the  day  on 
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which  they  shall  ijive  their  votes;  which  day  shall  be  the 
same  throughout  the  United  States.  Xo  person  except  a 
natural  born  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  office  of  President;  neither  shall  any  person  be  eligible 
to  that  office  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty 
five  3-ears,  and  been  fourteen  years  a  resident  within  the 
United  States.  In  case  of  removal  of  the  President  from 
office,  or  of  his  death,  resignation  or  inability  to  discharge 
the  powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  de- 
volve on  the  X'^ice-president,  and  the  Congress  ma}'  by  law 
provide  for  the  case  of  removal,  death,  resignation  or  inabil- 
ity both  of  the  President  and  Vice-president,  declaring  what 
officer  shall  then  act  as  President,  and  such  officer  shall  act 
accordingl}',  until  the  disability  he  remo\cd,  or  a  President 
shall  be  elected.  The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  re- 
ceive for  his  services  a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  be 
encreased  nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected,  and  he  shall  not  receive  within  tliat 
period  another  emolument  from  the  United  States  or  any 
of  them.  Before  he  enter  on  the  execution  of  his  Office,  he 
shall  take  the  following  Oath  or  Affirmation: — "I  do  sol- 
"emnh-  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  execute  the 
"office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  and  will  U>  the 
"best  of  my  ability  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Con- 
"stitution  of  the  United  States."  vSection  2'"'.  The  Presi- 
dent shall  be  commander  in  chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  the 
United  States ;  and  of  the  militia  of  the  several  States,  when 
called  into  the  actual  service  of  the  I'^nited  States;  he  may 
require  the  opinion,  in  writing,  of  the  principal  officer  in  each 
of  the  executive  departments,  upon  any  subject  relating  to 
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the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  he  shall  have  power 
to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for  offences  against  the 
United  States,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment.  He  shall 
have  power,  b}-  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two  thirds  of  the  Senators 
present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  b}-  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint  ambassadors, 
other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  judges  of  the  supreme 
court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  United  States,  whose 
appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for,  and 
which  shall  be  established  by  Law.  But  the  Congress  may 
b}-  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior  officers,  as  they 
think  proper  in  the  President  alone,  in  the  Courts  of  Law,  or 
in  the  heads  of  departments.  The  Presdent  shall  have  power 
to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that  may  happen  during  the  recess  of 
the  Senate,  bj-  granting  Commissions  which  shall  expire  at 
the  end  of  their  next  session.  Section  3''.  He  shall  from 
time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress  information  of  the  state 
of  the  Union  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such 
measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessar}-  and  expedient;  he  ma}', 
on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  both  houses,  or  either 
of  them,  and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  them,  with 
respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he  mav  adjourn  them  to 
such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper;  he  shall  receive  ambas- 
sadors and  other  public  ministers;  he  shall  take  care  that 
the  laws  be  faithfully  executed  and  shall  commission  all  the 
officers  of  the  United  States.  Section  4^''.  The  President, 
\"ice-president  and  all  civil  officers  of  the  United  States 
shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeachment  for,  and  con- 
viction of,  treason,  briber}^,  or  other  high  crimes  and  misde- 
meanors. 
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Article  f. 
Section  i*'.  The  Judicial  power  of  the  I'nited  States,  shall  be 
vested  in  one  Supreme  Court,  and  in  such  inferior  Courts  as 
the  Congress  niu}'  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish. 
The  judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  Court,  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behaviour,  and  shall,  at  stated 
times,  receive  for  their  services,  a  compensation,  which  shall 
not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office.  Sec- 
tion 2'"'.  The  Judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases  in 
law  and  equity,  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors, 
other  public  ministers  and  consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction;  to  controversies  to  which  the 
United  States  shall  be  a  party ;  to  controversies  between  two 
or  more  States,  between  a  State  and  citizens  of  another 
State,  between  citizens  of  different  States,  between  citizens 
of  the  same  State  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different 
States,  and  between  a  State,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  for- 
eign States,  citizens  or  Subjects.  In  all  cases  affecting  am- 
bassadors, other  public  ministers  and  consuls  and  those  in 
which  a  State  shall  be  party  the  supreme  court  shall  have 
original  jurisdiction.  In  all  other  cases  before  mentioned 
the  supreme  court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  both  as  to 
law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Congress  shall  make.  The  trial  of  all  crimes, 
except  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  be  by  Jury;  and  such 
trial  shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said  crimes  shall 
have  been  committed;  but  when  not  committed  within  any 
State,  the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Con- 
gress  ma}-  by  law  have   directed.         Section    3''.     Treason 
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against  the  United  States  shall  consist  onh'  in  levying  War 
against  them  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  them 
aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason 
unless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt 
act,  or  on  confession  in  open  court.  The  Congress  shall 
have  power  to  declare  the  punishment  of  treason,  but  no 
attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or  for- 
feiture, except  during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted. 

Article,  4"'. 

Section  i"".  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State 
to  the  public  acts,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every 
other  State.  And  the  Congress  ma}-  b^-  general  laws  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  such  Acts,  records  and  proceed- 
ings shall  be  proved  and  the  effect  thereof.  Section  2'"^. 
The  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges 
and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  States.  A  person 
charged  in  any  State  with  treason,  felouA-  or  other  crime, 
who  shall  flee  from  Justice  and  be  found  in  another  State, 
shall,  on  demand  of  the  executive  authority  of  the  State  from 
which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  State 
having  Jurisdiction  of  the  crime.  No  person  held  to  service 
or  labor  in  one  State  under  the  laws  thereof,  escaping  into 
another,  shall,  in  consequence  of  anj-  law  or  regulation 
therein,  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor,  but  shall 
be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party,  to  whom  such  service 
or  labor  ma}-  be  due.  Section,  3''.  New  States  ma}-  be 
admitted  b}-  the  Congress  into  this  Union ;  but  no  new  State 
shall  be  formed  or  erected  within  the  Jurisdiction  of  an}^ 
other  State;  nor  au}-  State  be  formed  by  the  junction  of  two 
or  more  States,  or  parts  of    States,  without   the  consent  of 
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the  legislatures  of  the  States  concerned,  as  well  as  of  the 
Congress.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of 
and  make  all  needful  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the 
Territor}'  or  other  jjroperty  i)elonging  to  the  United  States; 
and  nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prejudice  au}-  claims  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  particu- 
lar State.  Section  4"'.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee 
to  every  State  in  this  Union  a  republican  form  of  Govern- 
ment, and  shall  protect  each  of  them  against  invasion;  and 
on  application  of  the  Legislature,  or  of  the  Executi\e  (when 
the  Legislati^•e  cannot  be  convened)  against  domestic  vio- 
lence. 

Article  5"'. 

The  Congress,  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  Houses  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  shall  propose  amendments  to  this  Consti- 
tution, or,  on  the  application  of  the  legislatures  of  two  thirds 
of  the  several  States  shall  call  a  Convention  for  proposing 
Amendments,  which,  in  either  case  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  Constitution,  when  ratified  by 
the  Legislatures  of  three  ft)urths  of  the  several  States,  or  by 
Conventions  in  three  fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other 
mode  of  ratification  nui}-  be  proposed  by  the  Congress:  Pro- 
vided that  no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to  the 
year  one  thousand  eiglit  hundred  and  eight  sliall  in  any 
manner  aflfect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  Section 
of  the  first  article;  and  that  no  State,  without  it's  consent, 
shall  be  deprived  of  it's  equal  suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

Article  6'". 

All  debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into,  before 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall  be  as  valid  against  the 
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United  States  under  this  Constitution  as  under  the  Confeder- 
ation. This  Constitution,  and  the  Laws  of  the  United  States 
which  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  all  treaties 
made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land;  and 
the  Judges  in  ever}'  State  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any  thing 
in  the  Constitution  or  laws  of  any  State  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. The  Senators  and  Representatives  before 
mentioned,  and  the  Members  of  the  several  State-legisla- 
tures, and  all  executive  and  judicial  oflScers,  both  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  several  States,  shall  be  bound 
by  oath  or  afifirmation,  to  support  this  Constitution;  but  no 
religious  test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  any 
office  or  public  trust  under  the  United  States. 

Article  f^. 

The  ratiiication  of  the  Convention  of  nine  States  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  this  Constitution  between 
the  States  so  ratifying  the  same.

an  Act  accordingl}-,  which  couuuittee  on  the  second  instant 
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was  discharsjed,  it  appeariuo-  that  nine  states  had  adopted 
the  constitntion  of  tlie  United  States  lately  submitted  to 
Conventions  of  the  people.  And  whereas  a  new  Confederacy 
is  formed  anioni^r  tlie  ratifyinij  States  &  there  is  reason  to 
believe  that  the  State  of  \'iryinia  including  the  said  district 
did  on  the  25  of  June  last  licconie  a  member  of  the  said  Con- 
federacy: And  Whereas  an  Act  of  Congress,  in  the  present 
state  of  the  government  of  the  ccmntrv,  severing  a  part  of

Whereupon  Congress  on  the  28"'  of  the  same  September  did 
Resolve  Unanimously,  that  the  said  Report,  with  the  Resolu- 
tions and  letter  accompanying  the  same,  be  transmitted  to 
the  several  Legislatures  in  order  to  be  submitted  to  a  conven- 
tion of  Delegates  chosen  in  each  state,  by  the  People  thereof, 
in  conformity  to  the  Resolves  of  the  Convention  made  and 
provided  in  that  case".  And  whereas  the  states  of  N.  Hamp- 
shire, Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  N.  Jersey,  Pensylvania, 
Deleware,  Maryland,  South  Carolina  and  Georgia,  lia\-e  duly 
Ratified  the  aforesaid  Constitution,  as  appears  by  the  several

'"J  We  the  people  of  the  United  States,  in  Order  to  form  a 
i-  more  perfect  Union,  establish  Justice,  insure  domestic  Tran- 
quilit}',  provide  for  the  common  Defence,  promote  the  general 
Wellfare  and  secure  the  Blessings  of  Liberty  to  ourselves 
and  our  Posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution 
for  the  United  States  of  America. 

Artich-  I. 

Scd.  1.  All  Legislative  Powers  herein  granted  shall  be 
vested  in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  con- 
sist of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 
Sect.  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed  of 
Members  chosen  every  second  year  by  the  People  of  the  sev- 
eral States,  and  the  Electors  in  each  State  shall  have  the 
Qualifications  requisite  for  Electors  of  the  most  numerous 
Branch  of  the  State  Legislature. 

No  Person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  Age  of  Twenty  five  years,  and  been  seven 
years  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not  when 
elected  be  an  Inhabitant  of  that  State  in  which  lie  shall  be 
chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  Taxes  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  States  which  may  be  included  within  this 
Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons, 
includine  those  bound  to  Service  for  a  term  of  vears,  and 
excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three-fifths  of  all  other  Persons. 
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The  actual  enumeration  sliall  be  made  witliin  three  years 
after  tlic  first  Meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States, 
and  witliin  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such 
Manner  us  they  shall  b_v  Law  direct.  The  number  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall  not  exceed  one  for  ever}-  thirty  thousand,  but 
each  State  shall  have  at  least  one  Representative;  and  until 
such  enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
shall  be  entitled  to  chuse  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five. 
New  York  six,  New  Jersey  four,  Pennsylvania  eight,  Dela- 
ware one,  Maryland  six,  \'irginia  ten,  North  Carolina  five, 
South   Carolina  five,  and  Georgia  three. 

\\'hen  \'acancies  happen  in  the  Representation  from  any 
State,  the  Executi\e  Authority  thereof  shall  issue  Writs  of 
Election  to  fill  such  \^acancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker 
and  other  Officers;  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of 
Impeachment. 

Srci.  J.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  com- 
posed of  two  Senators  from  each  State,  chosen  by  the  Legis- 
lature thereof  for  six  3'ears;  and  each  Senator  shall  have 
one  \'ote. 

Immediatel}'  after  the-s'  shall  be  assembled  in  consecjuence 
of  the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  may 
be  into  three  Classes.  The  Seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first 
Class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year, 
of  the  second  Class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year, 
and  of  the  third  Class  at  the  expiration  ui  the  sixth  year,  .so 
that  one-third  nui\-  be  chosen  ever}-  second  year;  and  if 
Vacancies  happen  b}-  Resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the 
recess  of  the  Legislature  of  any  State,  the  Executive  thereof 
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may  make  temporan-  Appointments  until  the  next  Meeting 
of  the  Legislature,  which  shall  then  fill   snch  Vacancies. 

Xo  Person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  Age  of  thirty  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  Citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not,  when  Elected,  be  an 
Inhabitant  of  that  State  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. — The 
A^ice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  President  of 
the  Senate,  but  shall  haye  no  yote,  unless  they  be  equally 
diyided. 

The  Senate  shall  cliuse  their  other  Officers,  and  also  a 
President  pro  tempore^  in  the  Absence  of  the  A'ice  President, 
or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  Office  of  President  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  haye  the  sole  power  to  tr}-  all  Impeach- 
ments. When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  Oath 
or  Affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is 
tried,  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside:  And  no  Person  shall 
be  conyicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
]\I embers  present. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not  extend  fur- 
ther than  to  removal  from  Office,  and  disqualification  to  hold 
and  enjoy  any  Office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the 
United  States;  but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be 
liable  and  subject  to  Indictment,  Trial,  Judgment  and 
Punishment,  according  to  Law. 

Sect.  y.  The  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  Elections 
for  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each 
State  by  the  Legislature  thereof:  but  the  Congress  ma}-  at 
any  time  by  Law  make  or  alter  such  Regulations,  except  as 
to  the  places  of  chusing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year, 
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and  such  Meeting,  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  in  December, 
unless  they  shall  by  Law  appoint  a  different  da  v. 
SrcL  5.  Each  House  shall  be  the  Judge  of  the  Elections, 
Returns  and  qualifications  of  its  oww  Members,  and  a  Ma- 
jority of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  Business;  Init 
a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  ma\-  be 
authorised  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  Members,  in 
such  manner,  and  under  such  Penalties  as  each  House  may 
provide. 

Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
punish  its  ^Members  for  disorderl\-  Behaviour;  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  Member. 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
from  time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as 
mav  in  their  Judgment  require  secrecy;  and  the  yeas  and 
na3-s  of  the  Members  of  either  House  on  any  question  shall, 
at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the 
Journal. 

Neither  House,  during  the  Session  of  Congress,  shall 
withoiit  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
davs,  nor  to  anv  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two 
Houses  shall  be  Sitting. 

Sect.  C>.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  receive  a 
compensation  for  their  vSer\ices,  to  be  ascertained  bv  Law, 
and  paid  out  of  the  Treasury  i>f  the  United  States.  They 
shall  in  all  ca.ses,  except  Treason,  Felony  and  breach  of  the 
Peace,  be  privileged  from  .\rrest  during  their  attendance  at 
the  Session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any  Speech  or  Debate 
in  either  House,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other 
place. 
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No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time 
for  which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  Office 
under  the  Authorit}-  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have 
been  created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been 
encreased  during  such  time;  and  no  Person  holding  any 
Office  under  the  I'uited  States,  shall  be  a  Member  of  either 
House  during  his  continuance  in  Office. 

Sect.  J.  All  Bills  for  raising  Revenue  shall  Originate  in  the 
House  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  may  propose  or 
concur  with  Amendments  as  on  other  Bills. 

Ever\-  Bill  which  shall  ha^•e  passed  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  become  a  Law,  be 
presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States ;  if  he  approve 
he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  Objec- 
tions to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  ha\-e  Originated,  who 
shall  enter  the  Objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds 
of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  Bill,  it  shall  be  sent, 
together  with  the  Objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it 
shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  h\  two-thirds  of 
that  house,  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all  such  cases  the 
votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  3-eas  and  na3's,  and 
the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  Bill  shall 
be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  house  respectivelv.

Bill  shall  be  returned  by  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sun- 
days excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the 
same  shall  be  a  Law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it, 
unless  the  Congress  by  their  i\djournment  prevent  its  re- 
turn, in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  Law. 

Ever}'  Order,  Resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be 
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necessary  (except  on  a  question  of  Acljournment)  shall  be 
presented  to  the  President  of  tlie  United  States;  and  before 
the  same  shall  take  eflfect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or, 
being  disapproved  by  liim,  shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  according  to  the 
rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  Bill. 
Srd.  <S\  The  Congress  shall  have  Power 

To  la\-  and  collect  Taxes,  Duties,  Imposts  and  Excises, 
to  pay  the  Debts  and  pnnide  for  the  common  defence 
and  general  welfare  of  the  United  States;  but  all  Duties 
Imposts  and  Excises  shall  l)e  uniform  throughout  the  United 
States : 

To  borrow  Money  on  the  Credit  of  the  United  States: 

To  regulate  Commerce  with  foreign  Nations,  and  among 
the  several  States,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes: 

To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  Naturalization,  and  uni- 
form Laws  on  tlie  subject  of  Bankruptcies  throughout  the 
United  States: 

To  coin  Money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign 
coin,  and  fix  the'  standard  of  Weights  and  Measures: 

To  provide  for  the  ijunislnncnt  of  Counterfeiting  the 
Securities  and  current  coin  of  the  United  States: 

To  establish  Post  Offices  and  Post-Roads : 

To  promote  the  progress  of  Science  and  useful  Arts,  b\' 
securing  for  limited  times  to  Authors  and  Inventors  the 
exclusive  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries: 

To  constitute  Tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court: 

To  define  and  punish  Piracies  and  Felonies  committed  on 
the  High  Seas,  and  Oflfences  against  the  Law  of  Nations: 

To  declare  War,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and 
make  rules  concerning  Captures  on  Land  and  Water: 
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To  raise  and  support  Armies,  but  no  appropriation  of 
Money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years : 

To  proyide  and  maintain  a  Nayy: — To  make  rules  for 
the  go\ernnient  and  regulation  of  the  Land  and  Nayal 
forces : 

To  provide  for  calling  forth  the  Alilitia  to  execute  the 
Laws  of  the  Union,  suppress  Insurrections  and  repel  In\-a- 
sions: 

To  provide  for  Organizing,  Arming,  and  Disciplining  the 
Alilitia,  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  ma\-  be 
emploj-ed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving 
to  the  States  respectiveh',  the  appointment  of  the  Officers, 
and  the  Authority  of  training  the  Militia  according  to  the 
Discipline  prescribed  by  Congress: 

To  exercise  exclusive  Legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever, 
over  such  district  (not  exceeding  ten  Miles  square)  as  may, 
by  cession  of  particular  States,  and  the  i\cceptance  of  Con- 
gress, become  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  exercise  like  authority  over  all  places  pur-

Ariklc.  II. 

Sect.  I.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President 
of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  Office 
during  the  term  of  four  years,  and,  together  with  the  \'ice- 
President,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows : — 
Kach  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature 
thereof  may  direct,  a  number  of  Electors,  equal  to  the  whole 
number  of  Senators  and  Representati\-es  to  which  the  State 
may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress:  but  no  Senator  or  Repre- 
sentative, or  person  holding  an  Office  of  Trust  or  Profit 
under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an  Elector. 

The  Electors  shall   meet  in  their  respective  States,  and 
vote    by    ballot    for    two    persons,    ["one"    stricken    out]    of 

one 

whom  at  least  shall  not  be  an  Inhabitant  of  the  same  State 
with  themselves.  And  they  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  per- 
sons \-oted  for,  and  of  the  number  of  ^•otes  for  each ;  which 
list  they  shall  sign  and  certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the 
seat  of  the  government  of  tlie  United  States,  directed  to  the 
President  of  the  Senate.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall, 
in   the   presence   of  the   Senate   and   House  of    Representa- 
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tives,  open  all  the  Certificates,  and  the  votes  shall  then  be 
counted.  The  person  havinj^r  the  greatest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  the  President,  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  Electors  appointed;  and  if  there  be  more 
than  one  who  have  such  Majority,  and  have  an  equal  number 
of  votes,  then  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  imme- 
diately chuse  by  ballot  one  of  them  for  President;  and  if  no 
person  have  a  Majority,  then  from  the  five  highest  on  the 
list  the  said  House  shall  in  like  manner  chuse  the  President. 
But  in  chusing  the  President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by 
States,  the  representation  from  each  State  having  one  vote; 
a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or 
members  from  two-thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  Majorit)*  of 
all  the  States  shall  be  necessary  to  a  choice.  In  every  case, 
after  the  choice  of  the  President,  the  person  having  the 
greatest  number  of  \-otes  of  the  Electors  shall  be  the  \'ice- 
President.  But  if  there  should  remain  two  or  more  who 
have  equal  votes,  the  Senate  shall  chuse  from  them  bv  ballot 
the  Mce-President. 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  chusing  the 
Electors,  and  the  day  on  which  they  shall  give  their  votes; 
which  day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  I'nited  States. 

No  person  except  a  natural  born  Citizen,  or  a  Citizen  of 
the  United  vStates,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Consti- 
tution, shall  be  eligible  to  the  Oilice  of  President;  neither 
shall  anv  person  be  eligible  to  that  Office  who  shall  not 
have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-five  years,  and  been  four- 
teen  years  a  resident  within   the   I'nited  States. 

In  case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  Office,  or 
of  his  death,  resignation  or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers 
and   duties   <.f   the    said    Office,   the   same   shall    devolve    on 
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the  A'ice-President ;  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide 
for  the  case  of  remowil,  death,  resignation  or  inability,  both 
of  the  President  and  \'ice-President,  declaring  what  Officer 
shall  then  Act  as  President;  and  snch  Officer  shall  act 
accordingly,  nntil  the  disabilit}-  be  remoyed,  or  a  President 
shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  sery- 

shall 

ices,  a  Compensation,  which  neither  be  encreased  nor  dimin- 
ished dnring  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected ; 
and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  period  any  other  emoln- 
ment  from  the  United  States,  or  an}-  of  them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  execntion  of  his  Office,  he  shall 
take  the  following  Oath  or  Affirmation: — "I  do  solemnly 
"Swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfull}-  execnte  the  Office 
"of  President  of  the  United  States,  and  will  to  the  best  of 
"  my  ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the  Constitntion 
"of  the  United  States." 

Sec/.  2.  The  President  shall  be  Commander  in  Chief  of 
the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  Militia 
of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actnal  Service  of 
the  I'nited  States;  he  may  require  the  Opinion,  in  \\'riting, 
of  the  principal  Officer  in  each  of  the  executive  Departments, 
upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective 
Offices,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and 
pardons  for  Offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in 
cases  of  Impeachment. — 

He  shall  have  power,  by  and  with  the  Ad\-ice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate,  to  make  Treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the 
Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  by  and 
with  the  Advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint 
Ambassadors,  other  public  Ministers  and  Consuls,  Judges  of 
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the  Supreme  Court,  aud  all  other  Officers  of  the  United 
States,  whose  appoiutuients  are  not  hcreiu  otherwise  pro 
vided  for,  aud  which  shall  he  established  by  Law.  But  the 
Congress  may  by  Law  vest  the  Appointment  of  such  inferior 
Officers,  as  they  think  proper  in  the  President  alone,  in  the 
Courts  of  Law,  or  in  the  heads  of  Departments. 

The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies 
that  may  happen  durintr  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  grant- 
ing Commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next 
Session. 

Sfcf.  J.  He  shall  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  Congress 
information  of  the  state  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary 
and  expedient;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene 
both  Houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  case  of  disagreement 
between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  Adjournment,  he 
mav  Adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper; 
he  shall  receive  .\mbassadors  and  other  public  Ministers; 
he  shall  take  care  that  the  Laws  be  faithfullv  executed,  and 
shall  C')mmission  all  the  officers  of  the  I'nited  States. 
Srct.  -/.  The  President,  \"ice-Presideut  and  all  civil  Officers 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  removed  from  Office  on  im- 
peachment for,  and  Conxiction  of  Treason,  Bribery,  or  other 
high  Crimes  and  Misdemeanors. 

Ar/hh:  in. 

Srct.  I.  The  Judicial  Power  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
vested  in  one  vSupreme  Court,  and  in  such  Inferior  Courts 
as  the  Congress  mav  from  time  to  time,  ordain  and  estal> 
lish.  The  Judges  both  of  the  vSupreme  and  Inferior  Court, 
shall  hold   their  Offices  during    good  behaviour,  and  shall,

at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  Sen-ices,  a  Compensation 
whicli  shall  not  be  diminished  dnring  their  continuance  in 
Office. 

Src/.  2.  The  Judicial  Power  shall  extend  to  all  Cases,  in  law 
and  equity,  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  Laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  Treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  authority;  to  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors, 
other  Public  Ministers  and  Consuls;  to  all  Cases  of  Admi- 
ralty and  Maritime  Jurisdiction;  to  Controversies  to  which 
the  United  States  shall  be  a  party ;  to  Controversies  between 
two  or  more  States,  between  a  State  and  Citizens  of  another 
State,  between  Citizens  of  different  States,  between  Citizens 
of  the  same  State  claiming  Lands  under  Grants  of  different 
States,  and  between  a  State,  or  the  Citizens  thereof,  and 
foreign  States,  Citizens  or  Subjects. 

In  all  Cases  affecting  Ambassadors,  other  Public  Minis- 
ters and  Consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  State  shall  be  party, 
the  Supreme  Coiirt  shall  have  Original  Jurisdiction.  In  all 
the  other  Cases  before  mentioned  the  Supreme  Court  shall 
have  Appellate  Jurisdiction,  both  as  to  Law  and  fact,  with 
such  exceptions,  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Congress 
shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  Crimes,  except  in  cases  of  Impeachment, 
shall  Vjc  by  Jury;  and  such  Trial  shall  be  held  in  the  vState 
where  the  said  Crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but 
when  not  committed  within  anv  State,  the  Trial  shall  be 
at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may  by  Law  ha\-e 
directed. 

Sect.  J.  Treason  against  the  Ihiited  States,  shall  consist 
only  in  levying  War  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their 
Bnemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort.     No  person  shall  be 
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convicted  of  Treason,  unless  on  the  Testimony  of  two  Wit- 
nesses to  the  same  overt  Act,  or  on  confession  in  open 
Court. 

The  Congress  shall  liave  power  to  declare  the  ])uuish- 
mcnt  of  Treason,  but  no  Attainder  of  Treason  sliall  work 
Corruption  of  Blood,  or  forfeiture,  except  duriui;-  the  Life  of 
the  person  attainted. 

Artiiir.   /]\ 
Sect.  I. 

Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to 
the  Public  Acts,  Records  and  Judicial  Proceedings  of  every 
other  State.  And  the  Congress  nuiy  by  general  Laws 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  such  Acts,  Records  and 
Proceedings  shall  be  proved,  and  the  effect  thereof. 
Scii.  2.  The  Citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to 
all  privileges  and  immunities  of  Citizens  in  the  several 
States. 

A  person  charged  in  any  State  with  Treason,  F'clony,  or 
other  crime,  who  shall  flee  froui  Justice,  and  be  found  in 
another  State,  shall,  on  demand  of  tlie  Executive  .Vuthoritv 
of  the  State  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be 
removed  to  the  State  having  Jurisdiction  of  the  Crime. 

No  Person  held  to  service  or  labour  in  one  State  under 
the  Laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  conse- 
quence of  auv  Law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged 
from  such  Service  or  Labour,  but  shall  l)e  delivered  up  on 
claim  of  the  partv  to  whom  such  Service  or  Labour  may 
be  due. 

Sect.  7.  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Congress  into 
this  Union;  but  no  new  v'^tate  shall  be  formed  or  erected 
with'n  the  Jurisdiction  of  any  other  State;   nor  any  State  be 
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formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or  parts  of 
States,  ^vithout  the  consent  of  the  Legislatures  of  the  States 
concerned,  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make 
all  needful  rules  and  regulations,  respecting  the  Territory 
or  other  property  belonging  to  the  United  States;  and 
nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
prejudice  any  Claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  an}'  par- 
ticular State. 

Srcf.  7.  The  United  States  ohall  guarantee  to  ever}-  State 
in  this  Union  a  Republican  form  of  Go\'ernment,  and  shall 
protect  each  of  them  against  invasion ;  and  on  application  of 
the  Legislature,  or  of  the  Execiitive  (when  the  Legislature 
cannot  be  convened)  against  Domestic  violence.

The  Congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  Houses  shall 
deem  it  necessar_v,  shall  propose  Amendments  to  this  Con- 
stitutitni,  or,  on  the  application  of  the  Legislatures  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  several  States,  shall  call  a  Convention  for 
proposing  Amendments,  which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid 
to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  Constitution,  when 
ratified  b\-  tlie  Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several 
States,  or  bv  Conventions  in  three-fourths  thereof,  as  the  one 
or  the  other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the 
Congress:  Provided,  that  no  Amendment  which  ma}-  be 
made  prior  to  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eight  shall  in  any  manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  Clauses 
in  the  ninth  Section  of  the  first  Article;  and  that  no  State 
without  its  consent,  shall  be  deprived  of  its  equal  suffrage 
in  the  Senate.

All  Debts  contracted  and  Engagements  entered  into, 
before  the  Adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  as  valid 
against  the  United  States  under  this  Constitution,  as  under 
the  Confederation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  Laws  of  the  United  vStates 
which  shall  be  niadc  in  i)ursuancc  thereof;  and  all  Treaties 
made,  or  which  shall  be  made  under  the  Authorit\-  of  the 
United  States,  shall  be  the  Supreme  Law  of  the  Land;  and 
tiie  Judges  in  every  State  shall  be  bound  iherebv,  anv  thing 
in  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  anv  State  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding. 

The  Senators  and  Representatives  beforementioned,  and 
the  members  of  the  several  State  Legislatures,  and  all  execu- 
tive and  judicial  Officers,  both  of  the  United  States  and  of 
the  several  States,  shall  be  bound  by  Oath  or  Affirmation  to 
support  this  Constitution  ;  but  no  Religious  test  shall  ever 
be  required  as  a  qualification  to  au}-  Office  or  public  trust 
under  the  United  States. 

Article.  VIL 

The  Ratification  of  the  Conventions  of  nine  States,  shall 
be  sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  this  Constitution  between 
the  States  .so  ratifying  the  same.

We  the  Delegates  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  New 
York,  duly  elected  and  Met  in  Convention,  having  maturely 
considered  the  Constitution  for  the  United  States  of  America, 
agreed  to  on  the  seventeenth  da}-  of  September,  iii  the  year 
One  tlK)usand  Se\en  hundred  and  Eighty  seven,  by  the  Con- 
vention then  assembled  at  Philadelphia  in  the  Common-wealth 
of  Pennsylvania  (a  Copy  whereof  precedes  these  presents)  and 
having  also  seriously  and  deliberately  considered  the  present 
situation  of  the  United  States,  Do  declare  and  make  known. 
That  all  Power  is  originallj'  vested  in  and  consequently 
derived  from  the  People,  and  that  Government  is  instituted 
by  them  for  their  common  Interest  Protection  and  SecuritA'. 

That  the  enjoyment  of  Life,  Liberty  and  the  pursuit  of 
Happiness  are  essential  rights  which  every  Government 
ought  to  respect  and  preserve. 

That  the  Powers  of  Government  ma\-  be  reassumed  by  the 
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People,  wlieiisoever  it  shiill  become  necessary  to  their  Hap- 
piness; that  every  Power,  Jurisdiction  and  right,  which  is  not 
by  the  said  Constitntion  clearly  delegated  to  the  Congress  of 
the  United  vStates,  or  the  departments  of  the  Government 
thereof,  remains  to  the  People  of  the  several  States,  or  to 
their  respective  vState  Governments  to  whom  thev  may  have 
granted  the  same;  And  that  those  Clauses  in  the  said  Con- 
stitution, which  declare,  that  Congress  shall  not  have  or 
exercise  certain  Powers,  do  not  implv  that  Congress  is  entitled 
to  any  Powers  not  given  by  the  said  Constitution;  but  such 
Clauses  are  to  be  construed  either  as  exceptions  to  certain 
specified  Powers,  or  as  inserted  merely  for  greater  Caution. 

That  the  People  have  an  equal,  natural  and  unalienable 
right,  freely  and  peaceably  to  Exercise  their  Religion  accord- 
ing to  the  dictates  of  Conscience,  and  that  no  Religions  Sect 
or  Societ}'  ought  to  be  favoured  or  established  b\-  Law  in 
preference  of  others. 

That  the  People  have  a  right  to  keep  and  bear  Arms; 
that  a  well  regulated  Militia,  including  the  bodv  of  the  People 
capable  o/  hfarii/o  .Ini/s,  is  tlie  proper,  natural  and  safe 
defence  of  a  free  State; 

That  the  Militia  should  not  be  subject  to  Martial  Law 
except   in   time  of  War,  Rebellion   or   Insurrection. 

That  standing  .\nnics  in  liuie  of  Peace  are  dangerous  to 
Libert V,  and  ought  not  to  be  kept  up,  e.xcept  in  Cases  of 
necessity;  and  that  at  all  times,  the  Military  should  be  under 
strict  Subordination   to  the  civil   Power. 

That  in  time  of  Peace  no  Soldier  ought  to  be  quartered 
in  anv  House  without  the  consent  of  the  Owner,  and  in  time 
of  War  onlv  bv  the  Civil  Magistrate  in  such  manner  as  the 
Laws  nia\-  direct. 
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That  no  Person  ought  to  be  taken  imprisoned,  or  disseised 
of  his  freehold,  or  be  exiled  or  deprived  of  his  Privileges, 
Franchises,  Life,  Libert}^  or  Property  but  by  due  process  of 
Law. 

That  :io  Person  ought  to  be  put  twice  in  Jeopard^•  of  Life 
or  Limb  for  one  and  the  same  Offence,  nor,  unless  in  case 
of  impeachment,  be  punished  more  than  once  for  the  same 
Offence. 

That  e\-ery  Person  restrained  of  his  Liberty  is  entitled  to 
an  encjuirv  into  the  lawfulness  of  such  restraint,  and  to  a 
removal  thereof  if  unlawful,  and  that  such  enquiry  and 
removal  ought  not  to  be  denied  or  delayed,  except  when  on 
account  of  Public  Danger  the  Congress  shall  suspend,  the 
privilege  of  the  Writ  of  Habeas  Corpus. 

That  excessive  Bail  ought  not  to  be  required;  nor  exces- 
sive Fines  imposed;  nor  Cruel  or  unusual  Punishments 
inflicted. 

That  (except  in  the  Government  of  the  Land  and  Xaval 

Forces,  and  of  the  Militia  when  in  actual  Service,  and  in  cases 

of  Impeachment)  a  Presentment  or  Indictment   b\-  a  Grand 

Jur\-  ought  to  be  observed  as  a  necessary  preliminary  to  the 

trial  of  all  Crimes  cognizable  by  the  Judiciary  of  the  United 

States,  and  such  Trial  should  be  speedy,  public,  and  by  an 

I 
impartial  Jury  of  the  Count\-  where  the  Crime  was  committed; 

and  that  no  person  can  be  found  Guilty  without  the  unani- 
mous consent  of  such  Jury.  But  in  cases  of  Crimes  not 
committed  within  any  County  of  any  of  the  United  States, 
and  in  Cases  of  Crimes  committed  within  any  County  in  which 
a  general  Insurrection  may  prevail,  or  which  may  be  in  the 
possession  of  a  foreign  Enemy,  the  enquiry  and  trial  may  be 

liie 

in   such   Count\-  as    Congress  shall   b}-  Law  direct;  which 
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Couuly  in  the  two  Cases  last  mentioned  should  be  as  near 
as  convL-niently  may  be  to  that  County  in  w  liich  tlie  Crime 
may  have  been  committed.  And  lliut  in  all  Criminal  Prose- 
cutions, the  Acciised  oui;lit  to  be  informed  of  the  cause  and 
nature  of  his  Accusation,  to  be  confronted  with  his  accusers 
and  the  Witnesses  against  him,  to  have  the  means  of  pro- 
ducing his  Witnesses,  and  the  assistance  of  Council  for  his 
defense,  and  should  not  be  compelled  to  give  Bvidence 
against  himself. 

That  the  trial  by  Jury  in  the  extent  that  it  obtains  l)y  the 
Common  Law  of  England  is  one  of  the  greatest  securities  to 
the  rights  of  a  free  People,  and  ought  to  remain  inviolate. 

That  every  Freeman  has  a  right  to  be  secure  from  all 
unreasonable  searches  and  seizures  of  liis  person  his  papers 
or  his  property,  and  therefore,  that  all  Warrants  to  search 
suspected  places  or  seize  anj'  Freeman  his  papers  or  property, 
without  information  iipon  Oath  or  Affirmation  of  sufficient 
cause,  are  grievous  and  oppressive;  and  that  all  general 
Warrants  (or  such  in  wliich  the  place  or  person  suspected 
are  not  particularly  designated)  are  dangerous  and  ought  not 
to  be  granted. 

That  the  People  have  a  right  peaceably  to  assemble 
together  to  consult  for  their  common  good,  or  to  instruct 
their  Representatives;  and  that  every  person  has  a  right 
to  Petition  or  apply  to  the  Legislature  for  redress  of  Griev- 
ances.    That   the  Freedom  of  the   Press  ought   not  to  be 

violated  or  restrained. 

That  there  should  be  once  in  four  years  an  Election  of  the 

President  and  Vice  President,  so  tliat  no  Officer  who  may  be 

appointed  by  the  Congress  to  act  as  President  in  case  of  the 

removal,  death,  resignation  or  inability  of  the  President  and 
2  .\i' 13 
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A'ice  President  can  in  anj'  case  continue  to  act  be3'ond  the 
termination  of  the  period  for  which  the  last  President  and 
A^ice  President  were  elected. 

That  nothing  contained  in  the  said  Constitution  is  to 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  Legislature  of  any  State  from 
passing  Laws  at  its  discretion  from  time  to  time  to  divide 
such  State  into  convenient  Districts,  and  to  apportion  its 
Representatives  to  and  amongst  such  Districts. 

That  the  Prohibition  contained  in  the  said  Constitution 
against  c.v  post  facto  Laws,  extends  only  to  Laws  concerning 
Crimes. 

That  all  Appeals  in  Causes  determineable  according  to 
the  course  of  the  common  Law,  oiight  to  be  b}-  Writ  of 
Error  and  not  otherwise. 

That  the  Judicial  Power  of  the  L^nited  States  in  cases  in 
which  a  State  may  be  a  part}',  does  not  extend  to  criminal 
Prosecutions,  or  to  authorize  -Awy  Suit  by  anj'  Person  against 
a  vState. 

That  the  Judicial  Power  of  the  United  States  as  to 
Controversies  between  Citizens  of  the  same  State  claiming 
Lands  under  Grants  of  different  States  is  not  to  be  construed 
to  extend  to  any  other  Controversies  between  them  except 
those  which  relate  to  such  Lands,  so  claimed  under  Grants 
of  different  States. 

That  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  au}-  other  Court  to  be  instituted  by  the  Congress, 
is  not  in  any  case  to  be  encreased  enlarged  or  extended  by 
any  Fiction  Collusion  or  mere  suggestion; — And  That  no 
Treaty  is  to  be  construed  .so  to  operate  as  to  alter  the  Con- 
stitution of  any  State. 

I'nder  these  impressions   and  declaring  that   the   rights 
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aforesaid  cannot  be  abridged  or  violated,  and  that  the  Expla- 
nations aforesaid  are  consistent  with  the  said  Constitution, 
And  in  confidence  that  the  Amendments  which  shall  have 
been  proposed  to  the  said  Constitution  will  recei\-e  an  early 
and  mature  Consideration:  We  the  said  Delegates,  in  the 
Name  and  in  the  behalf  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  New 
York  Do  by  these  presents  Assent  to  and  Ratifj-  the  said 
Constitution.  In  full  Confidence  nevertheless  that  until  a 
Convention  shall  be  called  and  convened  for  proposing 
Amendments  to  the  said  Constitution,  the  Militia  of  this  State 
will  not  be  continued  in  Service  out  of  this  State  for  a  longer 
term  than  six  weeks  without  the  Consent  of  the  Legislature 
thereof; — that  the  Congress  will  not  make  or  alter  an\-  Regu- 
lation in  this  State  respecting  the  times  places  and  manner  of 
holding  Elections  for  Senators  or  Representatives  unless  the 
Legislature  of  this  State  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  Laws 
or  regulations  for  the  purpose,  or  from  any  circumstance  be 
incapable  of  making  the  same,  and  that  in  those  cases  such 
power  will  onh'  be  exercised  until  the  Legislature  of  this  State 
shall  make  provision  in  the  Premises; — that  no  Excise  will  be 
imposed  on  any  Article  of  the  Growth  production  or  Manufac- 
ture of  the  United  States,  or  anv  of  them  within  this  State, 
Ardent  Spirits  excepted;  And  that  Congress  will  not  lay 
direct  Taxes  within  this  State,  but  when  the  Monies  arising 
from  the  Impost  and  Excise  shall  be  insufficient  for  the  public 
Exigencies,  nor  then,  until  Congress  shall  first  have  made  a 
Requisition    upon    this    State    to   assess   levy   and   pay  the 

tnadc 

Amount  of  such  Requisition .  agreably  to  the  Census  fixed  in 
the  said  Constitution  in  such  way  and  manner  as  the  Legis- 
lature of  this  State  shall  judge  best,  but  tliat  in  such  case,  if 
the  State  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  its  proportion  pursuant 
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to  such  Requisition,  then  the  Congress  may  assess  and  levy 
this  States  proportion  together  with  Interest  at  the  Rate  of 
six  per  Centum  per  Annum  from  the  time  at  which  the 
same  was  required  to  be  paid.

That  there  shall  be  one  Representative  for  everv  thirty 
thousand  Inhabitants,  according  to  the  enumeration  or  Census 
mentioned  in  the  Constitution,  until  the  whole  number  of 
Representatives  amounts  to  two  hundred;  after  which  that 

number  shall  be  continued  or  eucrea.sed  but  not  diminished, 

tilt- 
as  Congress  shall  direct,  and  according  to  such  ratio  as  Con- 
gress shall   fix,  in   conformit}-  to  the  rule  prescribed  for  the 
Apportionment  of  Representatives  and  direct  Taxes. 

That   the   Congress   do   not   impose    any   Excise  on   any 
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Article   (except   Ardent   Spirits)   of   the   Growth    Production 
or  Manufacture  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them. 

That  Congress  do  not  lay  direct  Taxes  but  when  the 
Monies  arising  from  the  Impost  and  Excise  shall  be  insufifi- 
cient  for  the  Public  Exigencies,  nor  then  until  Congress  shall 
first  have  made  a  Requisition  upon  the  States  to  assess  levy 
and  pa}-  their  respective  proportions  of  such  Requisition, 
agreably  to  tlic  Census  fixed  in  the  said  Constitution,  in  such 
way  and  manner  as  the  Legislatures  of  the  respective  States 
shall  judge  best;  and  in  such  Case,  if  any  State  shall  neglect 
or  refuse  to  pa}-  its  proportion  pursuant  to  sucli  Requisi- 
tion, then  Congress  ma}-  assess  and  levy  such  States  pro- 
portion, together  witli  Interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  Centum 
per  Annum,  from  the  time  of  Payment  prescribed  in  such 
Requisition.

That  Congress  shall  not  make  or  alter  any  Regulation  in 
any  State  respecting  the  times  places  and  manner  of  holding 
Elections  for  Senators  or  Representatives,  unless  the  Legis- 
lature of  such  State  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  Laws  or 
Regulations  for  the  purpose,  or  from  any  circumstance  he 
incapable  of  making  the  same;  and  then  only  until  the  Leg- 
islature of  such  State  shall  make  provision  in  the  premises; 
provided  that  Congress  ma}-  prescribe  the  time  for  the  Elec- 
tion of  Representatives. 

That  no  Persons  except  natural  born  Citizens,  or  such  as 
were  Citizens  on  or  before  the  fourth  day  of  Jul}-  one  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  and  seventy  six,  or  such  as  held  Com- 
missions under  the  United  States  during  the  War,  and  have 
at  any  time  since  the  fourth  day  of  July  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  sevenlv  six  become  Citizens  of  one  or  other  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  shall   be  Freeholders,  shall  be 


eligible  to  the  Places  of  President,  Vice  President,  or  Mem- 
bers of  either  Honse  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States.

That  Congress  do  not  grant  Monopolies  or  erect  any 
Conipan}^  with  exclusive  Advantages  of  Commerce. 

That  no  standing  Army  or  regular  Troops  shall  be  raised 
or  kept  up  in  time  of  peace,  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds 
of  the  Senators  and  Representatives  present,  in  each  House. 

That  no  Money  be  borrowed  on  the  Credit  of  the  United 
States  without  the  Assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  and 
Representatives  present  in  each  House. 

That  the  Congress  shall  not  declare  War  without  the  con- 
currence of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  and  Representatives 
present  in  each  House. 

That  the  Privilege  of  the  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  by 
any  Law  be  suspended  for  a  longer  term  than  six  Months, 
or  until  twenty  days  after  the  Meeting  of  the  Congress  next 
following  the  passing  of  the  Act  for  such  suspension. 

That  the  Right  of  the  Congress  to  exercise  exclusive  Leg- 
islation over  such  District,  not  exceeding  ten  Miles  square, 
as  ma}'  by  cession  of  a  particular  State,  and  the  acceptance  of 
Congress,  become  the  Seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  shall  not  be  so  exercised,  as  to  exempt  the  Inhabitants 
of  such  District  from  paying  the  like  Taxes  Lnposts  Duties 
and  Excises,  as  shall  be  imposed  on  the  other  Inhabitants 
of  the  State  in  which  such  District  may  be;  and  that  no 
person  shall  be  privileged  within  the  said  District  from 
Arrest  for  Crimes  committed,  or  Debts  contracted  out  of 
the  said  District. 

That  the  Right  of  exclusive  Legislation  with  respect  to 
such  places  as  may  be  purchased  for  the  Erection  of  Forts, 
Magazines,  Arsenals,  Dockyards  and  other  needful  Buildings, 
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shall  not  authorize  the  Congress  to  make  any  Law  to  pre- 
\ent  the  Laws  of  the  States  respectively  in  which  they  may 
be,  from  extending  to  sueli  places  in  all  civil  and  Criminal 
Matters  except  as  to  such  Persons  as  shall  be  in  the  Sers-ice 
of  the  United  States;  nor  to  llicni  with  respect  to  Crimes 
committed  without  such  Places. 

That  the  Compensation  for  the  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives be  ascertained  by  standing  Laws ;  and  that  no  alteration 
of  the  existing  rate  of  Compensation  shall  operate  for  the 
Benefit  of  the  Representatives,  until  after  a  subsequent  Elec- 
tion shall  have  been  had.

That  the  Journals  of.  Congress  shall  be  published  at  least 
once  a  year,  with  the  exception  of  such  parts  relating  to 
Treaties  or  Military'  operations,  as  in  the  Judgment  of  either 
House  shall  require  Secrecy;  and  that  ]x)th  Houses  of  Con- 
gress shall  alwaj's  keep  their  Doors  open  during  their  Ses- 
sions, unless  the  Business  may  in  their  Opinion  requires 
Secrec}'.

That  no  Person  be  eligible  as  a  Senator  for  more  than  six 
years  in  any  term  of  twelve  3'ears;  and  that  the  Legislatures 
of  the  respective  States  may  recal  their  Senators  or  either  of 
them,  and  ["to"  stricken  (nit]  elect  others  in  their  stead,  to 
serve  the  remainder  of  the  time  for  which  the  Senators  .so 
recalled  were  appointed. 

That  no  Senator  or  Representative  shall  during  the  time 
for  which  he  was  elected  be  appointed  to  aii\'  Office  under  the 
Authority-  of  the  United  States. 
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That  the  Authority  given  to  the  Executives  of  the  States 
to  fill  the  vacancies  of  Senators  be  abolished,  and  that  such 
vacancies  be  filled  bv  the  respective  Legislatures. 

That  the  Power  of  Congress  to  pass  uniform  Laws  con- 
cerning Bankruptc}-  shall  onlj-  extend  to  Merchants  and  other 
Traders ;  and  that  the  States  respectively  may  pass  Laws  for 
the  relief  of  other  Insolvent  Debtors. 

That  no  Person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Office  of  President 
of  the  United  States  a  third  time. 

That  the  Executive  shall  not  grant  Pardons  for  Treason, 
unless  with  the  Consent  of  the  Congress ;  but  may  at  his  dis- 
cretion grant  Reprieves  to  persons  convicted  of  Treason,  until 
their  Cases,  can  be  laid  before  the  Congress. 

That  the  President  or  person  exercising  his  Powers  for 
the  time  being,  shall  not  command  an  Army  in  the  Field  in 
person,  without  the  previous  desire  of  the  Congress. 

That  all  Letters  Patent,  Commissions,  Pardons,  \Wits  and 
Process  of  the  United  States,  shall  run  in  the  Name  of  tlic 
People  of  the  United  States,  and  be  tested  in  the  Name  of  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  or  the  person  exercising  his 
powers  for  the  time  being,  or  the  first  Judge  of  the  Court  out 
of  which  the  same  shall  issue,  as  the  case  maj-  be. 

That  tlie  Congress  shall  not  constitute  ordain  or  establish 
an\-  Tribunals  or  Liferior  Courts,  with  au}'  other  than  Appel- 
late Jurisdiction,  except  such  as  ma}-  be  necessary  for  the 
Trval  of  Causes  of  Admiralty'  and  ]\Iaritime  Jurisdiction,  and 
for  the  Trial  of  Piracies  and  Felonies  committed  on  the  High 
Seas ;  and  in  all  other  Cases  to  which  the  Judicial  Power  of  the 
United  States  extends,  and  in  which  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States  has  not  original  Jurisdiction,  the  Causes 
shall    be  heard  tried,    and    determined    in  some    one  of  the 
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State  Courts,  with  tlie  riglit  of  Appeal  to  the  vSupreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  or  other  proper  Tribunal  to  be  estab- 
lished for  that  purpose  by  the  Congress,  with  such  exceptions, 
and  under  siich  regulations  as  the  Congress  shall  make. 

That  the  Court  for  the  Trial  of  Impeachments  shall  con- 
sist of  the  Senate,  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  first  or  Senior  Jiidge  for  the  time 
being,  of  the  highest  Court  of  general  and  ordinary  common 
Law  Jurisdiction  in  each  State; — that  the  Congress  shall  by 
standing  Laws  designate  the  Coiirts  in  the  respective  States 
answering  this  Description,  and  in  States  having  no  Courts 
exactly  answering  this  Description,  shall  designate  some  other 
Court,  preferring  such  if  au}-  there  be,  whose  Judge  or  Judges 
may  hold  their  places  during  good  Behaxiour — Provided  that 
no  more  than  one  Judge,  other  than  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  States,  shall  come  from  one  State — That 
the  Congress  be  authorized  to  pass  Laws  for  compensating 
the  said  Judges  for  such  Services  and  for  compelling  their 
Attendance — and  that  a  Majority  at  least  of  the  said  Judges 
shall  be  requisite  to  constitute  the  said  Court — that  no  person 
impeached  shall  sit  as  a  Member  thereof.

That  persons  aggrieved  by  any  Judgment,  Sentence  or 
Decree  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  l^uited  States,  in  any 
Cause  in  which  that  Court  has  original  Jurisdiction,  with  such 
exceptions  and  under  sucli  Regulations  as  the  Congress  shall 
make  concerning  the  same,  shall  upon  application,  ha\e  a 
Commission   to    be   issued    b}-   the  President  of    the   United

States,  to  such  Men  learned  in  the  Law  as  he  shall  nominate, 
and  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  ap- 
point, not  less  than  seven,  anthorizing  such  Commissioners, 
or  an}-  seven  or  more  of  them,  to  correct  the  Errors  in  such 
Judgment  or  to  review  such  Sentence  and  Decree,  as  the 
case  ma}'  be,  and  to  do  Justice  to  the  parties  in  the  Prem- 
ises.

That  the  Judicial  Power  of  the  United  States  shall  extend 
to  no  Contro\-ersies  respecting  Laud,  unless  it  relate  to  Claims 
of  Territorv  or  Jurisdiction  between  States,  or  to  Claims  of 
Land  between  Individuals,  or  between  States  and  Individuals 
under  the  Grants  of  different  States. 

That  the  Militia  of  any  State  shall  not  be  compelled  to 
serve  without  the  limits  of  the  State  for  a  longer  term 
than  six  weeks,  without  the  Consent  of  the  Legislature 
thereof. 

That  the  ^\•ords  zi'ithoiif  the  Consent  of  tlic  Coitq-fcss  in  the 
seventh  Clause  of  the  ninth  Section  of  the  first  Article  of 
the  Constitution,  be  expunged. 

That  the  Senators  and  Representatives  and  all  Executive 
and  Judicial  Officers  of  the  United  States  shall  be  bound  b}- 
Oath  or  Affirmation  not  to  infringe  or  violate  the  Constitu- 
tions or  Rights  of  the  respective  States. 

That  the  Legislatures  of  the  respective  States  ma}'  make 
Provision  bv  Law,  that  the  Electors  of  the  Election  Dis- 
tricts to  be  b}-  them  appointed  shall  chuse  a  Citizen  of  the 
United  States  who  shall  have  been  an  Inhabitant  of  such 
District  for  the   Term   of   one  j-ear  immediatel}"   preceeding 
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the  time  of  his  Election,  for  one  of  the  Representatives  of 
such  State.

Whereas  it  is  proper  that  the  seat  of  the  new  Congress 
and  of  the  national  Government  should  be  placed  as  near 
the  centre  of  the  Union  as  ina.y  consist  with  present  accom- 
modation in  order  that  it's  influence  and  benefits  ma}'  be 
equally  felt  by   the  great  body   of  citizens   throughout   the 
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states 

United  ,  that  members  of  Congress  and  other  persons  may 
approach  it  witli  equal  convenience  from  the  opposite  ex- 
tremes, &  tliat  no  species  of  partial  favour  may  seem  to 
have  been  extended  to  one  extreme,  rather  than  to  the 
other;  And  whereas  the  present  residence  of  Congress  is 
far  removed  from  the  center  of  the  ["center  of  the"  stricken 
out]  Union,  whether  population  or  distance  are  considered, 
since  the  new  Congress  is  to  consist  of  eight  Senators 
from  States  to  the  eastward  of  New  York  and  sixteen 
from  States  to  the  southward,  and  since  there  are  to  be 
only  17  members  in  the  house  of  representatives  from  the 
eastern  States,  though  there  are  to  be  42  members  from 
southern  States;  and  since  the  distance  to  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment in  the  extreme  eastern  state  is  hardlv  equal  to  one 
third  of  the  distance  to  the  seat  of  Government  in  the. most 
southerly  state.  And  whereas  it  is  to  be  desired  that  the 
new  Congress  may  be  convened  in  the  same  spirit  of  mutual 
accommodation  which  has  hitherto  appeared  in  all  delibera- 
tions respecting  the  new  government,  and  that  proceedings 
under  the  said  Government  may  commence  under  the  im- 
pressions of  mutual  confidence,  without  that  general  irrita- 
tion and  loss  of  time  which  must  attend  the  removal  from

IN  CONVENTION,  AUGUST  i,  17S8. 

Resolved,  That  a  Declaration  of  Rights,  asserting  and 
securing  from  encroachment  the  great  Principles  of  civil  and 
religious  Liberty,  and  the  unalienable  Rights  of  the  People, 
together  with  Amendments  to  the  most  ambiguous  and 
exceptional  Parts  of  the  said  Constitution  of  Government, 
ought  to  be  laid  before  Congress,  and  the  Convention  of  the 
States  that  shall  or  may  be  called  for  the  Purpose  of  Amend- 
ing the  said  Constitution,  for  their  consideration,  previous  to 
the  Ratification  of  the  Constitution  aforesaid,  on  the  part  of 
the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

DECLARATION  OF  RIGHTS. 

ist  That  there  are  certain  natural  rights  of  which  men, 
when  they  form  a  social  compact,  cannot  deprive  or  divest 
their  posterity,  among  which  are  the  enjoyment  of  life,  and 
liberty,  with  the  means  of  acquiring,  possessing  and  protect- 
ing property,  and  pursuing  and  obtaining  happiness  and 
safety. 

2d.  That  all  power  is  naturally  vested  in,  and  conse- 
quently derived  from  the  people ;  that  magistrates  therefore 
are  their  trustees,  and  agents,  and  at  all  times  amenable  to 
them. 

3d.  That  Government  ought  to  be  instituted  for  the  com- 
mon benefit,  protection  and  security  of  the  people;  and  that 

the  doctrine  of  non-resistance  against  arbitrary  power  and 
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oppression  is  absurd,  sla\-ish,  and  destructive  to  the  good 
and  happiness  of  mankind. 

4th  That  no  luau  or  set  of  men  are  entitled  to  exclusive 
or  separate  public  emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  commu- 
nity, but  in  consideration  of  public  services;  which  not  being 
descendible,  neither  ought  the  offices  of  magistrate,  legislator 
or  judge,  or  any  other  public  office  to  be  hereditary. 

5th.  That  the  legislative,  executive  and  judiciary'  powers 
of  government  should  be  separate  and  distinct,  and  that  the 
members  of  the  two  first  may  be  restrained  from  oppression 
by  feeling  and  participating  the  public  burthens,  they  should 
at  fixed  periods  be  reduced  to  a  private  station,  return  into 
the  mass  of  the  people;  and  the  vacancies  be  supplied  by 
certain  and  regiilar  elections;  in  which  all  or  any  part  of  the 
former  members  to  be  eligible  or  ineligible,  as  the  rules  of 
the  Constitution  of  Government,  and  the  laws  shall  direct. 

6th.  That  elections  of  Representatives  in  the  legislature 
ought  to  be  free  and  frequent,  and  all  men  having  sufficient 
evidence  of  permanent  common  interest  with,  and  attachment 
to  the  communitv,  ought  to  have  the  right  of  suffrage:  and  no 
aid,  charge,  tax  or  fee  can  be  set,  rated,  or  levied  upon  the 
people  without  their  own  consent,  or  that  of  their  represent- 
atives, so  elected,  nor  can  they  be  bound  by  any  law,  to  wliich 
thev  have  not  in  like  manner  assented  for  the  public  good. 

7th.  That  all  power  of  suspending  laws,  or  the  execution 
of  laws  by  anv  authority  without  the  consent  of  the  repre- 
sentatives, of  the  people  in  the  Legislature,  is  injurious  to 
their  rights,  and  ought  not  to  be  exercised. 

Sth.  That  in  all  capital  and  criminal  prosecutions,  a  man 
hath  a  right  to  demand  the  cause  and  nature  of  his  accusation, 
to  be  confronted  with  the  accusers  and  witnesses,  to  call  for 
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evidence  and  be  allowed  counsel  in  his  favor,  and  to  a  fair 
and  speedv  trial  bv  an  impartial  jury  of  his  vicinage,  without 
whose  unanimous  consent  he  cannot  be  found  guilty  (except 
in  the  government  of  the  land  and  naval  forces)  nor  can  he 
be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself. 

9th  That  no  freeman  ought  to  be  taken,  imprisoned,  or 
disseized  of  his  freehold,  liberties,  privileges  or  franchises,  or 
outlawed  or  exiled,  or  in  any  manner  destroved  or  deprived 
of  his  life,  libert}-,  or  property  but  by  the  law  of  the  land. 

loth.  That  everv  freeman  restrained  of  his  liberty  is  en- 
titled to  a  remedv  to  inquire  into  the  lawfulness  thereof,  and 
to  remo\-e  the  same,  if  unlawful,  and  that  such  remedy  ought 
not  to  be  denied  nor  delayed. 

nth.  That  in  controversies  respecting  property,  and  in 
suits  between  man  and  man,  the  ancient  trial  by  jury  is  one 
of  the  greatest  securities  to  the  rights  of  the  people,  and 
ought  to  remain  sacred  and  inviolable. 

1 2th.  That  every  freeman  ought  to  find  a  certain  remedy 
bv  recourse  to  the  laws  for  all  injuries  and  ^vrongs  he  mav 
receive  in  his  person,  property,  or  character.  He  ought  to 
obtain  right  and  justice  freely  without  sale,  completeU'  and 
without  denial,  promptly  and  without  delay,  and  that  all  es- 
tablishments, or  regulations  contravening  these  rights,  are 
oppressive  and  unjust. 

13th.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor 
excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments 
inflicted, 

14.  That  every  freeman  has  a  right  to  be  secure  from  all 
unreasonable  searches,  and  seizures  of  his  person,  his  papers, 
and  propert}':  all  warrants  therefore  to  search  suspected 
places,  or  seize   an}-  freeman,  his  papers  or  propert}',  without 
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information  upon  oath  (or  affirmation  ui  a  person  rcligiotisly 
scrupulous  of  taking  an  oath)  of  legal  and  sufficient  cause, 
are  grievous  and  oppressive,  and  all  general  warrants  to 
search  suspected  places,  or  to  apprehend  any  suspected 
person  without  specially  naming  or  describing  the  place  or 
person,  are  dangerous  and  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

15th.  That  the  people  have  a  right  peaceably  to  assemble 
together  to  consult  for  the  common  good,  or  to  instruct 
their  representatives;  and  tliat  every  freeman  has  a  right  to 
petition  or  apply  to  tlie  Legislature  for  redress  of  grievances. 

i6th.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  freedom  of  speech, 
and  of  writing  and  publishing  their  .sentiments;  that  the 
freedom  of  the  press  is  one  of  the  greatest  bulwarks  of 
Liberty,  and  ought  not  to  be  violated. 

1 7th.  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  bear 
arms;  that  a  well  regulated  militia  compo.sed  of  the  body  of 
the  people,  trained  to  arms,  is  the  proper,  natural  and  safe 
defence  of  a  free  state.  That  standing  armies  in  time  of 
peace  are  dangerous  to  Liberty,  and  therefore  ought  to  be 
avoided,  as  far  as  the  circumstances  and  protection  of  the 
communitv  will  admit;  and  tliat  in  all  cases,  tlic  military 
should  be  under  strict  subordination  to,  and  governed  by 
the  civil   power. 

iSth.  That  no  soldier  in  time  of  peace  ought  to  be  quar- 
tered in  an\-  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  and  in 
time  of  war  in  such  manner  only  as  the  Laws  direct 

19th.  Tliat  any  person  religiously  scrupulous  of  bearing 
arms  ought  to  be  exeuipted  upon  payment  of  an  equivalent 
to  employ  another  to  bear  arms  in  his  stead. 

10.  That  religion,  or  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  our  Cre- 
ator, and  the  manner  of  discharging  it,  can  be  directed  only 
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fore all  men  have  an  eqnal,  natnral  and  tinalienable  right  to 
the  free  exercise  of  religion  according  to  the  dictates  of  con- 
science, and  that  no  particnlar  religions  sect  or  society  ought 
to  be  favoured  or  established  b}-  law  in  preference  to  others. 

Amendments  to  the  Constitution. 

I.  ^  I  "HAT  each  state  in  the  union  shall,  respective!}', 

-^  retain  every  power,  jurisdiction  and  right,  which 
is  not  b}-  this  constitution  delegated  to  the  Congress  of 
the  United  States,  or  to  the  departments  of  the  Federal 
Government. 

II.  That  there  shall  be  one  representative  for  ever}' 
30.000,  according  to  the  enumeration  or  census,  mentioned 
in  the  constitution,  until  the  whole  number  of  representatives 
amounts  to  two  hundred;  after  which,  that  number  shall  be 
continued  or  increased,  as  Congress  shall  direct,  upon  the 
principles  fixed  in  the  constitution,  bj-  apportioning  the 
representatives  of  each  state  to  some  greater  number  of 
people  from  time  to  time,  as  population  encreases. 

III.  When  Congress  shall  lay  direct  taxes  or  excises, 
the\'  shall  immediately  inform  the  executive  power  of  each 
state,  of  the  quota  of  such  State,  according  to  the  census 
herein  directed,  which  is  proposed  to  be  thereby  raised:  And 
if  the  legislature  of  any  state  shall  pass  a  law,  which  shall 
be  effectual  for  raising  such  quota  at  the  time  required  by 
Congress,  the  taxes  and  excises  laid  by  Congress  shall  not 
be  collected  in  such  state. 

I\'.  That  the  members  of  the  senate  and  house  of  repre- 
sentatives siiall  be  ineligible  to,  and  incapable  of  holding  any 
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civil  office  under  tlie  authority  of  the  Ignited  States,  during 
the  time  for  which  they  sliall,  respectively,  be  elected. 

V.  That  the  journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives  shall  be  published  at  least  once  in 
exerj-  year,  except  such  parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alli- 
ances, or  military  operations,  as  in  their  judgment  require 
secrecy. 

Yl.  That  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  pubic  mone}'  shall  be  published  at 
least  once  in  ever}-  ^-ear. 

\^II.  That  no  commercial  treaty  shall  be  ratified  without 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  whole  number  of  the 
members  of  the  Senate:  And  no  treaty,  ceding,  contracting, 
or  restraining  or  suspending  the  territorial  rights  or  claims  of 
the  United  States,  or  au}-  of  them  or  their,  or  any  of  their 
rights  or  claims  to  fishing  in  the  American  seas,  or  navi- 
gating the  American  rivers  shall  be  made,  but  in  cases 
of  the  most  urgent  and  extreme  necessity;  nor  shall  any 
such  treat}-  be  ratified  without  the  concurrence  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  whole  number  of  the  members  of  both  houses 
respectivel}-. 

\'III.  That  no  navigation  law,  or  law  regulating  com- 
merce shall  be  passed  without  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  in  both  houses. 

IX  That  no  standing  army  or  regular  troops  shall  be 
raised  or  kc])t  up  in  time  of  peace,  without  the  consent  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  in  both  houses. 

X.  Tliat  no  soldier  shall  be  enlisted  for  any  longer  term 
than  four  years,  except  in  time  of  war,  and  then  for  no  longer 
term  than  the  continuance  of  the  war 

XI.  That  each  state,  respectively,  shall  have  the  power  to 


provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  its  own  militia 
whensoever  Congress  shall  omit  or  neglect  to  provide  for  the 
same.  That  the  militia  shall  not  be  snbject  to  martial  law, 
except  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war,  invasion  or  re- 
bellion: And  when  not  in  the  actual  sen,'ice  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  subject  only  to  such  fines,  penalties,  and  pun- 
ishments as  shall  be  directed  or  inflicted  by  the  laws  of  its 
own  state. 

XII.  That  Congress  shall  not  declare  anj-  state  to  be  in 
rebellion  without  the  consent  of  at  least  two-thirds  of  all  the 
members  present  of  both  houses. 

XIII.  That  the  exclusive  power  of  Legislation  given  to 
Congress  over  the  federal  town  and  its  adjacent  district,  and 
other  places,  purchased  or  to  be  purchased  bj-  Congress,  of 
any  of  the  states,  shall  extend  only  to  such  regulations  as 
respect  the  police  and  good  government  thereof. 

XI\\  That  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  being  president 
of  the  United  States  for  more  than  eight  ^-ears  in  au}-  term 
of  sixteen  ^-ears. 

XY.  That  the  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
vested  in  one  supreme  court,  and  in  such  courts  of  admiralty 
as  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish  in 
anv  of  the  different  states.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend 
to  all  cases  in  law  and  equity,  arising  under  treaties  made,  or 
which  shall  be  made  under  the  authoritv  of  the  United  States ; 
to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  foreign  ministers  and 
consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty,  and  maritime  jurisdiction; 
to  controversies  to  which  the  United  States  shall  be  a  party; 
to  controversies  between  two  or  more  states,  and  between 
parties  claiming  lands  under  tlie  grants  of  different  states. 
In   all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  foreign  ministers 
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and  consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  state  shall  be  a  party ;  the 
supreme  court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction,  in  all  other 
cases  before  mentioned ;  the  supreme  court  shall  have  appel- 
ate jurisdiction  as  to  matters  of  law  only,  except  in  cases  of 
equit}-,  and  of  admiralty  and  maritime  jurisdiction,  in  which 
the  supreme  court  shall  have  appelate  jurisdiction  both  as  to 
law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such  regulations 
as  the  Congress  shall  make.  But  the  judicial  power  of  the 
United  States  shall  extend  to  no  case  where  the  cause  of 
action  shall  have  originated  before  the  ratification  of  this 
constitution,  except  in  disputes  between  states  about  their 
territory;  disputes  between  persons  claiming  lands  under 
the  grants  of  different  states,  and  suits  for  debts  due  to  the 
united  states. 

X\'I  That  in  criminal  prosecutions,  no  man  shall  be 
restrained  in  the  exercise  of  the  usual  and  accustomed  right 
of  challenging  or  excepting  to  the  jury. 

X\'II.  That  Congress  shall  not  alter,  modif}-,  or  interfere 
in  the  times,  places,  or  manner  of  holding  elections  for  sena- 
tors and  representatives,  or  either  of  them,  except  when  the 
legislatiire  of  any  state  shall  neglect,  refuse  or  be  disabled 
b}'  invasion  or  rebellion,  to  prescribe  the  same. 

XVm.  That  those  clauses  which  declare  that  Congress 
shall  not  exercise  certain  powers,  be  not  interpreted  in  au}- 
manner  whatsoever  to  extend  the  powers  of  Congress;  but 
that  the}'  be  construed  either  as  making  exceptions  to  the 
specified  powers  where  this  shall  be  the  case,  or  otherwise, 
as  inserted  mereh'  for  greater  caution. 

XIX  That  the  laws  ascertaining  the  compensation  of 
senators  and  representatives  for  their  services  be  posponed 
in  their  operation,  until  after  the  election  of  representatives 
2  AP iS 
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immediateh"  succeeding  the  passing  thereof,  that  excepted, 
which  shall  first  be  passed  on  the  subject, 

XX.  That  some  tribunal,  other  than  the  senate,  be  pro- 
vided for  tr^nng  impeachments  of  senators. 

XXI  That  the  salary-  of  a  judge  shall  not  be  increased  or 
diminished  during  his  continuance  in  office,  otherwise  than 
b}^  general  regulations  of  salarj-  which  ma\'  take  place,  on  a 
revision  of  the  subject  at  stated  periods  of  not  less  than 
seven  3-ears,  to  commence  from  the  time  such  salaries  shall 
be  first  ascertained  liv  Congress. 

XXII.  That  Congress  erect  no  compau}-  of  merchants 
with  excl^^si^'e  advantages  of  commerce. 

XXIII.  That  no  treaties  which  shall  be  directl}'  opposed  to 
the  existing  laws  of  the  United  States  in  Congress  assembled, 
shall  be  valid  until  such  laws  shall  be  repealed,  or  made  con- 
formable to  such  treat}-;  nor  shall  an_v  treaty  be  valid  which 
is  contradictor}-  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

XXI\'.  That  the  latter  part  of  the  fifth  paragraph  of  the 
9th  section  of  the  first  article  be  altered  to  read  thus, — Nor 
shall  vessels  bound  to  a  particular  state  be  obliged  to  enter 
or  pay  duties  in  any  other;  nor  when  bound  from  any  one  of 
the  States  be  obliged  to  clear  in  another. 

XXV.  That  Congress  shall  not  directly  or  indirectl}-, 
either  by  themseh-es  or  thro'  the  judiciary,  interfere  with  any 
one  of  the  states  in  the  redemption  of  paper  money  already 
emitted  and  now  in  circulation,  or  in  liquidating  and  dis- 
charging the  public  securities  of  any  one  of  the  states:  But 
each  and  every  state  shall  have  the  exclusive  right  of  mak- 
ing such  laws  and  regulations  for  the  above  purposes  as  the}' 
shall  think  proper. 

XXYI  That  Congress  shall  not  introduce  foreign  troops 
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into  the  United  States  withont  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present  of  both  houses.

In  Convention  Whereas  The  General  Convention  which 
met  in  Philadelphia  in  pursuance  of  a  recommenda- 
tion of  Congress,  did  recommend  to  the  Citizens  of  the 
United  States  a  Constitution  or  form  of  Government 
in  the  following  words  V^iz'. 
We  the  People  of   the  United   States,  In  order  to  form 
a    more    perfect    Union,    establish   Justice,    insure   domestic 
Tranquility,  provide  for  the  common  Defence,  promote  the 
general   Welfare    and    secure    the    Blessings   of    Libert}-  to 
ourselves   and   our   Posteritj^,  do   ordain    and  establish  this 
Constitution   for  the   United   States  of  America.         Art  i"' 
Sect  i'"  i\ll  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States  which  shall  consist  of 
a   Senate    and   House   of    Representatives.  Sect.    2    The 

House  of  Representati\-es  shall  be  composed  of  members 
chosen  every  second  year  by  the  people  of  the  several 
states,  and  the  electors  in  each  state  shall  have  the  quali- 
fications requisite  for  electors  of  the  most  numerous  branch 
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of  the  state  legislature.  No  person  shall  be  a  representa- 
ti\e  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  Twentj-  five 
3'ears,  and  been  seven  years  a  Citizen  of  the  United  States, 
and  who  shall  not  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that 
State  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen.  Representatives  and 
direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  several  states 
which  may  be  included  within  this  Union,  according  to  their 
respective  numbers,  which  shall  be  determined  by  adding  to 
the  whole  number  of  free  persons,  including  those  bound  to 
service  for  a  term  of  Years,  and  excluding  Indians  not  taxed, 
three  fifths  of  all  other  persons.  The  actual  enumeration 
shall  be  made  within  three  years  after  the  first  meeting  of  fhe 
Congress  of  the  United  vStates,  and  within  every  subsequent 
term  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  by  law  direct. 
The  number  of  representatives  shall  not  exceed  one  for 
ever}-  thirty  thousand,  but  each  state  shall  ha\-e  at  least  one 
representative;  and  until  such  enumeration  shall  be  made, 
the  State  of  New  Hampsliire  shall  be  entitled  to  chuse 
three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode  Island  and  Providence 
Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five.  New  York  six.  New  Jersey 
four,  Pens34vania  eight,  Delaware  one,  Maryland  six,  \'ir- 
ginia  ten,  North  Carolina  five,  South  Carolina  five,  and 
Georgia  three,  \\nien  vacancies  happen  in  the  representa- 
tion from  any  State,  The  Executive  authorit)-  thereof  shall 
issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies.  The  House  of 
Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker  and  other  officers; 
and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeachment.  Sect.  3. 
The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed  of  two 
senators  from  each  State,  chosen  by  the  legislature  thereof, 
for  six  j'ears;  and  each  senator  shall  have  one  vote.  Imme- 
diately  after   they   shall   be    assembled   in    consec[uence    of 
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the  first  election,  they  shall  be  divided  as  equally  as  ma}'  be 
into  three  Classes.  The  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first 
class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  j'ear,  of 
the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  3'ear,  and 
of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year,  so  that 
one  third  may  be  chosen  every  second  year;  and  if  vacancies 
happen  by  resignation,  or  otherwise,  during  the  recess  of 
the  legislature  of  any  State,  the  Executive  thereof  may  make 
temporary  appointments  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  legis- 
lature, which  shall  then  fill  such  vacancies.  No  person  shall 
be  a  senator  who  shall  not  have  attained  to  the  age  of  thirty 
years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and 
who  shall  not,  when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  State 
for  which  he  shall  be  chosen.  The  Vice-President  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  President  of  the  senate,  but  shall  have 
no  vote,  unless  they  be  equally-  divided.  The  Senate  shall 
cliuse  their  other  officers,  and  also  a  President  pro  tempore, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Vice-President,  or  when  he  shall  exer- 
cise the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States.  The  Senate 
shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeachments.  When 
sitting  for  that  purpose  they  shall  be  on  oath  or  affirmation'. 
When  the  President  of  the  United  States  is  tried,  the  Chief 
Justice  shall  preside:  And  no  person  shall  be  convicted 
without  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  pres- 
ent. Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  not  extend 
fi:rther  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to 
hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  the 
United  States ;  but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be 
liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punish- 
ment, according  to  law.  Sect.  4.  The  times,  places  and 
manner  of   holding   elections   for   senators   and   representa- 
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tives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each  State  by  the  legislature 
thereof :  but  the  Congress  niaj'  at  any  time  by  law  make  or 
alter  such  regulations,  except  as  to  the  places  of  chusing 
Senators.  The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in 
every  year,  and  such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  monday 
in  December,  unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  different 
day.  Sect.  5.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elec- 
tions, returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  and  a 
majorit}-  of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business; 
but  a  smaller  number  ma}-  adjourn  from  daj-  to  daj-,  and  maj' 
be  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members 
in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  House 
may  provide.  Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  its 
proceedings,  punish  its  members  for  disorderlj'  behavior, 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  member. 
Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  from 
time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as  may 

secrecy 

in  their  judgment  require  ;  and  the  )-eas  and  nays  of  the 
members  of  either  house  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire 
of  one  fifth  of  those  present,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 
Neither  house  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  two 
houses  shall  be  sitting.  Sect.  6.  The  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives shall  receive  a  compensation  for  their  services, 
to  be  ascertained  b}'  law,  and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of 
the  United  States,  They  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason, 
felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest 
during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their  of  their 
respective  houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the 
same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they 
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shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place.  No  senator 
or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which  he  was 
elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  under  the  authority 
of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the 
emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  encreased  during  such 
time;  and  no  person  holding  an}'  office  under  the  United 
States,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  house  during  his  con- 
tinuance in  office.  Sect.  7.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue 
shall  originate  in  the  house  of  representatives;  but  the  Sen- 
ate ma}-  propose  or  concur  with  amendments  as  on  other 
bills.  Ever}'  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives and  the  senate  shall,  before  it  become  a  law  be 
presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  if  he 
approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with  his 
objections  to  that  house  in  which  it  shall  have  originated, 
^^■ho  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their  Journal,  and 
proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  reconsideration  two 
thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be 
sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by 
which  it  shall  likewise  be  ixconsidered,  and  if  approved  by 
two  thirds  of  that  house  it  shall  become  a  law.  But  in  all 
such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by- 
yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and 
against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  house 
respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Presi- 
dent within  ten  da}-s  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law,  in  like  man- 
ner as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Congress  by  their 
adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not 
be  a  law.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the  con- 
currence of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  ma}- 
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be  necessary  (except  on  a  question  of  adjournment  I  shall 
be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  and  be- 
fore the  same  sliall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him, 
or,  being  disapproved  by  him,  shall  be  re-passed  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  accord- 
ing to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of 
a  bill.  Sect.  S.   The  Congress  shall   have  power,    To  lav 

and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to  pav  the 
debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and  general 
welfare  of  the  I'uited  States;  but  all  duties,  imposts  and  ex- 
cises shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United  States:  To 
borrow  money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States:  To  reg- 
ulate commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among  the  sevei'al 
states,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes:  To  establish  an  uniform 
rule  of  naturalization,  and  uniform  laws  on  the  subject 
of  bankruptcies  throughout  the  United  States:  To  coin 
money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign  coin,  and 
fix  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures:  To  provide  for 
the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  securities  and  current 
coin  of  the  United  States:  To  establish  post  offices  and  post 
roads:  To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts, 
b}-  securing  for  limited  times  to  authors  and  inventors  the 
exclusive  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discoveries: 
To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  supreme  court:  To 
define  and  punish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on  the 
high  seas,  and  offences  against  the  law  of  nations:  To  de- 
clare war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprizal,  and  make 
rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and  water:  To  raise  and 
support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of  money  to  that  use 
shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years:  To  provide  and 
maintain  a  navv:     To  make  rules  for  the  government  and 
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regulation  of  the  land  and  naval  forces:  To  provide  for 
calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute  the  laws  of  the  Union, 
suppress  insurrections  and  repel  invasions:  To  provide  for 
organizing,  arming,  and  disciplining  the  militia,  and  for  gov- 
erning such  part  of  them  as  may  be  employed  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States,  reserving  to  the  States  respectively,  the 
appointment  of  the  officers,  and  the  authority  of  training  the 
militia  according  to  the  discipline  prescribed  by  Congress 
To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsover, 
over  such  district  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may 
by  cession  of  particular  States,  and  the  acceptance  of  Con- 
gress, become  the  seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  exercise  like  authority  over  all  places  pur- 
chased by  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  in 
which  the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  maga- 
zines, arsenals,  dock-yards,  and  other  needful  buildings: — 
And  To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and 
proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers, 
and  all  other  powers  vested  by  this  Constitution  in  the  Gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer 
thereof.  Sect.  9.   The    migration   or    importation  of   such 

persons  as  any  of  the  States  now  existing  shall  think  proper 
to  admit,  shall  not  be  prohibited  by  the  Congress  prior  to 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or 
duty  may  be  imposed  on  such  importation,  not  exceeding 
ten  dollars  for  each  person.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when  in  cases 
of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public  safet\-  mav  require  it. 
No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  passed. 
No  capitation,  or  other  direct,  tax  shall  be  laid,  unless 
in    proportion    to  the  census  or   enumeration    herein    before 
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directed  to  be  taken.  No  tax  or  diitj-  shall  be  laid  on  articles 
exported  from  any  State.  Xo  preference  shall  be  given  by 
any  regulation  of  commerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one 
State  over  those  of  another:  nor  shall  vessels  bound  to,  or 
from,  one  State,  be  obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in 
another.  No  nione}-  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasurv,  but 
in  consequence  of  appropriations  made  l)v  law;  and  a  regu- 
lar statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  all  public  money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 
No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  bv  the  I'nitcd  vStates: 
And  no  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of 
any  present,  emolument,  office,  or  title,  of  any  kind  what- 
ever, from  any  King,  Prince,  or  foreign  State.  Sect.  lo. 
No  State  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance,  or  confedera- 
tion ;  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal  ;  coin  money ; 
emit  bills  of  credit ;  make  any  thing  but  gold  and  silver  coin 
a  tender  in  payment  of  debts  ;  pass  an}'  bill  of  attainder,  ex 
post  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligations  of  contracts, 
or  grant  any  title  of  nobility.     No  State  shall,  without  the 
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consent  of  Congress,  lay  any  imposts  or  duties  on  imports 
or  exports,  except  what  may  he  absolutely  necessary  for 
executing  its  inspection  laws ;  and  the  net  produce  of  all 
duties  and  imposts  laid  by  any  State  on  imports  or  exports, 
shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  ; 
and  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the  revision  and  con- 
troul  of  the  Congress,  No  State  shall,  without  the  consent 
of  Congress,  lay  any  duty  of  tonnage,  keep  troops,  or  Ships 
of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  au}-  any  agreement  or 
compact  with  another  State,  or  with  a  foreign  power,  or 
engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such  imminent 
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danger  as  will  not  admit  of  dela}-  Article  2.  Sect.  i. 
The  executi\e  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  President  of  the 
United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his  office  dnring 
the  term  of  four  3'ears,  and  together  with  the  ^'ice-Presi- 
dent,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as  follows: 
Each  State  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature 
thereof  ma}'  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  ecjual  to  the  whole 
number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to  which  the  State 
ma^-  be  entitled  in  the  Congress  :  but  no  Senator  or  Rep- 
resentative, or  person  holding  an  ofhce  of  trust  or  profit 
under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed  an  elector. 
The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States,  and  vote 
b}'  ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall  not  be 
an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  themselves.  And  they 
shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of  the 
number  of  votes  for  each  ;  which  list  the}'  shall  sign  and 
certify,  and  transmit  sealed  to  the  seat  of  the  Government 
of  the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  Senate. 
The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the  Sen- 
ate and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  certificates, 
and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted.  The  person  having 
the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  President,  if  such 
number  be  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors 
appointed;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such 
majority,  and  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  immediately  chuse  by  ballot 
one  of  them  for  President;  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority-, 
then  from  the  five  highest  on  the  list  the  said  House  shall 
in  like   manner  chuse  the   President.     But  in  chusiuCT  the 
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President,  the  votes  shall  be  taken  b^■  States,  the  represen- 
tation from  each  State  having  one  vote ;  a  quorum  for  this 


purpose  shall  consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two 
thirds  of  the  States,  and  a  majority  of  all  the  States  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  choice.  In  every  case,  after  the  choice  of  the 
President,  the  person  having  the  greatest  nnmber  of  votes 
of  the  electors  shall  be  the  \'ice-President.  But  if  there 
should  remain  two  or  more  who  have  equal  votes,  the  Senate 
shall  chuse  from  them  by  ballot  the  \'ice-President.  The 
Congress  ma}-  determine  the  time  of  chusing  the  electors, 
and  the  da}-  on  which  the}-  shall  give  their  votes;  which 
day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States.  Xo 
Person  except  a  natural  born  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  consti- 
tution, shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  President;  neither 
shall  an}-  person  be  eligible  to  that  oifice  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  thirty  five  years,  and  been  fourteen 
years  a  resident  within  the  United  States.  In  case  of  the 
removal  of  the  President  from  ofiice,  or  of  his  death,  resig- 
nation, or  inability  to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  the 
said  Office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  \^ice-President,  and 
the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for  the  case  of  removal, 
death,  resignation,  or  inability,  both  of  the  President  and 
\'ice-President,  declaring  what  officer  shall  then  act  as  Presi- 
dent, and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disa- 
ability  be  removed,  or  a  President  shall  be  elected.  The 
President  shall,  at  .stated  times  receive  for  his  .services,  a 
compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  encreased  nor  dimin- 
ished during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  period  an}-  other  emolu- 
ment from  the  l^iited  States,  or  any  of  them,  before  he 
enter  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall  take  the  follow- 
ing oath  or  affirmation:  "I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that 
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"  I  will  faithfully  execute  the  office  of  President  of  the  United 
"States,  and  will  to  the  best  of  ni}-  ability,  preserve,  protect 
"and  defend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States."  Sect. 
2.  The  President  shall  be  commander  in  chief  of  the  army 
and  navs'  of  the  Ignited  States,  and  of  the  militia  of  the  sev- 

the 

eral  States,  when  called  into  actual  service  of  the  United 
States;  he  may  require  the  opinion  in  writing,  of  the  prin- 
cipal officer  in  each  of  the  executive  departments,  upon  an}' 
subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their  respective  oifices,  and 
he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons  for 
offences  against  the  United  States,  except  in  cases  of  im- 
peachment. He  shall  have  power,  b}-  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  provided  two 
thirds  of  the  Senators  present  concur;  and  he  shall  nomi- 
nate, and  bj'  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
shall  appoint  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers  and  con- 
suls, judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  all  other  officers  of 
the  United  States,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  other- 
wise provided  for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law. 
But  the  Congress  ma}-  b}-  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such 
inferior  officers,  as  the}-  think  proper  in  the  president  alone, 
in  the  courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments.  The 
President  shall  liave  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that  ma}' 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  granting  com- 
missions which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  Ses- 
sion. Sect.  3.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the 
Congress  information  of  the  state  of  the  Union,  and  recom- 
mend to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge 
necessary  and  expedient;  he  may,  on  extraordinary  occa- 
sions, convene  both  houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  case 
of  disagreement  between   them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of 
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adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  us  lie  shall 
think  proper;  he  shall  recei\e  ambassadors  and  other  public 
ministers;  he  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  exe- 
cuted, and  shall  commission  all  the  officers  of  the  United 
States.  Sect.  4.    The    President,    \'ice-President    and    all 

civil  officers  of  the  I'nited  States  shall  be  removed  from 
office  on  impeachment  for,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  brib- 
ery, or  other  high  crimes  and  misdemeanors  Article,  3. 
Sect.  I.  The  judicial  power  of  the  United  States,  shall  be 
vested  in  one  supreme  court,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the 
Congress  maj^  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish.  The 
Judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  court,  shall  hold 
their  offices  during  good  behavior,  and  shall,  at  stated  times, 
receive  for  their  services,  a  compensation,  which  shall  not 
be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office.  Sect.  2. 
The  Judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases  in  law  and 
equitv,  arising  under  this  Constitution,  the  laws  of  the  United 
States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under 
their  authoritv;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  t)ther 
public  mini.sters  and  consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty  and 
maritime  jurisdiction;  to  controversies  to  which  the  United 
States  shall  be  a  party;  to  controversies  between  two  or 
more  States,  between  a  State  and  citizens  of  another  State, 
between  citizens  of  different  States,  between  citizens  of  the 
same  State  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  States, 
and  between  a  State,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign 
States,  citizens  or  subjects.  In  all  cases  affecting  ambassa- 
dors, other  public  ministers  and  consuls,  and  those  in  which 

a  State  shall  be  party,  the  vSupreme  Court  shall  have  original 

till- 
jurisdiction.     In   all  other  cases  before  mentioned,  the  Su- 
preme Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction,  both  as  to  law 
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and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such  regulations 
as  the  Congress  shall  make  The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except 
in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall  be  by  jury;  and  such  trial 
shall  be  held  in  the  State  where  the  said  crimes  shall  ha^■e 
been  committed ;  but  when  not  committed  Avithin  any  State, 
the  trial  shall  be  at  such  place  or  places  as  the  Congress 
may  by  law  have   directed.  Sect.  3.   Treason   against  the 

United  States,  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war  against 
them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and 
comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on 
the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on 
confession  in  open  court.  The  Congress  shall  have  power 
to  declare  the  punishment  of  treason,  but  no  attainder  of 
treason  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  or  forfieture,  except 
during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted.  Article  4.  Sect.  1. 
Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  State  to  the 
public  acts,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every  other 
State.  And  the  Congress  ma}'  by  general  laws  prescribe  the 
'  manner  in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceedings  shall  be 
proved,   and   the   effect   thereof.  Sect.   2.    The   citizens  of 

each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  privileges  and  immunities 
of  citizens  in  the  se\eral  states.  A  person  charged  in  any 
State  with  treason,  felonv,  or  other  crime,  who  shall  flee  from 
justice,  and  be  found  in  another  State,  shall,  on  demand  of 
the  executive  authority  of  the  State  from  which  he  fled,  be 
delivered  up,  to  be  removed  to  the  State  having  jurisdiction 
of  the  crime.  No  person  held  to  ser\-ice  or  labour  in  one 
State,  under  the  laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in 
consequence  of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged 
from  such  service  or  labour,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on 
claim  of  the  part}'  to  whom   such   ser\-ice  or  labour  ma}-  be 
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due.  Sect.  3.  New  States  may  be  admitted  by  the  Con- 
gress into  this  union;  l)nt  no  new  State  shall  be  formed  or 
erected  witliin  tlie  jurisdiction  of  any  other  State;  nor  any 
State  to  be  formed  Ijy  the  junction  of  two  or  more  States,  or 
parts  of  States,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislatures  of  the 
States  concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congress.  Tlic  Congress 
shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make  all  needful  rules 
and  regulations  respecting  the  territory  or  other  property 
belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing  in  this  Consti- 
tution shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any  claims  of  the 
United  States,  or  of  any  particular  State.  vSect.  4.  The 
United  States  shall  guarantee  to  every  State  in  this  union  a 
Republican  form  of  Government,  and  shall  protect  each  of 
them  against  invasion ;  and  on  application  of  the  legislature, 
or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature  cannot  be  convened) 
against    domestic    violence.  Article,   5.      The    Congress, 

whenever  two  thirds  of  both  houses  shall  deem  it  necessary, 
shall  propose  amendments  to  this  constitution,  or,  on  the 
application  of  the  legislatures  of  two  tliirds  of  the  several 
States,  shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing  amendments, 
which  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
as  part  of  this  constitution,  when  ratiiied  by  the  legi.slatures 
of  three  fourths  of  the  several  States,  or  by  con\entions  in 
three  fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other  mode  of  rati- 
fication may  be  proposed  by  the  Congress:  Provided,  that 
no  amendment  which  ma}'  be  made  prior  to  the  year  one 
thoiisand  eight  hundred  and  eight  shall  in  any  manner 
affect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth  section  of  the 
first  article;  and  that  no  State  without  its  consent  .shall  be 
deprived  of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  Senate.  Article  6. 

All  debts  contracted   and  engagements  entered  into,  before 
2  AP 19 
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the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  be  as  valid  against 
the  United  States  under  this  constitution,  as  under  the  con- 
federation. This  constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  which  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof;  and  all 
treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authority 
of  the  United  States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land; 
and  the  judges  in  every  State  shall  be  bound  thereby,  any 
thing  in  the  constitution  or  laws  of  anj-  State  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding.  The  Senators  and  representatives  before 
mentioned,  and  the  members  of  the  several  State  legislatures, 
a.nd  all  executive  and  judicial  officers  both  of  the  United 
States  and  of  the  several  States,  shall  be  bound  b}-  oath  or 
affirmation,  to  support  this  constitution;  but  no  religious 
test  shall  ever  be  required  as  a  qualification  to  au}'  office  or 
public  trust  under  the  United  States.  Article  7.  The 
ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  States,  shall  be  suffi- 
cient for  the  establishment  of  this  constitution  between  the 
States  so  ratifying  the  same. 

Resolved,  that  this  Convention  in  behalf  of  the  freemen, 
citizens  and  inhabitants  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  do 
adopt  and  ratif}-  the  said  Constitution  and  form  of  Govern- 
ment.    Done  in  Convention  this  21  day  of  November  1789.

Letter  June  9"'  1790— from  Daniel  Owen   Esq"^  President  of 

the  Convention  of  the  State  of  Rhode  Island — transmitting 

the  adoption  and  ratification  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 

States  b}'  said  State. — 

Rec''  from  the  President  of  the  U:   States — June  16"'   1790 — 
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We  tlie  People  of  the  United  States,  in  order  to 
form  a  more  more  perfect  Union,  establish  Justice, 
insure  domestic  Tranquillity,  provide  for  the  com- 
[SEAL.]  mon  Defence,  promote  the  general  Welfare,  and 
secure  Blessings  of  Libertj*  to  ourselves  and  our 
Posterity,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  Constitution 
for  the  United  States  of  America. 

Article  i. 

Sect.  I.  All  legislative  powers  herein  granted  shall  be  vested 
in  a  Congress  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  consist  of  a 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Sect.  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  be  composed 
of  members  chosen  every  second  year  by  the  people  of 
the  several  states,  and  the  electors  in  each  State  shall 
iave  the  qualifications  requisite  for  electors  of  the  most 
numerous  branch  of  the  state  legislature. 

No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty  five  years,  and  been  seven 
years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not, 
when  elected,  be  an  inhabitant  of  that  state  in  which  he  shall 
be  chosen. 

Representatives  and  direct  taxes  shall  be  apportioned 
among  the  several  states  which  may  be  included  within  this 
Union,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  which  shall  be 
determined  by  adding  to  the  whole  number  of  free  persons, 
including  those  bound  to  service  for  a  term  of  3'ears,  and 
excluding  Indians  not  taxed,  three  fifths  of  all  other  Persons. 
The  actual  enumeration  shall  be  made  within  three  j-ears 
after  the  first  meeting  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  and 
within  every  subsequent  term  of  ten  years,  in  such  manner

as  they  shall  by  law  direct.  The  iiuniber  of  Representa- 
tives shall  not  exceed  one  for  ever}-  thirtj'  thousand,  but  each 
state  shall  luue  at  least  one  Representative;  and  until  such 
enumeration  shall  be  made,  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
shall  be  entitled  to  chuse  three,  Massachusetts  eight,  Rhode 
Island  and  Providence  Plantations  one,  Connecticut  five,  New- 
York  six,  New-Jersey  four,  Pennsj'lvania  eight,  Delaware 
one,  Mary-land  six,  \'irginia  ten,  North-Carolina  five,  South- 
Carolina  fi\e  and  Georgia  three. 

When  vacancies  happen  in  the  representation  from  any 
state,  the  executive  authoritj'  thereof  shall  issue  writts  of 
election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chuse  their  Speaker 
and  other  officers;  and  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  impeach- 
ment. 

Sect.  3.  The  Senate  of  the  United  States  shall  be  composed 
of  two  Senators  from  each  state,  chosen  b}'  the  legislature 
thereof,  for  six  years;  and  each  Senator  shall  have  one 
vote. 

Immediately  after  they  shall  be  assembled  in  conse- 
quence of  the  first  election,  the}^  shall  be  divided  as  equally 
as  nia\-  be  into  three  clas.ses.  The  .seats  of  the  Senators 
of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the 
second  year,  of  the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
sixth  3'ear,  so  that  one-third  nia\-  be  chosen  ever}'  second 
year;  and  if  \acancies  happen  b)-  resignation,  or  othenvise, 
during  the  recess  of  the  legislature  of  any  state,  the 
executive  thereof  ma}-  make  temporary  appointments  until 
the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature,  which  shall  then  fill 
such  vacancies. 
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No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  who  shall  not  have  attained 
to  the  age  of  thirt}-  years,  and  been  nine  years  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  who  shall  not  when  elected,  be  an 
Inhabitant  of  that  state  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

The  Vice  President  of  the  United  States  shall  be  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate,  and  shall  have  no  vote,  unless  thev  be 
equally  divided. 

The  Senate  shall  chuse  their  other  Officers,  and  also  a 
President,  pro  tempore,  in  the  absence  of  the  Vice  President, 
or  when  he  shall  exercise  the  Office  of  President  of  the 
United  States. 

The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeach- 
ments. When  sitting  for  that  purpose,  they  shall  be  on  oath 
or  affirmation.  When  the  President  of  the  United  States 
is  tried  the  Chief  Justice  shall  preside :  And  no  person  shall 
be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the 
Members  present. 

Judgment  in  Cases  of  Impeachment  shall  not  extend 
further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  to 
hold  and  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under 
the  United  States;  but  the  party  convicted  shall  neverthe- 
less be  liable  and  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment 
and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

Sect.  4.  The  times,  places,  and  manner  of  holding  elections 
for  Senators  and  Representatives,  shall  be  prescribed  in  each 
state  by  the  legislature  thereof:  But  the  Congress  ma}^  at 
any  time  by  Law  make  and  alter  such  regulations  except  as 
to  the  places  of  chusing  Senators. 

The  Congress  shall  assemble  at  least  once  in  every  year, 
and  such  meeting  shall  be  on  the  first  Monday  of  December, 
unless  they  shall  by  law  appoint  a  diflferent  day. 
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Sect.  5.  Eacli  House  shall  be  the  Judt,^'  of  tlie  elections, 
returns  and  qualifications  of  its  own  Members,  and  a 
niajorit}-  of  each  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business; 
but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  da)-,  and 
maj' .  authorized  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  mem- 
bers, in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penalties  as  each 
house  nia}'  provide. 

Each  House  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings, 
punish  it's  members  for  disorderly  behaviour,  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member. 

Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
from  time  to  time  publish  the  same,  excepting  such  parts  as 
ma}-  in  their  judgment  require  secrecy;  and  the  yeas  and 
na3-s  of  the  members  of  either  House  on  anj-  question,  shall, 
at  the  desire  of  the  one  fifth  part  of  those  present,  be  entered 
on  journal. 

Neither  House,  during  the  session  of  Congress,  shall 
without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the 
two  Houses  shall  be  sitting. 

Sect.  6.  The  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  recei\-e  a 
compensation  for  their  ser\ices,  to  be  ascertained  by  law, 
and  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the  Ihiited  States.  They 
shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  and  breach  of  the 
peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at 
the  session  of  their  respective  Houses,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate 
in  either  Hous  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other 
place. 

No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  time  for 
which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  au}-  civil  office  under 
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the  authorit}'  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  have  been 
created,  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  encreased 
during  such  time;  and  no  person  holding  anj-  Office  under 
the  United  States,  shall  be  a  member  of  either  House  during 
his  continuance  in  office. 

Sect.  7.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the 
House  of  Representatives;  but  the  Senate  mav  propose  or 
concur  with  amendments  as  on  other  bills. 

Bvery  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  the  Senate,  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law, 
be  presented  to  the  President  of  the  United  States;  if  he 
approve  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not  he  shall  return  it,  with 
his  objections  to  that  House  in  which  it  shall  have  origi- 
nated, who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  their 
journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  reconsid- 
eration two-thirds  of  that  House  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it 
shall  be  sent,  together  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  House, 
by  which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by 
two  thirds  of  that  House,  it  shall  become  a  law. 
But  in  all  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  3'eas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting 
for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal  of 
each  House  respectivel}'.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned 
b}'  the  President  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after 
it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a 
law,  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Con- 
gress by  their  adjournment  prevent  it's  retiirn,  in  which  case 
it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

Every  order,  resolution  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  may  be  necessary 
(except   on   a  question    of   adjournment)   shall    be  presented 
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to  the  President  of  the  Ignited  States;  and  before  the  same 
shall  take  effect,  shall  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  dis- 
approved by  him,  shall  be  re-passed  by  two-thirds  of  the 
Senate  and  Honse  of  Representatives,  according  to  the  rules 
and  limitations  prescribed  in  the  case  of  a  bill. 
Sect.  8.  The  Congress  shall  have  power 

To  la}-  and  collect  taxes,  duties,  imposts  and  excises,  to 
pa}'  the  debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defence  and 
general  welfare  of  the  United  States;  but  all  duties,  im- 
posts and  excises  shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  United 
States : 

To  borrow  Money  on  the  credit  of  the  United  States: 

To  regulate  commerce  with  foreign  nations,  and  among 
the  se\eral  states,  and  with  the  Indian  tribes. 

To  establish  an  uniform  rule  of  naturalization,  and  uniform 
laws  on  the  subject  of  bankruptcies  throughout  the  United 
States : 

To  coin  money,  regulate  the  value  thereof,  and  of  foreign 
coin,  and  fix  the  standard  of  weights  and  measures: 

To  provide  for  the  punishment  of  counterfeiting  the  secu- 
rities and  current  coin  of  the  United  States: 

To  establish  post  offices  and  post-roads: 

To  promote  the  progress  of  science  and  useful  arts, 
by  securing  for  limited  time  to  authors  and  inventors 
the  exchisive  right  to  their  respective  writings  and  discov- 
eries : 

To  constitute  tribunals  inferior  to  the  Supreme  Court: 

To  define  and  ])unish  piracies  and  felonies  committed  on 
the  high  seas,  and  ofTences  against  the  law  of  nations: 

To  declare  war,  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal,  and 
make  rules  concerning  captures  on  land  and  water: 
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To  raise  and  support  armies,  but  no  appropriation  of 
money  to  that  use  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  two 
years : 

To  provide  and  maintain  a  nav}-: 

To  make  rules  for  the  government  and  regulation  of  the 
land  and  naval  forces: 

To  provide  for  the  calling  forth  the  militia  to  execute 
the  laws  of  the  union,  suppress  insurrections  and  repel 
invasions : 

To  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining  the 
militia,  and  for  governing  such  part  of  them  as  maj-  be 
employed  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  reserving 
to  the  States  respectively,  the  appointment  of  the  officers, 
and  the  authorit}'  of  training  the  militia  according  to  the 
discipline  prescribed  b}-  Congress: 

To  exercise  exclusive  legislation  in  all  cases  whatsoever, 
over  such  district  (not  exceeding  ten  miles  square)  as  may 
by  cessipn  of  particular  states,  and  the  acceptance  of  Con- 
gress, become  the  seat  of  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  exercise  the  like  authorit}'  over  all  places 
purchased  by  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  the  State  in 
which  the  same  shall  be,  for  the  erection  of  forts,  magazines, 
arsenals,  dock-yards,  and  other  needful  buildings:     And 

To  make  all  laws  which  shall  be  necessary  and  proper 
for  carrying  into  execution  the  foregoing  powers,  and  all 
other  powers  vested  by  this  constitution  in  the  govern- 
ment of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  department  or  officer 
thereof. 

Sect.  9.  The  migration  or  importation  of  such  persons  as 
any  of  the  states  now  existing  shall  think  proper  to  admit, 
shall  not  be  prohibited  b}-  the  Congress  prior  to  the  year 
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one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  but  a  tax  or  duty 
may  be  imposed  on  such  importation,  not  exceeding  ten 
dollars  for  each  person. 

The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be 
suspended,  unless  when  is  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the 
public  safety  may  require  it. 

No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law  shall  be  passed. 

No  capitation  or  other  direct  tax  sliall  be  laid,  unless 
in  proportion  to  the  census  or  enumeration  herein  before 
directed  to  be  taken. 

No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  laid  on  articles  exported  from 
any  state.  No  preference  shall  be  given  by  any  regulation 
of  commerce  or  revenue  to  the  ports  of  one  State  over  those 
of  another;  nor  shall  vessels  bound  to,  or  from,  one  state,  be 
obliged  to  enter,  clear,  or  pay  duties  in  another. 

No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  tlie  treasury,  but  in  co- 
sequence  of  appropriations  made  by  law;  and  a  regular 
statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
all  public  money  shall  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

No  title  of  nobility  shall  be  granted  by  the  United  States: 
And  no  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
them,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  Congress,  accept  of 
any  present,  emolument,  office,  or  title  of  any  kind  whatever, 
from  any  king,  prince  or  foreign  state. 

'Sect.  10.  No  state  shall  enter  into  any  treaty,  alliance  or 
confederation ;  grant  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal ;  coin 
money;  emit  bills  of  credit;  make  any  thing , but  gold  and 
silver  coin  a  tender  in  payment  of  debts;  pass  any  bill  of 
attainder,  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  impairing  the  obligation 
of  contracts,  or  grant  any  title  of  nobility. 

No  state  shall,  without  the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  any

imposts  or  duties  on  imports  or  exports,  except  Avhat  may 
be  absolutely  necessary  for  executing  its  inspection  laws ;  and 
the  net  produce  of  all  duties  and  imposts,  laid  by  any  state 
on  imports  or  exports,  shall  be  for  the  use  of  the  treasury-  of 
the  United  States;  and  all  such  laws  shall  be  subject  to  the 
revision  and  controul  of  the  Congress.  No  state  shall,  with- 
out the  consent  of  Congress,  lay  an}-  dut}'  of  tonnage,  keep 
troops,  or  ships  of  war  in  time  of  peace,  enter  into  any 
agreement  or  compact  with  another  state,  or  with  a  foreign 
power,  or  engage  in  war,  unless  actually  invaded,  or  in  such 
imminent  danger  as  will  not  admit  of  delay. 

Article  2. 

Sect.  I.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  shall  hold  his 
office  during  the  term  of  four  3'ears,  and  together  with  the 
A'ice-President,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  be  elected  as 
follows : 

Each  state  shall  appoint,  in  such  manner  as  the  leg- 
islature thereof  ma}'  direct,  a  number  of  electors,  equal 
to  the  whole  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives  to 
which  the  state  may  be  entitled  in  the  Congress:  hut  no 
Senator  or  Representative,  or  person  holding  an  office  of 
trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  shall  be  appointed 
an  elector. 

The  electors  shall  met  in  their  respective  states,  and 
vote  by  ballot  for  two  persons,  of  whom  one  at  least  shall 
not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  state  with  themselves. 
And  they  shall  make  a  list  of  all  the  persons  voted  for,  and  of 
the  number  of  votes  for  each ;   which  list  they  shall  sign  and 

the 

certify,  and   transmit,  sealed   to   the   seat  of  government  of 
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the  United  States,  directed  to  the  President  of  the  vSenate. 
The  President  of  the  Senate  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  open  all  the  certifi- 
cates, and  the  votes  shall  then  l)e  counted.  The  Person 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  the  President,  if 
such  Xunibcr  l)e  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  electors 
appointed;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  who  have  such 
majority,  and  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  then  the  House 
of  Representatives  shall  immediately  chuse  by  ballot  one  of 
them  for  President;  and  if  no  person  have  a  majority,  then 
from  the  five  highest  on  the  list  the  said  House  shall  in  like 
manner  chuse  the  President.  But  in  chusing  the  President, 
the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  states,  the  representation  from 
each  state  having  one  vote  ;  a  quorum  for  this  purpose  shall 
consist  of  a  member  or  members  from  two  thirds  of  the 
states,  and  a  majority-  of  all  the  states  shall  be  necessary 
to  a  choice.  In  ever}'  case,  after  the  choice  of  tlie  Presi- 
dent, the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  of  the 
electors  shall  be  the  Vice-President.  But  if  there  should 
remain  two  or  more  who  have  equal  votes,  the  Senate  shall 
chuse  from  them  by  ballot  the  \'ice-President. 

The  Congress  may  determine  the  time  of  chusing  the 
electors,  and  the  dav  on  which  they  shall  give  their  \otes  ; 
which  day  shall  be  the  same  throughout  the  United  States. 

No  Person  except  a  natural  born  citizen,  or  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  consti- 
tution, shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  President  ;  neither 
shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  that  office  who  shall  not  have 
attained  to  the  age  of  thirty-five  j'ears,  and  been  fourteen 
years  a  resident  within  the  I'nited  States. 

In   case  of  the  removal  of  the  President  from  office,  or

of  liis  death,  resignation,  or  inabilit}'  to  discharge  the  powers 
and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the 
Vice-President,  and  the  Congress  may  by  law  provide  for 
the  case  of  removal,  death,  resignation,  or  inability,  both  of 
the  President  and  Vice-P^resident,  declaring  what  officer 
shall  then  act  as  President,  and  such  officer  shall  act 
accordingly,  until  the  disability  be  removed,  or  a  President 
shall  be  elected. 

The  President  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his 
services,  a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  encreased 
nor  diminished  during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have 
been  elected,  and  he  shall  not  receive  within  that  period 
any  other  emolument  from  the  United  States,  or  anv  of 
them. 

Before  he  enter  on  the  execution  of  his  office,  he  shall 
take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation : 

"I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully 
"  execute  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States,  and  will 
"to  the  best  of  ni}-  ability,  preserve,  protect  and  defend  the 
"constitution  of  the  United  States." 

Sect.  2.  The  President  shall  be  commander  in  chief  of  the 
army  and  navy  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  militia 
of  the  several  States,  when  called  into  the  actual  service  of 
the  United  States;  he  may  require  the  opinion,  iu  writing, 
of  the  principal  officer  in  each  of  the  executive  depart- 
ments, upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  and  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves 
and  pardons  for  oifences  against  the  United  States,  except  in 
cases  of  impeachment. 

He  shall  have  power,  b\-  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of   the   Senate,   to  make  treaties,  provided  two-thirds  of  the 
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Senators  present  concnr;  and  he  shall  nominate,  and  ijy  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint 
Ambassadors,  other  pul)lic  ministers  and  consnls,  judj^es  of 
the  snpreme  court,  and  all  other  officers  of  the  I'nited 
States,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law.  But  the 
Congress  may  by  law  vest  the  appointment  of  such  inferior 
officers,  as  they  think  proper,  in  the  President  alone,  in  the 
courts  of  law,  or  in  the  heads  of  departments. 

The  President  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies 
that  may  luqjpen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  by  grant- 
ing commissions  which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next 
session. 

Sect.  3.  He  .shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  Congress  in- 
formation of  the  state  of  the  Union,  and  recommend  to  their 
consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary 
and  expedient;  he  may  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene 
both  houses,  or  either  of  them,  and  in  ca.se  of  disagreement 
between  them,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment, 
he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  jjroper; 
he  shall  receive  ambassadors  and  other  public  ministers;  he 
shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfull}-  executed,  and  shall 
commission  all  officers  of  the  United  States. 
Sect.  4.  The  President,  Vice-President  and  all  civil  officers  of 
the  United  States  shall  be  removed  from  office  on  impeach- 
ment for,  and  conviction  of,  treason,  bribery,  or  other  high 
crimes  and  misdemeanors. 

Article  3. 

Sect.  I.  The  Judicial  power  of  the  United  States,  .shall  be 
vested  in  one  Supreme  Court,  and    in  such  inferior   courts 
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as  the  Congress  may  from  time  to  times  ordain  and  estab- 
lish. The  judges,  both  of  the  Supreme  and  Inferior  Court, 
shall  hold  their  offices  during  good  behaviour,  and  shall,  at 
stated  times,  receive  for  their  services,  a  compensation, 
which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  continuance  in 
office. 

Sect.  2.  The  judicial  power  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  in  law 
and  equity,  arising  under  this  constitution,  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  treaties  made,  or  which  shall  be  made, 
under  their  authority;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors, 
other  public  ministers,  and  consuls;  to  all  cases  of  admiralty 
and  maritime  jurisdiction ;  to  controversies  to  which  the 
United  States  shall  be  a  party;  to  controversies  between  two 
or  more  states,  between  a  state  and  citizens  of  another  state, 
between  citizens  of  different  states,  between  citizens  of  the 
same  state  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  states, 
and  between  a  state,  or  the  citizens  thereof,  and  foreign 
states,  citizens  or  subjects. 

In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other  public  ministers 
and  consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  state  shall  be  a  party,  the 

111  all  the  other  Cases  before  mentioned,  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have  appellate  Jurisdiction 

Supreme  Court  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  both  as  to 
law  and  fact,  with  such  exceptions,  and  under  such  regula- 
tions as  the  Congress  shall  make. 

The  trial  of  all  crimes,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment, 
shall  be  b_v  jury;  and  such  trial  shall  be  held  in  the  state 
where  the  said  crimes  shall  have  been  committed;  but 
when  not  committed  within  any  state,  the  trial  shall  be  at 
such  place  or  places  as  the  Congress  may  by  law  have 
directed. 

Sect.  3.  Treason  against  the  United  States,  shall  consist  only 
in  levying  war  against  them,  or  in  adhering  to  their  enemies. 
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giving  them  aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted 
of  treason  nnless  on  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the 
same  overt  act,  or  on  confession  in  open  Conrt. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  pnnishment 
of  treason,  bnt  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corrnption 
of  blood,  or  forfeiture,  except  dnring  the  life  of  the  life  of 
the  person  attainted. 

Article  4. 

Sect.  I.  Full  faith  and  credit  shall  be  given  in  each  state  to 
the  public  acts,  records  and  judicial  proceedings  of  every 
other  state.  And  the  Congress  may  by  general  laws  pre- 
scribe the  manner  in  which  such  acts,  records  and  proceed- 
ings shall  be  pro\-ed  and  the  effect  thereof. 
Sect.  2.  The  citizens  of  each  state  shall  be  entitled  to  all 
privileges  and  immunities  of  citizens  in  the  several  states. 

A  person  charged  in  any  state  with  trea.son,  felon v,  or 
other  crime,  who  shall  flee  from  justice,  and  be  found  in 
another  state,  shall,  on  the  demand  of  the  executive  author- 
it}'  of  the  state  from  which  he  fled,  be  delivered  up,  to  be 
removed  to  the  state  having  jurisdiction  of  the  crime. 

No  person  held  to  service  or  labour  in  one  state,  under 
the  laws  thereof,  escaping  into  another,  shall,  in  conse- 
quence of  any  law  or  regulation  therein,  be  discharged 
from  such  service  or  labour,  but  shall  be  delivered  up  on 
claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such  service  or  labour  ma}-  be 
due. 

Sect.  3.  New  states  may  be  admitted  b}-  the  Congress  into 
this  union;  but  no  new  state  shall  be  formed  or  erected 
within   the   jurisdiction   of    any  other  state;    nor  any  state 

formed  by  the  junction  of  two  or  more  states,  or  parts  of 
2  AP 20 
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states,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislatures  of   the   states 
concerned  as  well  as  of  the  Congress. 

The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  make 
all  needful  rules  and  regulations  respecting  the  territory  or 
other  property  belonging  to  the  United  States;  and  nothing 
in  this  constitution  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prejudice  any 
claims  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  particular  state. 
Sect.  4.  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  ever}-  state  in 
this  Union  a  republican  form  of  government,  and  shall  pro- 
tect each  of  them  against  invasion ;  and  on  application  of  the 
legislature,  or  of  the  executive  (when  the  legislature,  cannot 
be  convened)  against  domestic  violence. 

Article  5. 

The  Congress,  whenever  two  thirds  of  both  Houses  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  shall  propose  amendments  to  this  consti- 
tution, or,  on  the  application  of  the  legislatures  of  two  thirds 
of  the  several  states,  shall  call  a  convention  for  proposing 
amendments,  which,  in  either  case,  shall  be  valid  to  all  in- 
tents and  purposes,  as  part  of  this  constitution,  when  ratified 
b}-  the  legislatures  of  three  fourths  of  the  several  states,  or 
by  conventions  in  three  fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the 
other  mode  of  ratification  may  be  proposed  by  the  Congress : 
Pro\'ided,  that  no  amendment  which  may  be  made  prior  to 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight,  shall  in 
an}'  manner  affect  the  first  and  fourth  clauses  in  the  ninth 
section   of  the   first   article;    and   that   no   state,  without   it's 

shall 

consent,  be  deprived  of  its  equal  suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

Article  6. 

All  Debts  contracted  and  engagements  entered  into, 
before   the  adoption  of  this   constitution,  shall    be    as   valid 
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against  the  United  States  under  this  constitution,  as  under 
the  confederation. 

This  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  the  United  States  which 
shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof;  and  all  treaties  made, 
or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authorit)-  of  the  United 
States,  shall  be  the  supreme  law  of  the  land;  and  the  judges 
in  every  state  shall  be  bound  thereb}-,  any  thing  in  the 
constitution  or  laws  of  any  state  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

The  senators  and  representatives  before  mentioned,  and 
the  members  of  the  several  state  legislatures,  and  all  execu- 
tive and  judicial  officers,  both  of  the  I'nited  States  and  of  the 
several  states,  shall  be  bound  b}-  oath  or  affirmation,  to  sup- 
port this  constitution;  but  no  religious  test  shall  ever  be 
required  as  a  qualification  to  an}-  office  or  public  trust  under 
the  United  States. 

Article  7. 

The  ratification  of  the  conventions  of  nine  states,  shall  be 
sufficient  for  the  establishment  of  this  constitution  between 
the  States  so  ratifiying  the  same. 

Done  in  Convention,  bj'  the  unanimous  consent  of 
the  States  present,  the  seventeenth  da}'  of  September, 
in  the  jear  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eight}-  seven,  and  of  the  independence  of  the 
United  States  of  America  the  twelfth.  In  Witness 
whereof  we  have  hereunto  subscribed  our  Names.

The  States  of  New-Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  Connecticut, 
IVr   Hamilton    from    New- York,    New-Jersej^    Pennsylvania, 
Delaware,   Maryland,  X'irginia,   North-Carolina,   South-Caro- 
lina and  Georgia: 

Resolved, 

That  the  preceding  Constitution  be  laid  before  the 
United  States  in  Congress  assembled,  and  that  it  is  the 
opinion  of  this  Convention,  that  it  should  afterwards  be 
submitted  to  a  Convention  of  Delegates,  chosen  in  each 
state  by  the  people  thereof,  under  the  recommendation 
of  its  Legislature,  for  their  assent  and  ratification ;  and 
that  each  Convention  assenting  to,  and  ratifying  the  same, 
should  give  notice  thereof  to  the  United  States  in  Congress 
assembled. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Convention,  that 
as  soon  as  the  Conventions  of  nine  states  shall  have  ratified 
this  Constitution,  the  Ignited  States  in  Congress  assembled 
should  fix  a  da}-  on  which  electors  should  be  appointed  I)}- 
the  states  which  shall  have  ratified  the  same,  and  a  day  on 
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which  the  electors  should  assemble  to  vote  for  the  President, 
and  the  time  and  place  for  commencing  Proceedings  under 
this  Constitution.  That  after  such  publication  the  electors 
shall  be  appointed,  and  the  Senators  and  Representatives 
elected:  That  the  electors  should  meet  on  the  day  fixed  for 
the  election  of  the  President,  and  should  transmit  their  votes 
certified,  signed,  sealed,  and  directed,  as  the  constitution 
requires,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  United  States  in  Congress 
assembled,  that  the  Senators  and  Representatives  should 
convene  at  the  time  and  place  assigned;  that  the  Senators 
should  appoint  a  President  of  the  Senate,  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  receiving,  opening  and  counting  the  votes  for 
President;  and,  that  after  he  shall  be  chosen,  the  Congress, 
together  with  the  President,  should,  without  delay,  proceed 
to  execute  this  Constitution.

Ratification  of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention 
of  the  State  of  Rhode-Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions. 

We  the  Delegates  of  the  People  of  the  State  of  Rhode- 
Island,  and  Providence  Plantations,  duly  elected  and  met  in 
Convention,  having  maturelj?  considered  the  Constitution  for 
the  United  States  of  America,  agreed  to  on  the  seventeenth 
day  of  September,  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty  seven,  bj-  the  Convention  then  assembled  at  Phil- 
adelphia, in  the  Commonwealth  of  Penns3-lvania  (a  Copy 
whereof  precedes  these  presents)  and  having  also  seriousl}- 
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and  deliberately  considered  the  present  situation  of  this  State, 
do  declare  and   make  known 

I*'  That  there  are  certain  natural  rights,  of  which  men  wlicn 
they  form  a  social  compact,  cannot  deprive  or  divest  llicir 
posterity,  among  which  are  the  enjoyment  of  Life  and  Lib- 
ert}', with  the  means  of  acquiring,  possessing  and  protecting 
Property,  and  pursuing  and  obtaining  happiness  and  safety. 
2''  That  all  power  is  naturally  vested  in,  and  consequentlj'' 
derived  irom  the  People;  that  magistrates  therefore  are  their 
trustees  and  agents,  and  at  all  times  amenable  to  them. 
3''  That  the  powers  of  government  maj-  be  reassumed  b}'  the 
people,  whensoever  it  shall  become  necessary  to  their  happi- 
ness:— That  the  rights  of  the  States  respectively,  to  nominate 
and  appoint  all  State  Officers,  and  every  other  power,  juris- 
diction and  right,  whicli  is  not  bj-  the  said  constitution  clearly 
delegated  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  or  to  the 
departments  of  government  thereof,  remain  to  the  people  of 
the  several  states,  or  their  respective  State  Governments  to 
whom  the}'  ma}-  have  granted  the  same;  and  tluit  those 
clauses  in  the  said  constitution  wliich  declare  that  Congress 
shall  not  have  or  exercise  certain  powers,  do  not  impl}-,  that 
Congress  is  entitled  to  any  powers  not  given  b\-  the  said 
constitution,  but  such  clauses  are  to  be  construed  as  excep- 
tions to  certain  specified  powers,  or  as  inserted  merel}-  for 
greater  caution. 

4""  That  religion,  or  the  duty  which  we  owe  to  our  Creator, 
and  the  manner  of  discharging  it,  can  be  directed  onl}-  by 
reason  and  conviction,  and  not  by  force  or  violence,  and 
therefore  all  men,  have  an  equal,  natural  and  unalienable 
right  to  the  free  exercise  of  religion,  according  to  the  dictates 
of  conscience,  and  that  no  particular  religious  sect  or  society 
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ought  to  be  favoured,  or  established  bj-  law  in  preference  to 
others. 

5""  That  the  legislative,  executive  and  judiciarv  powers  of 
government,  should  be  separate  and  distinct,  and  that  the 
members  of  the  two  iirst  may  be  restrained  from  oppres- 
sion, by  feeling  and  participating  the  publick  burthens,  they 
should  at  fixed  periods  be  reduced  to  a  private  station,  return 
into  the  mass  of  the  people,  and  the  vacancies  be  supplied 
by  certain  and  regular  elections,  in  which  all,  or  auv  part 
of  the  former  members,  to  be  eligible  or  ineligible,  as  the 
rules  of  the  constitution  of  government  and  the  laws  shall 
direct. 

6"'  That  elections  of  representatives  in  legislature  ought  to 
be  free  and  frequent,  and  all  men  having  sufficient  evidence 
of  permanent  common  interest  with,  and  attachment  to 
the  communitj'  ought  to  have  the  right  of  suffrage,  aud  no 

charge 

aid,  tax  or  fee  cau  be  set,  rated  or  levied  upon  the  people, 
without  their  own  consent  or  that  of  their  representatives  so 
elected,  nor  can  thej-  be  bound  by  any  law,  to  which  they 
have  not  in  like  manner  assented  for  the  publick  good. 
7*  That  all  power  of  suspending  laws  or  the  execution  of 
laws,  by  au}'  authority  without  the  consent  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  in  the  legislature,  is  injurious  to 
their  rights,  and  ought  not  to  be  exercised. 
8"'  That  in  all  capital  and  criminal  prosecutions,  a  man  hath 
a  right  to  demand  the  cause  and  nature  of  his  accusation, 
to  be  confronted  with  the  accusers  and  witnesses,  to  call 
for  evidence  and  be  allowed  counsel  in  his  favonr,  and  to  a 
fair  and  speedv  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  his  vicinage, 
without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  cannot  be  found 
guilt)-;   (except   in   the   government   of  the   land   and   ua\al 
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forces)  nor  can  he  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against 
himself. 

9"*  That  no  freeman  ought  to  be  taken,  imprisoned  or  dis- 
seised of  his  freehold,  liberties,  privileges,  or  franchises,  or 
outlawed,  or  exiled,  or  in  any  manner  destroyed  or  depri\-ed 
of  his  life,  liberty  or  propertj-  but  by  the  trial  by  jury,  or  by 
the  law  of  the  land. 

10"'  That  ever}-  freeman  restrained  of  his  liberty,  is  intitled 
to  a  remed}-,  to  enquire  into  the  lawfulness  thereof,  and  to 
remove  the  same  if  unlawful,  and  that  such  remed}-  ought 
not  to  be  denied  or  delayed. 

11"'  That  in  controversies  respecting  property,  and  in  suits 
between  man  and  man  the  antient  trial  by  jury,  as  hath  been 
exercised  b^•  iis  and  our  ancestors,  from  the  time  whereof  the 
memory  of  man  is  not  to  the  contrary,  is  one  of  the  greatest 
securities  to  the  rights  of  the  people,  and  ought  to  remain 
sacred  and  inviolate. 

12"'  That  every  freeman  ought  to  obtain  right  and  justice, 
freely  and  without  sale,  completelj-  and  without  denial, 
promptly  and  without  delay,  and  that  all  establishments  or 
regulations  contravening  these  rights,  are  oppressive  and 
unjust. 

13"'  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor 
excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  or  unusual  punishments 
inflicted. 

14"'  That  ever}-  person  has  a  right  to  be  secure  from  all 
ureasonable  searches  and  seisures  of  his  person,  his  papers 
or  his  property,  and  therefore  that  all  warrants  to  search  sus- 
pected places  or  seise  any  person,  his  papers  or  his  property, 
without  information  upon  oath,  or  affirmation,  of  sufficient 
cause,   are   grievous    and  oppressive,   and    that    all   general 
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warrants  (or  such  in  which  the  place  or  person  suspected, 
are  not  particularly  designated,)  are  dangerous,  and  ought 
not  to  be  granted. 

15"'  That  the  people  have  a  right  peaceably  to  assemble 
together,  to  consult  for  their  common  good,  or  to  instruct 
their  representatives;  and  that  ever}-  person  has  a  right  to 
petition  or  apply  to  the  legislature  for  redress  of  griev- 
ances. 

16""  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  freedom  of  speech  and 
of  writing,  and  publishing  their  sentiments,  that  freedom  of 
the  press  is  one  of  the  greatest  bulwarks  of  liberty,  and 
ought  not  to  be  violated. 

17"'  That  the  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  bear  arms, 
that  a  well  regulated  militia,  including  the  bod}'  of  the  people 
capable  of  bearing  arms,  is  the  proper,  natural  and  safe 
defence  of  a  free  state;  that  the  militia  shall  not  be  subject 
to  martial  law  except  in  time  of  war,  rebellion  or  insurrec- 
tion ;  that  standing  armies  in  time  of  peace,  are  dangerous  to 
liberty,  and  ought  not  to  be  kept  up,  except  in  cases  of 
necessity;  and  that  at  all  times  the  military  should  be  under 
strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power;  that  in  time  of  peace 
no  soldier  ought  to  be  quartered  in  an}-  house,  without  the 
consent  of  the  owner,  and  in  time  of  war,  only  by  the  civil 
magistrate,  in  such  manner  as  the  law  directs. 
iS""  That  any  person  religiouslv  scrupulous  of  bearing  arms, 
ought  to  be  exempted,  upon  payment  of  an  equivalent,  to 
employ  another  to  bear  arms  in  his  stead. 

Under  these  impressions,  and  declaring,  that  the  rights 
aforesaid  cannot  be  abridged  or  violated,  and  that  the  expla- 
nations aforesaid,  are  consistant  with  the  said  constitution, 
and  in  confidence  that  the  amendments  hereafter  mentioned, 
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will  receive  an  earh-  and  nuilure  consideration,  and  conform- 
abl}'  to  the  fifth  article  of  said  constitution,  speedily  become  a 
part  thereof;  We  the  said  delegates,  in  the  name,  and  in  the 
behalf  of  the  People,  of  the  State  of  Rhode-Island  and  Provi- 
dence-Plantations, do  by  these  Presents,  assent  to,  and  ratifv 
the  said  Constitution.  In  full  confidence  nevertheless,  that 
until  the  amendments  hereafter  proposed  and  undermen- 
tioned shall  be  agreed  to  and  ratified,  pursuant  to  tlic  afore- 
said fifth  article,  the  militia  of  this  State  will  not  be  continued 
in  service  out  of  this  State  for  a  longer  term  than  six  weeks, 
without  the  consent  of  the  legislature  thereof;  That  the 
Congress  will  not  make  or  alter  any  regulation  in  tliis  State, 
respecting  the  times,  places  and  manner  of  holding  elections 
for  senators  or  representatives,  unless  the  legislature  of  this 
state  shall  neglect,  or  refuse  to  make  laws  or  regulations  for 
the  purpose,  or  from  any  circumstance  be  incapable  of 
making  the  same;  and  that  in  those  cases,  such  power  will 
onl}'  be  exercised,  until  the  legislature  of  this  State  shall 
make  provision  in  tlic  Premises,  that  the  Congress  will  not 
lay  direct  taxes  within  this  State,  but  when  the  monies  aris- 
ing from  the  Impost,  Tonnage  and  Excise  shall  be  insuffi- 
cient for  the  publick  exigencies,  nor  until  the  Congress  shall 
have  first  made  a  requisition  upon  this  State  to  assess,  levy 
and  pa}'  the  amount  of  sucli  requisition,  made  agreeable 
to  the  census  fixed  in  the  said  constitution,  in  such  way 
and  manner,  as  the  legislature  of  this  State  shall  judge 
best,  and  that  the  Congress  will  not  lay  any  capitation  or 
poll  tax. 

Done  in  Convention,  at  Newport  in  the  County  of 
Newport,  in  the  State  of  Rhode-Island  and  Provi- 
dence-Plantations, the  twenty  ninth  day  of  May,  in 
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the  Year  of  ovir  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninet}',  and  in  the  fourteenth  year  of  the  Inde- 
pendence of  the  United  States  of  America.

And  the  Convention,  do  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the 
People  of  the  State  of  Rhode-Island  and  Providence  Planta- 
tions, enjoin  it  upon  their.  Senators  and  Representative  or 
Representatives,  which  may  be  elected  to  represent  this  State 
in  Congress,  to  exert  all  their  influence,  and  use  all  reason- 
able means  to  obtain  a  ratification  of  the  following  Amend- 
ments  to   the   said   Constitution,   in   the   manner   prescribed

therein,  and  in  laws  to  be  passed  by  the  Congress  in  the 
mean  time,  to  conform  to  the  spirit  of  the  said  amendments, 
as  far  as  the  constitution  will  admit. 

Amendments. 

V'-  The  United  States  shall  guarantee  to  each  State  its 
sovereignty,  freedom  and  independence,  and  ever}-  j^ower, 
jurisdiction  and  right,  which  is  not  b}-  this  constitution 
expressly  delegated  to  the  United  States. 
2''  That  Congress  shall  not  alter,  modify  or  interfere  in  the 
times,  places  or  manner  of  holding  elections  for  Senators  and 
Representatives,  or  either  of  them,  except  when  the  legisla- 
ture of  any  state  shall  neglect,  refuse  or  be  disabled  bv  inva- 
sion or  rebellion  to  prescribe  the  same;  or  in  case  when  the 
the  provision  made  by  the  states,  is  so  imperfect  as  that  no 
consequent  election  is  had,  and  then  only  until  the  legislature 
of  such  state,  shall   make  provision   in  the  premises.

3''  It  is  declared  by  the  Convention,  that  the  judicial  power 
of  the  United  States,  in  cases  in  which  a  state  may  be  a  party, 
does  not  extend  to  criminal  prosecutions,  or  to  authorize  any 
suit  by  any  person  against  a  State;  Init  to  remove  all  doubts 
or  controversies  respecting  the  same,  that  it  be  especially 
expressed  as  a  part  of  the  constitution  of  the  I'uited  States, 
that  Congress  shall  not  directly  or  indirectly,  either  by  them- 
selves or  through  the  judiciary,  interfere  with  any  one  of  the 
states,  in  the  redemption  of  paper  money  already  emitted 
and  now  in  circulation,  or  in  liquidating  or  discharging  the 

one 

publick   securities   of  any  state  :    that  each  and  every  state 

shall    have  the   exclusive   right   of  making   such    laws  and 

regulations  for  the  before  mentioned  purpose,  as  they  shall 

think  proper. 

4'"  That  no  amendments  to  the  constitution   of  the  United 

States  hereafter  to  be   made,   pursuant   to  the  fifth  article, 

shall  take  effect,  or  become  a  part  of  the  constitution  of  the 

United  States  after  the  Year  one  thousand  seven   hundred 

and  ninety  three,  without  the  consent  of  eleven  of  the  states, 

heretofore  united  under  one  confederation. 

5"'  That  the  judicial  powers  of  the  United  States  shall  extend 

the 

to  no  possible  case,  where .  cause  of  action  shall  have  origi- 
nated before  the  ratification  of  this  constitution,  except  in 
disputes  between  states  about  their  territory,  disputes  between 
persons  claiming  lands  under  grants  of  different  states,  and 
debts  due  to  the  United  States. 

6"^  That  no  person  shall  be  compelled  to  do  militarv  duty, 
othenvise  than  by  voluntary  enlistment,  except  in  cases  of 
general  invasion;  au}'  thing  in  the  second  paragraph  of  the 
sixth  article  of  the  constitution,  or  any  law  made  under  the 
constitution  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

7"'  That  no  capitation  or  poll-tax  shall  ever  be  laid  by 
Congress. 

8""  In  cases  of  direct  taxes,  Congress  shall  first  make  requi- 
sitions on  the  several  states  to  assess,  levy  and  pay  their 
respective  proportions  of  snch  requisitions,  in  such  way  and 
manner,  as  the  legislatures  of  the  several  states  shall  judge 
best;  and  in  case  any  state  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  paj'  its 
proportion  pursuant  to  such  requisition,  then  Congress  may 
assess  and  levy  such  state's  proportion,  together  with  interest 
at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  from  the  time  pre- 
scribed in  such  requisition. 

9"'  That  Congress  shall  lay  no  direct  taxes,  without  the 
consent  of  the  legislatures  of  three  fourths  of  the  states  in 
the  Union. 

10"'  That  the  journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate  and 
house  of  Representatives  shall  be  published  as  soon  as  con- 
veniently may  be,  at  least  once  in  every  year,  except  such 
parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alliances  or  militar}-  opera- 
tions, as  in  their  judgment  require  secrecy. 
11"'  That  regular  statements  of  the  receipts  and  expendi- 
tures of  all  publick  monies,  shall  be  published  at  least  once 
a  year. 

12"'  As  standing  armies  in  time  of  peace  are  dangerous  to 
liberty  and  ought  not  to  be  kept  up,  except  in  cases  of 
necessitv;  and  as  at  all  times  the  military  should  be  under 
strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power,  that  therefore  no 
standing  arm^-,  or  regular  troops  shall  be  raised,  or  kept  up 
in  time  of  peace. 

13"'  That  no  monies  be  borrowed  on  the  credit  of  the  United 
States  without  the  assent  of  two  thirds  of  the  Senators  and 
Representatives  present  in  each  house. 
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14"'  That  the  Congress  shall  not  declare  war,  without  the 
concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives present  in  each  house. 

15"'  That  the  words  "without  tlie  consent  of  Congress"  in 
the  seventh  clause  in  the  ninth  section  of  the  first  article  of 
the  constitution  be  expunged. 

16"'  That  no  judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  the  I'nited 
States,  shall  hold  nuy  other  office  under  the  United  States,  or 
any  of  them ;  nor  shall  anj-  officer  appointed  by  Congress, 
or  b}-  the  President  and  Senate  of  the  United  States,  be 
permitted  to  hold  an}-  office  under  the  appointment  of  any  of 
the  states. 
1 7"'  As  a  traffick  tending  to  establish  or  continue  the  slavery 

the  caiisf  of 

of  any  part  of  the  human  species,  is  disgraceful  to  libertj' 
and  humanit}',  that  Congress  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  pro- 
mote and  establish  such  laws  and  regulations,  as  may  effec- 
tually prevent  the  importation  of  slaves  of  ever}-  description 
into  the  United  States. 

18"'  That  the  State  Legislatures  have  power  to  recall,  when 
they  think  it  expedient,  their  federal  senators,  and  to  send 
others  in  their  stead. 

19"'  That  Congress  have  power  to  establish  a  uniform  rule 
of  inhabitancy,  or  settlement  of  the  poor  of  the  different 
States  throughout  the  United  States. 

20"'  That  Congress  erect  no  company  with  exclusive  advan- 
tages of  commerce. 

21"*'  That  when  two  members  shall  move  or  call  foi  the 
aj'es  and  nays  on  anj'  question,  the}-  shall  be  entered  on 
the  journals  of  the  houses  respectively.

THE  Conventions  of  a  number  of  the  States,  having  at 
the  time  of  their  adopting  tlie  Constitution,  expressed  a 
desire,  in  order  to  prevent  misconstruction  or  abuse  of  its 
powers,  that  further  declarator}'  and  restrictive  clauses 
should  be  added:  And  as  extending  the  ground  of  public 
confidence  in  the  Government,  will  best  ensure  the  benifi- 
ccnt  ends  of  its  institution: 

RESOLVED  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Ignited  States  of  America,  in  Congress  assem- 
bled, two  thirds  of  both  Houses  concurring,  that  the  follow-

and  to  have  the  Assistance  of  Counsel  for  his  defence. 

Article  the  ninth. ...In  Suits  at  common  law,  where  the  value 
in  controversv  shall  exceed  twenty  dollars,  the  right  of 
trial  bs"  jurv  shall  be  preserved,  and  no  fact  tried  l)y  a 
jurj^  shall  be  otherwise  re-examined  in  any  Court  of 
the  I'nited  States,  than  according  to  the  rules  of  the 
common  law. 

Article  the  tenth. ...Kxcessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor 
excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punish- 
ments inflicted.

An  Act  to  ratify  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States 

Whereas  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives  of  the 
United   States  of  America   in    Congress  Assembled  on   the 
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fourth  ck)'  of  March  did  Resolve,  two  thirds  of  both  Houses 
concuriug  tliat  the  followiug  Articles  be  proposed  to  the 
Legislatures  of  the  several  States  as  amendments  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  all  or  any  of  which  Articles 
when  ratifyed  by  three  fourths  of  the  said  'Legislatures  to 
be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  part  of  the  said 
Constitution 

Article  I  After  the  first  enumeration  required  bv  the  first 
article  of  the  Constitution,  there  shall  be  one  representative 
for  every  thirt}-  thousand,  until  the  number  shall  amount  to 
one  hundred,  after  which  the  proportion  shall  be  so  regu- 
lated by  Congress,  that  there  shall  be  not  less  tlian  one 
hundred  representatives,  nor  less  than  one  representative 
for  ever}^  fort}-  thousand  persons,  until  the  number  of 
representatives  shall  amount  to  two  hundred,  after  which 
the  proportion  shall  be  so  regulated  b}-  Congress,  that 
there  shall  not  be  less  than  two  hundred  representatives, 
nor  more  than  one  representative  for  ever}-  fift}'  Thousand 
persons.

Section  i"  Whereas  in  pursuance  of  the  fifth  Article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  certain  Articles  of  amend- 
ment to  the  said  Constitution  ha\e  been  proposed  by  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  the  consideration  of  the 
Legislatures  of  the  several  States :  And  Whereas  this 
House  being  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
having  maturely  deliberated  thereupon,  have  resolved  to 
adopt  and  ratify-  the  Articles  hereafter  enumerated,  as  part 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Ignited  States. 

Section  2''  Be  it  therefore  enacted  and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
bv  the  Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania  in  General  Assembly  met,  and  by 
the  Authority  of  the  same,  That  the  following  amendments 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  proposed  by  the

Section   I    Be  it  enacted  by   the   Senate  and    House  of

All  Act  to  authorize  the  People  of  this  State  to  meet  in  Con- 
vention to  deliberate  upon  and  agree  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States. 

Whereas,  in  the  opinion  of  this  legislature,  the  future 
interest  and  welfare  of  this  state,  render  it  necessary  that  the 
constitution  of  the  I'tiited  States  of  America,  as  agreed  to  by 
the  convention  at  Philadelphia,  on  the  seventeenth  day  of 
September,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  eighty-seven,  with  the  several  amendments  and 
alterations,  as  the  same  has  been  since  established  b^'  the 
United  States,  should  be  laid  before  the  people  of  this  state 
for  their  approbation. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  bj'  the  general  assembly  of  the  state 
of  \'ennont.  That  the  first  constable  in  each  town  shall  warn 
the  inhabitants  who  by  law  are  entitled  to  vote  for  repre- 
sentatives in  general  assembl}-,  in  the  same  manner  as  they 
warn  freemen's  meetings,  to  meet  in  their  respective  towns 
on  the  first  Tuesda}'  of  December  next,  at  ten  o'clock  fore- 
noon, at  the  several  places  fixed  by  law  for  holding  the 
annual  election,  and  when  so  met  they  shall  proceed  in 
the  same  manner  as  in  the  election  of  representatives,  to 
choose  some  suitable  person  from  each  town  to  serve  as  a 
delegate  in  a  state  convention,  for  the  purpose  of  deliber- 
ating upon  and  agreeing  to  the  constitution  of  the  Ignited 
States  as  now  established ;  and  the  said  constable  shall  certify

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to  the  said  convention  the  person  so  chosen  m  manner  afore- 
said.    And, 

It  is  herebj-  further  enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
That  the  persons  so  elected  to  serve  in  state  convention  as 
aforesaid,  to  assemble  and  meet  together  on  the  first  Thurs- 
day- of  January  next,  at  Bennington,  in  the  count v  of  Ben- 
nington, then  and  there  to  deliberate  iipou  the  aforesaid 
constitution  of  the  United,  States,  and  if  approved  of  by 
them,  finally  to  assent  to,  and  ratify  the  same  in  behalf  and 
on  the  part  of  the  people  of  this  state,  and  make  report 
thereof  to  the  governour  of  this  state,  for  the  time  being,  to 
be  by  him  communicated  to  the  president  of  the  United 
States,  and  the  legislature  of  this  state.

Subsequent  Amendments  agreed  to  in  Convention  as 
necessar}-  to  the  proposed  Constitution  of  Government  for 
the  United  States,  recommended  to  the  consideration  of  the 
Congress  which  sliall  first  assemble  under  the  said  Constitu- 
tion to  be  acted  upon  according  to  the  mode  prescribed  in 
the  fifth  article  thereof: 

Videlicet ; 

That  there  l)e  a  Declaration  or  Bill  of  Rights  asserting 
and  secxiring  from  encroachment  the  essential  and  unalien- 
able Rights  of  the  People  in  some  such  manner  as  the 
following ; 

First,  That  there  are  certain  natural  rights  of  which 
men,  when  they  form  a  social  compact  cainiot  deprive  or 
divest  their  posterit}',  among  which  are  the  enjoyment  of 
life  and  liberty,  with  the  means  of  acquiring,  possessing  and 
protecting  property,  and  pursuing  and  olitaining  happiness 
and  safety.  Second.  That  all  power  is  naturally  vested  in 
and  consequent! v  derived  from  the  people;  that  ]\Iagi.strates, 
therefore,  are  their  trustees  and  agents  and  at  all  times 
amenable  to  tlicni.  Third,  That  Government  ouglit  to  be 
instituted  for  the  common  benefit,  protection  and  security 
of  the  People;  and  that  tlie  doctrine  of  non-resistance  against 
arbitrary  power  and  oppression  is  absurd  slavish,  and  de- 
structive of  the  good  and  happiness  of  mankind.  Fourth, 
That  no  man  or  set  of  Men  are  entitled  to  exclusive  or 
seperate   public    emoluments    or    privileges   from    the    com- 
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munity,  but  iu  Consideration  of  public  services  ;  which  not 
being  descendible,  neither  ought  the  offices  of  Magistrate, 
Legislator  or  Judge,  or  any  other  public  office  to  be  heredi- 
tar}'.  Fifth,  That  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judiciary 
powers  of  Government  should  be  seperate  and  distinct,  and 
that  the  members  of  the  two  first  ma}-  be  restrained  from 
oppression  b}'  feeling  and  participating  the  public  burthens, 
they  should,  at  fixt  periods  be  reduced  to  a  private  station, 
return  into  the  mass  of  the  people ;  and  the  vacancies  be 
supplied  b}-  certain  and  regular  elections  ;  in  which  all  or 
au}-  part  of  the  former  members  to  be  elegible  or  ineligible, 
as  the  rules  of  the  Constitution  of  Government,  and  the  laws 
shall  direct.  Sixth,     That  elections  of  representati\-es  in 

the  legislature  ought  to  be  free  and  frec[uent,  and  all  men 
having  sufficient  evidence  of  permanent  common  interest 
with  and  attachment  to  the  Community  ought  to  have  the 
right  of  sviffrage:  and  no  aid,  charge,  tax  or  fee  can  be  set, 
rated,  or  levied  upon  the  people  without  their  own  consent, 
or  that  of  their  representatives  so  elected,  nor  can  the}-  be 
bound  by  any  law  to  which  they  have  not  in  like  manner 
assented  for  the  public  good.  Seventh,  That  all  power 
of  suspending  laws  or  the  execution  of  laws  by  anj-  authority, 
without  the  consent  of  the  representatives  of  the  people  in 
the  legislature  is  injurious  to  their  rights,  and  ought  not 
to  be  exercised.  Eighth,  That  in  all  capital  and  criminal 
prosecutions,  a  man  hatli  a  right  to  demand  the  cause  and 
nature  of  his  accusation,  to  be  confronted  with  the  accusers 
and  witnesses,  to  call  for  evidence  and  be  allowed  counsel  in 
his  favor,  and  to  a  fair  and  speedy  trial  by  an  impartial  Jury 
of  his  vicinage,  without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  cannot 
be  found  guilt}',  (except  in  the  government  of  the  land  and 
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naval  forces)  nor  can  he  be  compelled  to  give  evidence 
against  himself.  Ninth.  That  no  freeman  onght  to  bo 
taken,  imprisoned,  or  disseised  of  his  freehold,  liberties,  privi- 
leges or  franchises,  or  outlawed  or  exiled,  or  in  any  manner 
destroyed  or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty  or  property  but  by  the 
law  of  the  land.  Tenth.  Tliat  every  freeman  restrained 
of  his  libert}-  is  entitled  to  a  remedy  to  enquire  into  tlie 
lawfulness  thereof,  and  to  remove  the  same,  if  unlawful, 
and  that  such  remed}-  ought  not  to  be  denied  nor  delaved. 
Eleventh.  That  in  controversies  respecting  property,  and 
in  suits  between  man  and  man,  the  ancient  trial  by  Jurv  is 
one  of  the  greatest  Securities  to  the  rights  of  the  people,  and 
ought  to  remain  sacred  and  inviolable.  Twelfth.  That 
ever}-  freeman  ought  to  find  a  certain  remedy  by  recourse  to 
the  laws  for  all  injuries  and  wrongs  he  may  receive  in  liis 
person,  property  or  character.  He  ought  to  obtain  riglil  and 
justice  freel}'  without  sale,  compleatl}-  and  without  denial, 
promptly  and  without  delay,  and  that  all  establishments  or 
regulations  contravening  these  rights,  are  oppressive  and 
unjust.  Thirteenth,     That  excessive   Bail   ouglit   not  be 

required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual 
punishments  inflicted.  Fourteenth,  That  every  freeman 
has  a  right  to  be  secure  from  all  unreasonable  searches  and 
siezures  of  his  person,  his  papers  and  his  property;  all  war- 
rants, therefore,  to  search  suspected  places,  or  sieze  any  free- 
man, liis  papers  or  property,  without  information  upon  Oath 
(or  affirmation  of  a  person  religiously  scrupulous  of  taking 
an  oath)  of  legal  and  sufficient  cause,  are  grievous  and 
oppressive;  and  all  general  Warrants  to  search  suspected 
places,  or  to  apprehend  any  suspected  person,  without  spe- 
ciallj'  naming  or  describing  the  place  or  person,  are  danger- 
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oils  and  ought  not  to  be. granted.  Fifteenth,     That  the 

people  have  a  right  peaceably  to  assemble  together  to  con- 
sult for  the  common  good,  or  to  instruct  their  Representa- 
tives ;  and  that  ever}'  freeman  has  a  right  to  petition  or  appl}- 
to    the    legislature    for  redress  of  grievances.  Sixteenth, 

That  the  people  have  a  right  to  freedom  of  speech,  and  of 
writing  and  publishing  their  Sentiments;  but  the  freedom 
of  the  press  is  one  of  the  greatest  bulwarks  of  liberty  and 
ought  not  to  be  violated.  Seventeenth,     That  the  people 

have  a  right  to  keep  and  bear  arms;  that  a  well  regulated 
Militia  composed  of  the  body  of  the  people  trained  to  arms  is 
the  proper,  natural  and  safe  defence  of  a  free  State.  That 
standing  armies  in  time  of  peace  are  dangerous  to  liberty, 
and  therefore  ought  to  be  avoided,  as  far  as  the  circum- 
stances and  protection  of  the  Communit}-  will  admit;  and 
that  in  all  cases  the  militar}-  should  be  under  strict  subordi- 
nation to  and  governed  bj-  the  Civil  power.  Eighteenth, 
That  no  Soldier  in  time  of  peace  ought  to  be  quartered  in 
an}-  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  and  in  time  of 
war  in  such  manner  only  as  the  laws  direct.  Nineteenth, 

That  any  person  religiously  scrupuloiis  of  bearing  arms 
ought  to  be  exempted  upon  payment  of  an  equivalent  to 
employ   another    to    bear  arms  in    his  stead.  Twentieth, 

That  religion  or  the  dut}-  which  we  owe  to  our  Creator, 
and  the  manner  of  discharging  it  can  be  directed  only 
by  reason  and  conviction,  not  by  force  or  violence,  and 
therefore  all  men  have  an  equal,  natural  and  unalienable 
right  to  the  free  exercise  of  religion  according  to  the  dic- 
tates of  conscience,  and  that  no  particular  religious  sect  or 
society  ought  to  be  favored  or  established  by  Law  in  prefer- 
ence to  others. 


Amendments  to  the  Body  of  the  Constitution. 
First,  Tliat  each  State  in  the  Union  sluill  respectively 
retain  every  power,  jurisdiction  ;uul  rii^ht  wliich  is  not  by 
this  Constitution  delegated  to  the  Congress  of  the  I'nited 
States  or  to  tlie  departments  of  the  Foederal  Government. 
Second,  Tliat  there  shall  be  one  representative  for  everj' 
thirty  thousand,  according  to  the  Enumeration  or  Census 
mentioned  in  the  Constitution,  until  the  whole  number  of 
representatives  amounts  to  tw(j  hundred;  after  which  that 
number  shall  be  continued  or  encreased  as  the  Congress 
shall  direct,  upon  the  principles  fixed  bv  the  Constitution 
by  apportioning  the  Representatives  of  each  State  to  some 
greater  number  of  people  from  time  to  time  as  population 
encreases.  Third,      When  Congress  shall  lay  direct  taxes 

or  excises,  they  shall  immediately  inform  the  Executive 
power  of  each  vState  of  the  quota  of  such  state  according  to 
the  Census  herein  directed,  which  is  proposed  to  be  thereby 
raised;  And  if  the  Legislature  of  any  State  shall  pass  a  law 
which  shall  be  effectual  for  raising  such  cjuota  at  the  time 
required  by  Congress,  the  taxes  and  excises  laid  by  Congress 
shall  not  be  collected,  in  such  State.  Fourth,     That  the 

members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  shall 
be  ineligible  to,  and  incapable  of  holding,  any  civil  office 
under  the  authoritv  of  the  United  States,  during  the  time  for 
which  thev  shall  respectively  be  elected.  P'iftli,     That  the 

Journals  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives shall  be  published  at  least  once  in  every  year, 
except  such  parts  thereof  relating  to  treaties,  alliances  or  mili- 
tarv operations,  as  in  their  judgment  require  secrecy.  Sixth, 
That  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall  be  published  at  least 
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once  in  ever}-  year.  Seventh,  That  no  commercial  treaty 
shall  be  ratified  withont  the  concurrence  of  tM'o  thirds  of  the 
whole  number  of  the  members  of  the  Senate ;  and  no  Treaty 
ceding,  contracting,  restraining  or  suspending  the  territorial 
rights  or  claims  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them  or  their, 
or  any  of  their  rights  or  claims  to  fishing  in  the  American 
seas,  or  navigating  the  American  rivers  shall  be  but  in  cases 
of  the  most  urgent  and  extreme  necessity,  nor  shall  any  such 
treaty  be  ratified  without  the  concurrence  of  three  fourths  of 
the  whole  number  of  the  members  of  both  houses  respectively. 
Eighth,  That  no  navigation  law,  or  law  regulating  Commerce 
shall  be  passed  without  the  consent  of  two  thirds  of  the  Mem- 
bers present  in  both  houses.  Ninth,  That  no  standing 
army  or  regular  troops  shall  be  raised  or  kept  up  in  time 
of  peace,  without  the  consent  of  two  thirds  of  the  members 
present  in  both  houses.  Tenth,  That  no  soldier  shall  be 
inlisted  for  any  longer  term  than  four  3'ears,  except  in  time  of 
war,  and  then  for  no  longer  term  than  the  continuance  of  the 
war.  Eleventh,  That  each  State  respectively  shall  have 
the  power  to  provide  for  organizing,  arming  and  disciplining 
it's  own  Militia,  whensoever  Congress  shall  omit  or  neglect 
to  provide  for  the  same.  That  the  Militia  shall  not  be  subject 
to  Martial  law,  except  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war, 
invasion,  or  rebellion;  and  when  not  in  the  actual  service  of 
the  United  States,  shall  be  subject  only  to  such  fines,  pen- 
alties and  punishments  as  shall  be  directed  or  inflicted  b\' 
the  laws  of  its  own  State.  Twelfth  That  the  exclusive 
power  of  legislation  given  to  Congress  over  the  Foederal 
Town  and  its  adjacent  District  and  other  places  purchased 
or  to  be  purchased  by  Congress  of  an\-  of  the  States  shall 
extend   onl}'  to   such  regulations  as  respect  the  police    and 


good  government  thereof.  Thirteentli,  Tliat  no  person 
sliall  be  capable  of  being  President  of  the  United  States  for 
more  than  eight  j-ears  in  any  term  of  sixteen  3'ears.  Four- 
teenth That  the  judicidl  power  of  the  United  States  shall 
be  vested  in  one  supreme  Court,  and  in  sucli  courts  of  Admi- 
ralt}-  as  Congress  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  estab- 
lisli  in  any  of  the  different  States:  The  Judicial  power  shall 
extend  to  all  cases  in  Law  and  Equity  arising  under  treaties 
made,  or  which  shall  be  made  under  the  autlioritv  of  the 
United  States;  to  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors  other  for- 
eign ministers  and  consuls;  to  all  cases  of  Admiralty  and 
maritime  jurisdiction;  to  controversies  to  which  the  United 
States  shall  be  a  party;  to  controversies  between  two  or 
States,  and  between  parties  claiming  lands  under  the  grants 
of  different  States.  In  all  cases  affecting  ambassadors,  other 
foreign  ministers  and  Consuls,  and  those  in  which  a  State 
shall  be  a  part}',  the  supreme  court  shall  have  original  juris- 
diction ;  in  all  other  cases  before  mentioned  the  supreme 
Court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  as  to  matters  of  law 
only:  except  in  cases  of  equity,  and  of  admiralt.\-  and  mari- 
time jurisdiction,  in  which  the  Supreme  Court  shall  have 
appellate  jurisdiction  both  as  to  law  and  fact,  with  such 
exceptions  and  under  such  regulations  as  the  Congress  shall 
make.  But  the  judicial  power  of  the  United  States  shall 
extend  to  no  case  where  the  cause  of  action  shall  have  origi- 
nated before  the  ratification  of  this  Constitution;  except  in 
disputes  between  States  about  their  Territory,  disputes  be- 
tween persons  claiming  lands  under  the  grants  of  different 
States,  and  suits  for  debts  due  to  the  United  States.  Fif- 
teenth, That  in  criminal  prosecutions  no  man  shall  be 
restrained  in  the  exercise  of  the  usual  and  accustomed  right 
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of  challenging  or  excepting  to  the  Jury.  Sixteenth,     That 

Congress  shall  not  alter,  modify  or  interfere  in  the  times, 
places,  or  manner  of  holding  elections  for  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives or  either  of  them,  except  when  the  legislature  of 
an}'  State  shall  neglect,  refuse  or  be  disabled  by  in\-asion 
or   rebellion   to    prescribe  the  same.  Seventeenth,     That 

those  clauses  which  declare  that  Congress  shall  not  exercise 
certain  powers  be  nt)t  interpreted  in  an}-  manner  whatsoever 
to  extend  the  powers  of  Congress.  But  that  the\-  maj'  be 
construed  either  as  making  exceptions  to  the  specified  powers 
where  this  shall  be  the  case,  or  otherwise  as  inserted  merely 
for  greater   caution.  Eighteenth,     That   the   laws   ascer- 

taining the  compensation  to  Senators  and  Representatives 
for  their  sendees  be  postponed  in  their  operation,  until  after 
the  election  of  Representati\-es  inimediateh-  succeeding  the 
passing  thereof;  that  excepted,  which  shall  first  be  passed 
on  the  Subject.  Nineteenth,     That  some  Tribunal  other 

than  the  Senate  be  provided  for  tr^-ing  impeachments  of 
Senators.  Twentieth,     That  the  Salary  of  a  Judge  shall 

not  be  encreased  or  diminished  during  his  continaance  in 
Office,  otherwise  than  by  general  regulations  of  Salary  which 
may  take  place  on  a  revision  of  the  subject  at  stated  periods 
of  not  less  than  seven  years  to  commence  from  the  time 
such  Salaries  shall  be  iirst  a.scertained  by  Congress.  And 
the  Convention  do,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  People  of 
this  Commonwealth  enjoin  it  upon  their  Representatives  in 
Congress  to  exert  all  tlieir  influence  and  use  all  reasonable 
and  legal  methods  to  obtain  a  Ratification  of  the  foregoing 
alterations  and  pro\isions  in  the  manner  provided  by  the 
fifth  article  of  the  said  Constitution  ;  aud  in  all  Congressional 
laws  to  be  passed  in  the  mean  time,  to  conform  to  the  spirit 
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of  those   Amendments  as  far  as  the  said    Constitution  will 
admit.

Whereas  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
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United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled  two  thirds 
of  both  houses  concuring,  Resolved  that  in  lieu  of  the  third 
paragraph  of  the  first  section  of  the  second  Article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  following  be  proposed 
as  an  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
which  when  ratified  by  three  fourths  of  the  Legislatures  of 
the  several  States  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
as  part  of  the  said  Constitiition,  to  wit, 

The  electors  shall  meet  in  their  respective  States  and  vote 
by  ballot  for  President  and  \'ice  President  one  of  whom  at 
least  shall  not  be  an  inhabitant  of  the  same  State  with  them- 
selves; they  shall  name  in  their  ballots  the  person  voted  for 
as  President  and  in  distinct  ballots  the  person  voted  for  as 
Vice  President ;  And  they  shall  make  distinct  lists  of  all  per- 
sons voted  for  as  President,  and  of  all  persons  voted  for  as 
Vice  President,  and  of  the  number  of  votes  for  each  which 
lists  thej^  shall  sign  and  certify  and  transmit  sealed  to  the 
seat  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  directed  to  the. 
President  of  the  Senate;  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall 
in  the  presence  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
open  all  the  Certificates  and  the  votes  shall  then  be  counted; 
the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  President 
shall  be  the  President  if  such  number  be  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  electors  appointed ;  And  if  no  person  have 
such  majority  then  from  the  persons  having  the  highest 
numbers  not  exceeding  three  on  the  list  of  those  voted  for 
as  President  the  house  of  Representatives  shall  choose  im- 
mediately b}'  ballot  the  President.  But  in  choosing  the 
President  the  votes  shall  be  taken  by  States  the  Representa- 
tion from  each  State  having  one  vote:  A  quorum  for  this

The  Act  of  the  General  Court  of  Massachusetts  "  ratifj-ing 
an  Amendment  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  pro- 
posed b}-  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  to  the  legislatures  of 
the  several  States,"  has  been  laid  before  me  bv  the  secretar}- 
of  the  Commonwealth,  for  approval,  and  it  being  thus  pre- 
sented, I  have  signed  it,  gladly  cooperating  in  form,  with  the 
legislature,  in  a  transaction  so  momentous  and  significant. 
This  amendment  was  proposed  b}-  Congress  in  due  conform- 
ity to  the  fifth  article  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States, 
which  provides  that  "the  Congress,"  (which  b}-  the  first  arti- 
cle is  defined  to  'consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
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sentatives,')  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  Houses  shall  deem 
it  necessary,  shall  propose  ameudnieuts  to  this  Constitution 
:•:  :•:  :■=  ^vliicli  '^  '''  shall  be  Valid  to  all  intents  and  ])ur- 
posesas  part  of  this  Constitution,  wlicn  ratified  by  the  legisla- 
tures of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States  or  by  conventions 
in  three-fourths  thereof,  as  the  one  or  the  other  mode  of  rati- 
fication may  be  proposed  by  the  Congress." 

But  the  occasion  of  the  laying  of  this  Act  before  me  for 
approval,  seems  to  invite  some  comments  upon  the  relation 
of  the  governor  to  the  legislation  of  the  general  court,  which 
I  herewith  respectfully  submit  to  your  consideration. 

That  relation  is  established  by  the  second  article  of   the 
first  section  of  the  first  chapter  of  the  Constitution  of  Massa- 
chusetts, which  provides  that  "  no  bill  or  resoh-e  of  the  Senate 
or  House  of  Representatives  shall   become  a  law,  and  have 
force  as   such   until   it  shall   have   been   laid   before  the  gov- 
ernor for  his  revisal."      But  this  pR)vision   is  of  necessity  to 
be  limited  to  legislative  Acts,  having  their  origin  in  the  pow- 
ers which  the  legislati\-e  body  (defined  by  the  same   section 
as  "formed  by  two  branches,  a  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives,") derives  from  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts 
itself.      It  cannot  apply  to  cases  in  which  a  power  is  specific- 
ally granted  by  the  Constitution  of  the  I'uited  States  to  the 
legislature  of  the  State,  and  when  the  action  of  the  legislative 
body  alone  is  required  by  the  terms  of  that  Constitution  in 
order  completely  to  execute  such   power.      If   the   revisal  of 
the  governor  is  necessary  in  order  to  complete  an    Act   rati- 
fying an  amendment  to  the  Federal  Constitution,  then  in  case 
of  his  objection  to  a  bill  of  ratification,  it  becomes  necessary 
for  two-thirds  of  both  branches  of  the  legislature  to  agree  to 
pass  such  Ijill,  in  order  to  effect  such  ratification  on  the  part 
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of  this  Coninionwealth.  Thus  the  veto  power  with  which  the 
governor  is  invested  by  the  Constitution  of  Massachusetts, 
would  be  extended  so  as  to  include  transactions  which  spring 
directly  from  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  are 
therein  in  all  respects  provided  for.  This  would  be  not  only 
extending  the  \-eto  power  by  implication,  but  extending  it 
also  against  the  rights  of  the  other  States,  and  of  the  people 
of  the  United  States,  whose  right  it  is  that  the  decision  of  the 
Icgislalitrc  (to  which  alone  the  Federal  Constitution  appeals 
in  a  case  like  the  present,)  should  not  be  limited  bv  the  inter- 
ference of  the  governor.  The  fact  that  the  fifth  article  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  provides  for  an  alternative 
mode  of  ratification  by  "conventions"  instead  of  by  "legis- 
latures," and  that  Congress  may  at  pleasure  propose  the  one 
or  the  other  mode,  is  of  itself  decisive.  If  a  "convention" 
should  ratify  a  proposed  amendment,  the  revisal  hy  the  gov- 
ernor, of  the  act  of  the  Convention,  would  surely  not  be 
contemplated,  and  his  signature  of  such  act  would  be  wholly 
inappropriate,  however  cordially  he  might  approxe  it. 

On  a  previous  occasion  I  have  had  the  honor  to  express 
to  the  general  court  some  opinions  of  the  competency  of  a 
State  to  superadd  qualifications  to  those  prescribed  by  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States;  and  I  beg  respectfully  o 
refer  to  a  message  transmitted  to  the  general  court  of  1862 
and  printed  as  No.  132  of  Senate  documents  of  that  year,  as 
including  considerations  of  the  general  subject,  which  have 
application  to  this  special  case. 

On  the  day  following  the  passage  of  the  present  Act  of 
Ratification  to  a  third  reading  in  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, I  received  from  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  of 
the  United  States,  a  copy  duly  authenticated  by  him,  under 
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date  of  February  2,  of  tlie  Resolution  of  Congress  proposing 
to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States  the  Amendment  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  has  now  been 
ratified  by  Massachusetts.  Had  I  received  this  copy  earlier, 
I  should  have  transmitted  it  to  the  general  court,  for  its  in- 
formation. But  since  no  difTerence  appears  between  the  lan- 
guage of  the  proposed  amendment,  as  certified  in  this  cop)% 
and  the  recitation  of  it  in  the  Act  of  the  general  court,  I  have 
caused  the  copy  to  be  filed  by  the  secretarv  of  the  Common- 
wealth, with  the  public  archives  of  his  office,  without  such 
previous  transmission. 

I  have  deemed  that  course  the  more  appropriate  and 
respectful,  lest  by  transmitting  it  I  might  seem  to  assume 
that  the  proceeding  of  the  general  court  to  consider  the  sub- 
ject prior  to  such  transmission,  was  irregular  and  improvi- 
dent. In  this  connection  I  ask  leave  to  remark  that  the 
question  thus  suggested,  did  not  escape  my  attention.  The 
Resolve  of  Congress  proposing  the  amendment,  is,  in  the 
highest  sense,  both  a  matter  of  public  histor\-,  and  an  act  of 
public  legislation  of  wliich  every  court,  both  State  and  Fed- 
eral, in  the  Union,  will  take  judicial  notice,  recognizing  it  as  a 
fact  A\ithin  its  own  knowledge,  and  resorting,  where  memory 
is  at  fault,  to  such  documents  of  reference  as  ma\-  be  at  hand 
and  be  deemed  worthy  of  confidence.  In  the  exercise  of  its 
own  proper  discretion,  the  general  court  of  Massachusetts 
has  taken  judicial  notice  of  the  passage  of  the  Resolution  of 
Congress;  and  although  any  approval  of  my  own  is  superflu- 
ous, I  have  deemed  it  an  honor  to  certifj-  such  approval,  by 
my  official  signature.  But  by  this  message  I  desire  to  pre- 
vent the  form  of  approval,  in  this  instance,  from  being  drawn 

into  a  precedent  which  might  .seem  wrongfully  to  enlarge  the

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powers  of  the  governors  of  States,  in  like  cases,  and  corre- 
spondingly to  limit  the  powers  granted  b}-  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution exclusively  to  legislatures  of  the  States.

Article  XIV. 

Section  i.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United 
States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of 
the  United  States  and  of  the  State  wherein  they  reside.  No 
State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the

That  the  following  Article  be  proposed  to  the  Legisla- 
tures of  the  several  States,  as  an  Amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  which,  when  ratified  by  three- 
fourths  of  said  Legislatures,  shall  be  valid  as  a  part  of  the 
Constitution,  namely: 

ARTICLE  XIV. 

Section  i.  All  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United 
States,  and  subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof,  are  citizens  of 
the  United  States  and  of  the  State  wherein  thev  reside.  No 
State  shall  make  or  enforce  any  law  which  shall  abridge  the 
privileges  or  immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States ;  nor 
shall  any  State  deprive  any  person  of  life,  libertj^  or  property,

Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
several  States,  according  to  their  respective  numbers,  count- 
ing the  whole  number  of  per.sons  in  each  State,  excluding 
Indians  not  taxed.  But  when  the  right  to  vote  at  an}-  elec- 
tion for  the  choice  of  electors  for  President  and  Mce-President 
of  the  United  States,  Representatives  in  Congress,  the  exec- 
utive or  judicial  officers  of  a  vState,  or  the  members  of  the 
Legislature  thereof,  is  denied  U)  any  of  the  male  inhabit- 
ants of  such  State,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  or  in  any  way  abridged,  except  for 
participation  in  rebellion  or  other  crime,  the  basis  of  repre- 
sentation therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which 
the  number  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole 
number  of  male  citizens  twenty-one  3'ears  of  age  in  such 
State. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representative 
in  Congress,  or  elector  of  President  and  \'ice-President,  or 
hold  an}'  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the  United  States, 
or  under  any  State,  who,  having  previously  taken  an  oath,  as 
a  member  of  Congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States, 
or  as  a  member  of  any  State  Legislature,  or  as  an  executive 
or  judicial  officer  of  any  State,  to  support  the  Constitution  of 
the  Ihiited  States,  shall  ha\e  engaged  in  insurrection  or 
rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the 
enemies  thereof.  But  Congress  ma}',  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

Sec.  4.  The  validity  of   the    pul)lic  debt  of   the    United 

Stases,  authorized  b\-  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  pav- 

ment  of  pensions  and  bounties  for  services  in  suppressing 
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insurrection  or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned.  But 
neither  the  United  States  nor  any  State  shall  assume  to 
pay  an3'  debt  or  obligation  incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection 
or  rebellion  against  the  ITnited  States,  or  any  claim  for  the 
loss  or  emancipation  of  anj'  slaves;  but  all  such  debts, 
obligations,  and  claims  shall  be  held  illegal   and  void. 

Sec.  5.  Tlie  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce,  b\' 
appropriate  legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

//  IS  therefore  Resohed^  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  Rhode  Island  do  hereb}'^  ratify  and  confirm  the  said  Four- 
teenth Article  of  Amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States,  and  do  hereby  assent  thereto. 

Resolved,  That  His  Excellencj-  the  Governor  be  and  he 
hereb}'  is  directed  to  cause  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  Preamble

gress.

itants of  such  State,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States,  or  in  an}?  way  abridged,  except  for 
participation  in  rebellion  or  other  crime,  the  basis  of  repre- 
sentation therein  shall  be  reduced  in  the  proportion  which  the 
ntimber  of  such  male  citizens  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number 
of  male  citizens  twenty-one  years  of  age  in  such  State. 

Section  3.  No  person  shall  be  a  Senator  or  Representa- 
tive in  Congress,  or  elector  of  President  and  \^ice  President, 
or  hold  any  office,  ci\-il  or  military,  under  the  United  States,  or 
under  any  State,  who,  having  previously  taken  an  oath,  as  a 
member  of  Congress,  or  as  an  officer  of  the  United  States, 
or  as  a  member  of  any  State  Legislature,  or  as  an  executive 
or  judicial  officer  of  any  State,  to  support  tlie  Constitution 
of  the  United  States,  shall  have  engaged  in  insurrection  or 
rebellion  against  the  same,  or  given  aid  or  comfort  to  the 
enemies  thereof.  But  Congress  may,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  each  House,  remove  such  disability. 

Section  4.  The  validity  of  the  public  debt  of  the  United 
States,  autliorized  by  law,  including  debts  incurred  for  pay- 
ment of  pensions  and  bounties  for  services  in  suppressing  in- 
surrectiou  or  rebellion,  shall  not  be  questioned.  But  neither 
the  United  States  nor  any  State  shall  assume  or  pay  au}-  debt 
or  obligation  incurred  in  aid  of  insurrection  or  rebellion 
against  the  United  States,  or  any  claim  for  the  loss  or  eman-

Section  5.  The    Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce, 
b}'  appropriate  legislation,  the  provisions  of  this  article.

Ratifying  Article  XV  of  the  Constitution  of  the

Whereas — The  Congress  of  the  United  States  did  on  the 
Twenty-seventh  day  of  Februar}^  One  Thousand,  Eight  Hun- 
dred and  Sixty  nine,  propose  the  following  Amendment  to 
the  Federal  Constitution.

Know  Ye  that,  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  on  or 
about  the  Twenty  seventh  day  of  February,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixtjf  nine,  passed  a  Resolution 
in  the  words  and  figures  following:  to  wit — 

"A  Resolution  proposing  an  Amendment  to  the  Consti- 
tution of  the  United  States. 

Resolved  b}-  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  (two- 
thirds  of  both  houses  concurring,)  That  the  following  Article 
be  proposed  to  the  legislatures  of  the  several  States  as  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which, 
when  ratified  by  three-fourths  of  said  legislatures,  shall  be 
valid  as  part  of  the  Constitution,  naniel}': 

Article  XV. 

Section  i.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  I'^nited  States  to  vote 

shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged  by  the  United  States  or  by 

any  State  on  account  of  race,  color,  or  previous  condition  of 

servitude. 

Section  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to    enforce    this 

article  by  appropriate  legislation." 

And,  further,  that  it  appears  from  official  documents  on 
file  in  this  Department  that  the  Amendment  to  the  Con.stuti- 
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tion  of  the  United  States  proposed  as  aforesaid  has  been 
ratified  by  the  Legislatures  of  the  States  of  North  Carolina, 
West  Virginia,  Massachusetts,  Wisconsin,  Maine,  Louisiana, 
Michigan,  South  Carolina,  Pennsylvania,  Arkansas,  Con- 
necticut, Florida,  Illinois,  Indiana,  New  York,  New  Hamp- 
shire, Nevada,  Vermont,  Virginia,.  Alabama,  Missouri, 
Alississippi,  Ohio,  Iowa,  Kansas,  ^Minnesota,  Rhode  Island, 
Nebraska  and  Texas,  in  all  twenty  nine  States. 

And,  further,  that  the  States  whose  Legislatures  have  so 
ratified  the  said  proposed  Amendment,  constitute  three 
fourths  of  the  whole  number  of  States  in  the  United  States. 

And,  further,  that  it  appears  from  an  official  document 
on  file  in  this  Department  that  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  New  York  has  since  passed  Resolutions  claiming  to  with- 
draw the  said  ratification  of  the  said  Amendment  which  had 
been  made  b\-  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  and  of  which 
official  notice  had  been  filed  in  this  Department. 

And,  further,  that  it  appears  from  an  official  document  on 
file  in  this  Department  that  the  Legislature  of  Georgia  has 
b}'  Resolution  ratified  the  said  proposed  Amendment. 

Now  therefore,  be  it  known  that  I,  Hamilton  Fish,  Secre- 
tar}-  of  State  of  the  United  States,  b}-  virtue  and  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  second  section  of  the  Act  of  Congress  approved 
the  twentieth  da}-  of  April  in  the  3'ear  eighteen  hundred  and 
eighteen,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  tlie  publication  of 
the  Laws  of  the  United  States  and  for  other  purposes,"  do 
hereb}'  certifv  that  the  Amendment  aforesaid  has  become 
valid  to  all  intents  and  purposes  as  part  of  the  Constitution 
of  the  United  States.
